throughout its future history, because the hospital has found its settled home. Heartiest thanks 
are due to the many friends who have given so generously to make this consummation possible. The 
cramped and unclean quarters, that were a makeshift for a hospital hitherto, have been vacated, and 


we now have a beautiful substantial building with plenty of room—indeed, more room than we have — 


my at present the means to employ. 


This is not the place to give the full story of the permission granted for building a ‘* house.” 


In the eyes of the Government it is only a house, though every official here knows and approves of 
its real object. 


The building is situated within the Mission Compound, facing the west and looking out upon 


Wy the Cesarea plain. It has three stories and a basement, and can be made to accommodate at least 


seventy beds when it is all completed. We have, however, at present, owing to lack of funds, 


our friends supply us with the means of going further. 


The building-stone is of tufa, light grey in color, with trimmings of a dark-red, ‘habe? stone that 
makes a handsome contrast. The wards and operating-room are light and airy, the housekeeping 
arrangements are convenient as far as convenience can be secured in this country. There are some 
separate rooms for private patients, and Miss Cushman, the superintendent, has her rooms there also. 
The building has cost $7,172.61, which includes, beside the expenditure reported this year, 
1,199. 79 spent in buying lumber i in the two years previous. When the cost of furnishing i is added 
oO this; it-is not surprising that we-are about $700 in debt. Under other circumstances it would 
ave been wiser to build no more than we had the’ money for. But permission to build, even

in this qualified form, it might not be our fortune to secure again for many ayear. A hostile 
governor would make it impossible, and such a one may be appointed here at any time. Enlarging 
our accommodations within the walls already built will be easy at any time. Therefore, we used 
our opportunity when we had it. 

What is unfinished of the building is the long porches on three stories in connection with the 
wards for convalescing patients, the painting of the whole building inside, the plastering of nearly 
the whole, the entire finishing of other wards and the third floor, including flooring, ceiling, plaster- 
ing and windows. Bedsteads and furnishing will also be necessary. $2,000 additional, after the 
clearing up of the debt, is a close estimate of what we shall need. 

The work of this year has been very satisfactory. Miss Cushman has so far mastered the 
language as to be able to take full charge of work and also takes her own turn in evening prayers in 
the wards. The task of bringing order out of chaos by means of the ignorant material for nurses 
which we have here has seemed almost too much for her physical strength at times, but her organ- 
izing and executive capacity has triumphed and success is assured. 

The new building was occupied only in the middle of October, so that of the 376 operations 
reported but 28 were done in our new operating-room. All the rest were performed in the dis- 
pensary operating-room. Of 113 in-patients 28 were in the new, and 8 5 in the old quarters. Of 
these 85 in the dispensary-rooms, two died, one a case of suprapubic lithotomy, the other of intes- 
tinal obstruction with gangrene of intestine. Of the other operation cases who stayed in Khans, or 
other rooms outside, four died, one a compound dislocation of the knee with cellulitis, one a lateral 
perineal lithotomy, one a wound of the mesenteric vein caused by stabbing, and one a rupture 


of the intestine from the falling of a stone upon the body. The whole number of operations 
has been 376. 


The number of patients seen has been larger than before, 3,675 new, 4,154 old, total, 7,829. 


Visits to patients’ homes have been 749. For the first time more than half the number of new | 


patients have been Mohammedan, showing their increasing confidence and willingness to come for 
treatment. | 

Official permission for the carrying on of a hospital has not yet been secured, except in a round- 
about way, on a small scale. The Medical Department of the Government, early in the year again 
sent an order to close, but Mr. Griscom, the energetic Chargé d’ Affairs of our Legation, secured from 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs an acknowledgment that this hospital of ten beds having been estab- 


lished before the new law was passed, could not be interfered with, and orders were transmitted to 


the local authorities on that basis. We therefore feel comparatively secure as long as we do not put 
in too many beds. _ But our application for permission to enlarge has been persistently refused in 
spite of Mr. Griscom’s efforts. We trust, however, that this among other things will soon be settled 
in our favor. 
That che Lord has greatly prospered us this year in opening the way, in removing difficulties, 
and in advancing us toward the desired goal, is our constant cause for thanksgiving, and that this 
work may be the means of increasing blessing to the peoples of this land, is our daily prayer.

vision. The teacher of the Yorghed school is a greduste of the gam last 
training class. These are about 80 children in the school under this one & 

teacher and her assistant. This school misses much in not getting all the > 
ever-signt and care that frequent visits of a skilled kinéergartner would 
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ii. 
give to it. Still it is doing something for the little people in Youghad. 
In Cesaresa there has been an average attendance of 65,the whole 
number being 65. This shows a felling off from previous years. The main 
reason for this is the fact that the Armenians have a large kindergarten 
of their own end charge Lower priees than we do. | 
fhe children of our Cesaree kindergarten are in three classed 


or divisions under the care of three teachers,two of whom have been in ths 


service nearly seven years. The children have learned much rhich we hope 
will bear fruit in their lives. 


Our school premises are the property of the Bourd,but are now in 
such a tumble down condition that we are in a quandé@ry what to do next. 
Ye have propped up and repaired all we dare until there is Bothing left to 
do but to pull snd treet suitable building for the school. vhen that 
can be done no one knows. IX the mean time we are continuing the school 
in these poor quarters with the thought of more or less danger hanging 
over us. 

For the kindergarten in Talas,we were fortunate in secufing one 
of the graduates of iss Halsey's training clase in sivas. Our teacher © 
of the previous yeer has merried,thus necessitating our getting help 

from out side. The school began quite small,but has increased to about 


thirty now. The teacher,ise Rosig,is enthusiastéc and tne children are 


very happy.The school quarters are a private house which wo have rented 
for a period of three years. The repairs which ve have put into it have 
made it comfortable. Some of the children are very bright and s delight to 
teach. Cthers who were stupid when they entered have wakened and are doing 
good work. Seme who wére very naughty at first are learning to bee lov- 
ing and obedient. | 

Besides the oversight of these schools Mise Burrage has a Sma 
training class of five girls in Talags.Three of those live in their own 
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‘ie. 
homes in the town Wiile two board in the Girle’s These got 
practice and emperience in the Talac kindergarten and find in Resig 
one who is able ana willine to teach them many good thing@. Kiss Burrage 
spends four Gays of the week in Tales in teaching this training class 
and in gupervising the school;and is in Cesaree the remaining, three days. 

Sumisy School connected with the kindergarten takes some 
of ner time on the Sabbeth.

Girls 'Boarding School. 

The present kn year in our Talas Girls'Sohool has been an unusually 
bright and encouraging one. The enrollment has incrensed from 72 to 95. 
This increase in mostly in. the dearding department where we heve this year 
69 girls as against 47 lest year. Almost half of these are new pupils 


with a good prespect of remaining several yoars in the school. ve have a & 
much larger number of Armenians than Greeks,only about one sixth of the 
puplls being from the latter race. fe are greduaiiy getting more city 

girls and gifls from the better families. Ye can beast this year of two 
Turkish pupils daughters of the Ferik :asha whe lives near the school. 

The little girls ceme as day pupils. 


The incresse in the tuition received fror the girle is very 
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encouraging. There is a total increase & ‘about one hundred and fourteen 
liras. This means an increase ef 60 pilasters per pupil. while the number 
ef pupils who pay full tuition,5,1/4 lires has incresaed from three to 
twenty one. Such e sudden growth has its advantages{but also its dised- 
vanteges. ie find ourselves much cresded for room this year. Our dor- 
mitory is full and our dining reom and school room overflowingjand we have 
not suitable accomodations.for the teachers already employed. 

This year we have a primary school in connection with cur 
beurding scheol. This school has an enrodlment of gwenty,and gives an 
opportunity for practicel training in teaching to the upper class of the 


High echool. A class of eleven graduated lest June. This year our gradua- 


ting class numbers three. The teaching ferce in addition to the three 


American women consists of three teachess who give their full time and 


three who give pert time. Gne teacher gives her whole time to the teaching 
of music. One of our teachers spent tw years in the normal school at Smyrna 
and we wish to thank smyrna for the great improvement of this teacher, both 
in spirit and in methods. ¥e are amxious to have others of our teachers 
go there for study. 

There is a strong @arnest Christian indeavor society in the 
school.The girls do the werk and fill the offices of this society, There 
has been much religious interest 4n the school this year. the day of prayer 
for schools was observed and several special gospel meetings geve opper- 
tunity for many girls to take a more decided stand in regerd to jpiritual 
thingsa 

- Our course of study st present consists of seven years work, 
English is taught througheut the course. Classes in Bible study are given 


first place in each days work,while one afterboon of each week is given te 
sewing fancy work and raetoricals.

Hope deferred maketh the heart sick,yet in spite of disappointed 


hopes for « bailding and the consequent a due to cramped and 
hat ,rinancial suppert is utterly 


inadequate for such « schRol;in spite of the fact that there has been but 


unsanitary quarters;in spite of the fact t 


one American who cen werk in the school giving but a fraction of his time 
to it,es over against three Americans in the Girls'achool,we think that 

we have had a gopd vear and thet the.s¢cheol hes well demonstrated its right 
to live. Seattered about in threa rented houses no one of which hae the 
slichtest fitness for school purpeses,with rough unpleetered stone walls 
and in the cese of one house with several of the rooms windowless; with 

no playsreound excert the streets of the town; with no bath accomodations 
except the filthy public bath in the lover quarter nearly a mile away; it 
should supprise no one that there are difficulttfes of administration and . 
that the school is not an ideal plece for the trainins ef boys. Yet ve 
have no hasitation in saying thet it is not enly better than nothing, out 
that the school is actuslly dcing the work it was designed te deo,nemely. 
the development in these beys of Christian character as shown by daily Life 
earnest devetion to study, and faithful attention to the homely tesks re- 
Quired of them. ‘oe have the eassentiels of a schoel: pupils, beoks,and devoted 
teechers. The things we heve net are legion,but we long since made up our 
minds to take what we can get end make the best of it,although there is a 
limit to endurance. 

The totel enro@iment this yeer is 86,composed of 18 Greeks 
and 68 Armenians. Thirty two are day pupils and fifty-two ere boarders. 
Owing to the denwmciations of the Arachnort folttor five of the poorest day 
pupils were induced to leave the scheol,this being really ea blessing. 
Yould that his reverence would alweys be equally eccomodating when we find 
ourselves burdenad with pupils whose room is better than their company. 
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15. 
In the financial management of the school we have been obliged to 
study economy to such an extent that 1 fear tho D@rector has gained a 
reputation for boing a fiend of niggardliness fa which will cling to him 
until his dying day. Sut until some one diagcovers a practical way of 
getting gold at will for missionary enterprises,! presume that economy 


will continue to be studied. Gur total expenses for teachers, rent, board, 


heat, light ,washing, beth: and beoks are a little over five hundred liras 


per year. (The exact figures fee the present year not yet knewn) Of the See 
liras,30liras g0 for rent, 40 for books,200 for teachers,and the remaining 
230 liras for food, wood, lights and incidentals. This can hardly be called 
extravagance. Yet small as the expenses are,we are unable to meet them , 


as but about half of the income is frem pupils,one half of the remainder 


from the Board,leaving ever 125 liresa which must be secured by special appx 


apperl. In as much as the Board does net approve of special appeals we 


would be perfectly justified in throwing the responsibility on to the 
Board,and in refusing to make any further effort to secure speciel funds, 
teking the ground that if the scheol can be suppertec with the funds provid- 
ed by the Board and sums collecte: from the pupils,well and good.1If not the 
school must close. The contrast between what the Board is doing for the 
education of girls in the Cesearea field and what is being dene for boys 

is Startling. With a goed building,ample equipment in nearly every line, 
and three American ladies who give all their time to the schoolgthe beard 
also gives 230 liras per year in money; and the meney is well spent. But 

in the case of the boys scheol,with no building (and consequently expense 
for rent), exceedingly peor equipment,but one American teacher who gan give 
but a pertion of his time to school work,with native male teachers whose 
salaries are necesserily much more than the salaries of lady teachers in 
the girls'scheol the Board gives us but 125 liras per year. In the old 
days the cry was for fomale education,end justly. We would not have less 
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done for the girls, but it certainly time to demand a square deal for the 
boys. We are not trying to build up a college;for in our estimation there 
are enough colleges for the present.But it is certainly reasenable to 
expect that a well equipped High Scheel should be provided in the largest 
station of the mission. 

in Case the long delayed building is erected, we believe 
that the school can be conducted with the funds now available without 
extraordinary special appeals, becatse we van then attract a larger number 
of full pey pupils and shall be able to increase our charges senewhad. 
But under the present conditions it is impossible.to do soe. 

é rhe limits of this report do not permit of a discussion 
of several important matters of internal administration such as the fol- 
Towing whieh 1 would merely suggest. ‘hat changes in the course of 
study should be made in order that the scheol may ves¥ adept itself to the 


needs of bie field ? or what changes must be mede for the sake of econemy 
regardless of; the needs of the field or the demands of the times ? 


Does 4 pag to carry on a Greek department with so small a number of Greeks 


who Dey not even for the food which the eat ? These end ether questions 
must be Taced. it may be somewhat out of place in an annual repert,but the

For the Year 1905 ~ 04 


Lights and shade have not be3n wanting in the touring and out-stetion 


work for the year ending April 1906. I will give the meterials for the 
picture,leeving each to shade"to taste". In December, 1905, Dr.Dodd had a 
very interesting and successful tour to Nigde & Eregli,which he wil doubte 
less report under the head of medical work. Perhaps there has been no year 
when the touring aiestonary has been accompanied so much by his associates: 
@ Mr.Wingete to "verek end Chomaklu in April 1905; Wiss Orvis to Marsovan in

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THE MEDICAL WORK. | 


The Hospitel is able to give.a good report of itself for the year 1905 in 
almost every respect. The statistics given must be those for the year ending June 


30th 1905, as being the time when .we make up our annual ‘report. to the frustees of 
Hospital. 


‘The number. of in-patients was 342\as :compared:with :2g85 in the previous year. 
19 days was the average time spent by each patient in the Hospital. 95 were Yohan- 


medan, 247 of Christian races. 95 paid absolutely nothing, 104 paid less than five 


dollars each, 143 paid more than this according to their ability to pay or to per- 
Suade us that they could not pay. 461 operations were done. Attendances on pa- 
tients at the Dispensary or outside were 8186, including 10566 visits to homes. 

The total income from native sources was $3190, and what may properly be classed 

as running expenses, not including building, repairs, furnishing, etc., nor salar- 
ies of americans, was about $3480, a difference of 290 dollars. Judging from the 


months already past, the figures for this current year, 1905-06, 


when they come to 
be made out, will be more both as to patients and income than those of this report. 
It is not only the increase in the number of patients and increase of receipts 
that show an enlarging work, but the testimonies from every side, particularly from 
Our preachers and teachers, of the influence exerted on the patients, and through 
them on others. It is an experience that we see repeated over and over affain, the 
change in the attitude of patients after they have been a while in the Hospital. 
Recently @& woman who needed to come for an operation was so afraid of what might be 
done to her in some occult way, especielly in the matter of religion, that she 
would not stay without her sister to keep guard over her. So the sister was also 
taken in as a patient to sleep in the next bed. The first evening when it came 
time for prayers, the two kept up @ steady noise of conversation so that they might 
not hear anything. The next time they stopped up their ears with their fingers, 
equally effective for themselves and less disturbing for others. No attention 


was paid to their performances, and soon they were listening as well as any one. 
Then in the singing services Sunday afternoons they wanted to take their turn in 
choosing a hymn, and when they came to go away, they not only accepted a present” 
of a fFestanment in Qsmanli, but bought a hymn-book in armeno-furkish, saying that 


though they could not read it they would find some one in the village who would 


read it to them. And at the other end of the scale, it was one of our old 
from yoonjoosoon who said on leaving, " 1 have found Jesus here. I 
never knew Him before. I have talked about Him, and preached about Hin, and about 


the Bible, but it was all show, from the outside. Now I Know Him and love Him." 


The Hospital household, nurses and servants, down to the washerwomen, receive 
a large part of our attention because we believe that they have the ability to en 


closer to the patients and to influence them as we cannot. Bible classes for 
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the 
m, personal care for their spiritual as well as their temporal well-being

Clal instruction and help to the nurses in individual religious work for individual 


patients, these things are a regular part of the work. 


) The nurses are to be teac 
ersb. They teach Bible-verses and hymns to the patients, they teach them to read 


Osmanli, Armeno- and Greco- Turkish, they read to them not only from the Bible, bu 


from the Avedaper, tracts, and other books of which we keep a@ library on hand ag 


well stocked as possible. Furthermore, this supply of reading matter is increased 
by getting out every week sone helpfgl leaflet or tract from our own establishment. 
The nurses are to be book-agents as well, and through them a number of hymn- 
books and Scripture portions have been sold to patients, and outside also. The 
young men nurses in their free time have sold Testaments in Talas, going to the mar 


fee ket and getting hold of young men there. One of them at his own urgent request 


when he could be spared from the Hospital has Speat some time in other villages do- 
ing the same kind of work. The women nurses have done some district visiting, 
seeking especially to follow up former patients in the town. That they all are 

to be Christian workers as well as Hospital workers is the ideal held up before 
then. More than half of those in the ospital service are members of the church, 


three of them having joined this winter. Two others also presented themselves 


for examination, but were advised to wait until another time. 

Our Hospital force has been increased this year by the coming of Miss North in 
Qetober from Battle creek, Mich. where she was engaged in Hospital work. Her bug 
iness this winter has been language-study, but now she has begun work in the wards 
and with the opening of the Hospital in the fall. she will have to take full. respon 
sibility for the nursing. | 

We have sent two young men to study Pharmacy in Beirout, paying their expen- 
ses, but expecting to have our whole outlay returned to us when they finish theif 


course and come back to us to work. QOne was a nurse, a Greek, the other an Ar- 


menian was assistant in the Drug-store. 
An addition to the Dispensary is planned for, and we are ready to build, 


but the long uncerteinthse to the method of securing & building-permit has pre- 


vented our undertaking the work as yet. 
Only a part of the medical touring planned for this year has been carried ou 


sickness preventing the rest.

Besides giving personal supervision to every department includ- 
ing the domestic work,this year the three American teachers have been able 
to teach all the classes in English including twa Bible classes,Botany, 
Fhysiology,Algebra end Physiology. English is required @n all the seven xaxe 
years of the course and there has been a rapid advance in this department. 
We are now able to use many English text books and the girls are beginning 
to enjoy English books for general reading. Here in the interior the abil- 
ity to read and understand books or papers published in English seems of 
much greater importance than the mere power to use the language @n conver- 
sation,though this also receiveé careful attention.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF CESAREA STATION FOR THE YEAR 1906.07 


OUTSTATION WORK. 

The length of this report does not permit going {nto details 
of each of the out stations of Cesarea field. Nor is it thought thet 
such a report would be partkaitérty profitable. The work in certain 
outstations closely resembles,in general features , the work in cere 
tain other,although they may differ somewhat in details. It may Ly 
therefore be more profitable for our parpose to civide our aute 

stations under aifferent heads. The four chosen are the — - 

1.Plaees where steady work is being done. 

2.Places where the work is hindered by disaffection withing 
the congregations. 

$-Places that are without regular preachers. 
4. Places where there are special features of encouragment. 
1. Places where steady ‘pastoral work is being done. | 
Naturally a goodly number of our outstations fallg under 

this head,for whether at home or abroad most of the work{ is of this 
nature. It may be called the normal of religious work. And when that 
is said practically the tale is told. The work in different paaces 
may and does differ somewhat according to the ability and zeal of 
the pastor,but there is nothing ‘outstanding to attract the attention. 
This is the condition ef such places as Istanos,Angora,DenekMadeni, 
Soongoorloo,Talas, Chakmak and zinjirdere. ‘They are pursuging the 
even tenor of their ways. That is all there is to say about them. 
2. Places where work is hindered by disaffection within the congrega- 
tions. For some two or three years past, from Cesarea as a center, 
there has gone out an influence which has not tended to unity,and 
peace in some pleees of our field. In Nev Schehr,éoonjoosoon, and 
Cesarea,it has been anything but. helpfuly to our work. This is the 


new life movement. New life and Holiness would be most heartily 
welcomed 
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welcomed,on the part of the missionaries, in any of our churches, 
but of this peculiar stripe of it we have had more than enough. All 


who do not see eye to eye to them in their peculiar beliefs ate 


without the pale,are not Christian and never have been. Hence it 


follows that any preacher who does not endorse their views is 


Anathema and must be removed. This has been tried in all the three 


places mentioned above. In Cesarea they succeeded in removing pastor 
Bulbulian but by means that were not straight forward and honest. 


In Nev Schehr they even went so far as to involve the preacher in 


a law suit,which has but lately been settled in his favor. But in 
spite of this they are not satisfied,and say theu will not be until _ | 
they have a new life preacher at the head of the congregation,al- | 
though &he majority is against it and in favor of the present preach- 
er. Speaking of majorities it remains to be atta that they do not # 
know whet rule by majorety is or at least de not recognize it. But 
whybshould they when they alone have a monopoly of the spirit,under 
whose direction the church is. Some little change has come about 


in their belief since a yeer ago,although it does not seem to have 


had any effect for the better in their spirit or Jife:-that is they 
admit the possibility of their sinning and condescend to use the 


Lord's Prayer,to which the; formerly abjected on the ground that it 
applied only to sinners among whom they did not count themselves. 

If we read the signs of the times correctly this movement seems to 
have about lost its power to extend itself. We sincerely hope that 
they may come to a saner frame of mind,and that the spirit of unity 


may again prevail in those congregations where there has been and is 
S0 much heartburning and strife.

What are the reasons for 
this long dist of vacancies ? It is true that many of these places 
are smeall,teo small to have a preacher over each,but if we wree able 


some of them might be grouped under one pastor. But besides these 


smaller places we have at least “five, which are some of the most im- 
portant places in our field and ‘where we usually have a preavher:- 
B.@. Akserai, Nigde,Everek,Yozghad,end Injirli. Why are these places 
vacant? Partly because suitable men have not been found to fill 
them.But ig,at the present moment,we hed the mene and some men might 
be founde we could not place them because of the cut in our appropri- 


ations. That cut of 14 per cent means thet those five important places 


and others have to go vacant; and this after placing burdens , which 


they thénk are greater than the, can bear,upon many of our congregation 


where we have preachers at present. 

To meet this state of things in Cesarea field,we 
last fall ordained Krikor Ef. Yardumian, a man who has given abundant 
proof of his ministry,as ewangelist among the Bozook villages. But 
what is this among so many? It would need as great a miracle as the ye 
loaves and fishe@ to make him Zo around so that all might be satis-— 
fied. Besides Krikor Effendi we heve doing evangelistic work pastors 
Bulbulian. and Sirinides. After Cesarea,in its blindness to its own 
interests ,turned out Mr.Bulbulian we secured him for this work. He 
has been engaged in Yozghed,Akserai,Nev Schehr and Nigde,spehding a 
month or two in each place,much to the benefit and pleasures of these 


congregations. But as you all know,for such congregations,two months 
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service a year,by never so good a man,is much of the nature of a muke- 


shift. As much as we should like to retain Mr.Bulbulian as an evangel- 


ist,or as a settked pastor ,that much regretted cut stands in the way 


and efter his year is up in July we shall be compelled to,let him go. 
4. ilaces where ther ape special features of encouragment. 

Kention has been made in former annuel reports of the 
encouraging work being done from year to year in Sharkushla. It is 


well to keep such a place before our minds es an example of what can 


be done without looking to the outside for help,when there is ea desire 


to do so. As has been said before,the work here has been carried on 


without cast to the Board through the earnestness and zeal and willing- 


ness to sacrifice,on the part of a handfull 66 people lead by the noble 
exempihe of the Sivaslian brothers. The Christian community has been 
much reduced of late,but still they are putting up e brave fight 

for independence. Usually their school numbers from 20-25 but when 
visited last fall they had bat ten pupils. This number makes their 


expeses figure out at the rate of 1-1,1/2 liras per pupil. Krikor 


Agha Sivaslian said thet perhaps it would be too much for them end 

that they would be forced to look to us for a little aid,but that first 
they intenddd to do their best as snes did not wish to sacrifive 

their independence. What it has cost them we do not know but so far 


no call has come to us. It is also worthy of note that besides supe 


porting their own work they have contributed to home missions this 


past year no less than 2,1/2 liras. A community in this country 


fighting to be indepen@ent of outside aid is worth going a long 
distance to see. 


Another place worthy of mention under this hedé is — 
Urgup. About three year ago a waman of this town had a stroke of 
paralysis of the lower limbs,and on her sick bed came to know the 
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Lord. She became a women much given to prayer and the people were accus 
tomed to gather at her house for worship and called it their Bethel. 

A few months ago death came to her but just before her death she 
shaded most earnestly that, through it,many might be brought to Christ. 
She gave instructions that after she was gone they were to dress her 
in ag whate buriel robe with this written on it, "Blessed are the dead 
that die in the Lord”. Many came to pes their last respevts,and read 
it. This had the effect of awakening them to inquire about spiritual 
things,and as a result many have been lead to profess conversion. 


Although the opposition and persecution by priests and people of the 


Orthodox church has been in many cases severe,it has,as it always does, 
created the more interest. Hany interesting incidents are given. One 
is of four young men who were spending the evening playing card s and 
blaspheming when suddenly they became convicted of their wrong course 


of life,went to the room where prayer meeting was being held,and asked 
for the prayers of those assembhed . All four profess a change of 
heart. Another case is that of a woman of the Orthodox church who hed 
given an overdose o¢ opium to her child to cause it to sleep and theree 
by caused its death. In greet distress she went to the priest,sho 
told her thet she was guilty of a great sin,snd thet it would cost 
her forty piesters to be forgiven. Belng very poor she could not 

pay such a price and in her trouble went to the preacher's family 
whp told her, to her great joy,that she might be forgiven for all her 
Sins without money and without price. So far,nine members have been 


added to the church,and we sincerely hope tht this movement may be 


permanent in its results. 


Just a word in rega rdf to our @at-station boys’ 
Schools. Taken as a whole they are thoroughly satisfactory. Some aré 
far from what we would like to see them, while others give us much 
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encouragment.Among the latter might be mentioned the school at 
Gemerek,with three teachers. Geterek hes always a large and a good bf 


‘gchool,but this year in English’ and in some other departments it is 


greatly improved. Near to Gemerék, in the village of Boorhan, there is 


an exception&aly eood school under the direction of Vartavar If. 


Garabedian.Tiiis worker was removed from Négde by the government and 
after a trial at which nothing was found against him waa ordered to 
remaing at his native place,Gemerek, lie has been placed as teacher 


in the near by village of poorhan ,and as far as the boys of Boorhan 


are concerned they may thank the government. In no school visited 
during the year were there ™ found brighter,more enthusiastic and 
wide awake boys than in Boorhan.Vertavar Effendi has gifts as a teacher 


and power to transmit to the boys much of his own enthusiasm. 


In conclusion we wish tog express our satisiaction 
Over the outcome ol Nr.rowle's detention at Angore last summer. 
Although his forced stay of seven weeks interfered w'th our plans for 
touring,we feel thet the results gained for all our fields more 


than loss.

PRIMARY AND OUTSTATION GIRLS' SCHOOLS. 


Including the two in Cesrres and the two at Talas,there ate 
at present in our field 16 protestant girls' schools of elementary 
grade. The total number of pupils in these schoold is about 500. 
These schools are in a deplorable condition but en effort is being 


made to iuprove. The senior class girls ,the prospective teachers, 


are given some special training before they are craduated from the 
Talas Girls' school. A course in elementary psychology is followed 


by one in primary methods including practical training in teaching 


under supervision in the primary school. This school which is connected 
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with the boarding school has improved very much this year and is now 
a satisfactory training school which is a helpful object lesson 
illustreting the newer methods that may be adapted to the work in the 
outstation schoold. It is so arranggd that pupils coming from the 
kindergarten may be prepared in four years to enter either the boys’ 


school or the girls’ school. 


In order to aid those who are now teaching in the villAg 
lages we have had translated into Turkish various articles giving 
practical suggestions about teaching special branches,such as 
Reading ,Arithmetic and Geofraphy. These translatdions have been 
printed on the type writer and copies have been sent to all the schools 

These papers were first presented at the teachers’ 
meeting held last June,just at the close of the school year. To 
this meeting all the teachers in the field were invited while the teas 
teachers from the girls' schools were given their traveling expens- 
es and free entertainment.a$3$ke-seheo~ The winery for this was 
provided by some special gifts devoted to this department. There 
was a good attendance at all the sessions and considerable interest 
wes awakwned,especially in primary work. 

The meeting was continued for five days and the ger- 
eral program was as follows: - In the forenoon,model lessons in 
reading,Geography,Arithmetic and Nature study; in the afternoon , 
papers and discussions on theory and general methods. The public 
were invited to the two evening lectures, one on "The History of 
Education",and the other on "Character Building”. Different persons 
had charge of the morning devotional hour,and every evening the teach- 
ers met for an hour of Bible Study. The closing meeting was held out 
of ddors on which occasion the teachers read repotts of their day 
Schools and Sunday schools. They all expressed appreciation and 
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8. 
sratitude for the helpswhich hed been sent to them,especially for 
the text and picture cards and the quarterlies or lesson helps for 
‘primary classes. During the weeks immediately preceeding this teach- 


ers' meeting a number of tours were made by one o7 the American 


teachers to visit the outstationg schools ing order better to underesa 


stand their concition and their need ,and to give such suggestions , 
help and encourazment as was possible. The Nationel schools,{jn- 
cluding many Greek and Gregorian schools and one moslem school for 
girls were visited also. 

The new Primery school opemed this year in Cessrea 
in connection with the Kindergarten will be mentioned in Miss 
Burrage'’s report. 

of the 16 girl teachers employed in our elementary 


schoolé@ only ten could be supplied from our own field/.We need mire 


teachers for our primary and outstation schools. Every year we hawe 
calls for twive as many es we Can supply. The only way to meet the 
demand is to have a larger boarding school to prepare them. For this 
a larger building is imperative ly necessary. Ye never have many 

day pupils here in ae: a stregth and our hope ase in our board- 
ing pupils who come from Cesares and the outstations. We need room 


for at least 80 boarders ,while we have room for only fifty.

WOMANS 'WORK. 
Our two Lible readers ,Guldoodoo iianum in Ceserea,eand 
aroosiag lianum in Tales, have dome good and faithful work. One 
of the missionary ladies takes their reports each week and every 
little while accompanies them in their eiattations. Giving tracts, 
loaning helpful books,and inducing people to buy the word has been 


& part of their work. They are always welcomed to the homes andt 
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there are more opportunities for work then they can possibly grasp. 
Miss Levonian,of Aintab, sister of Prof.Levonian,has 

been working in our field since lest fall,supported by private 

funds. She has worked in Yozghkhd and in Cesarea and is now at Moonjoo- 

soon. Her spirit is earnest and consecrated,and we hope much good 

will result from her work with individuals and from the meetings she 

holds. | 


House to house visitation has been done by NMrs.Irwin, 


‘Mrs.Post and Mrs.Fowle. It is work that pays. The personal touch, 


the quiet talk with individuals ‘in their own home surroundings,is 
the ideal way of sowing the right kind of seed in the right soil. 

Many of the outstations have womans' meetings and mothess 
meetings. In Talas,the monthly mothers' meetings have been dropped 
during Mrs.Dodd's absence,and a monthly union meeting of the upper 
and lower quarter prayer meetings is held instead. 

In Cesarea,after 26 years of mothers' meetings in 
connection wit the church,Mrs.Fowle has resigned from the charge 
of that work,and has opened motiers' meetings foe Atmenien women 
and the mothers of kindergarten children at the kindergarten 
building. Over a hundred women attended the first meeting and lis- 
tened very attentively. We hope to reach many new people in this 
way. UA Bible study class has also been started in Ces- 
area to meet once a week and is composed sor women who are willing 
to study. 

A tour of three weeks was made by Miss Orvis and 
Aroosiag Hanum to Nigde,NevSchelir,and Urgup. Miss Orvis worked 
especially in the schools while Aroosiag Hanum visited the homes, 
and they held meetings together at each place; Miss Orvis spent a 
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week on a tour to Gemerek, and ift company with iss North she vis- 


ited Everek,taking live days for the trip. Moonjoosoon and 
4injirdere also,have been visited by Miss Orvis. A womans! benev- 
. olent and sewing society meets in Talas,one afternoon each week. 


This society was started by Miss Cole and Miss Dwight and this is 


its third and most prosperous year. Committees of women visit the 


poor and needy and find out their axact condétion,end thus many warm 


and useful garments have slipped into the right pleces ina quiet 


Wey. Other necessities have also been supplied and the spirit of 
interest in the poor and suffering is being fostered in e healthy 
way. Not a little has been done by these women in mending for the 
ooys at the Talas 8oys'school, thus adding materially to the gonmfort 
and neatness of the boys. The reading of Titus in Armeno Turkish 


during the hours of sewing,has given the women much pleesure. 


MEDICAL WORK. 


The hospital has again had a busy year and one rendered 
difficult by the absence oi the experienced members of the staff 
and the consequent devolvement of repponsibility upon the new comers/ 
Dr-end Wrs.Doddggnd Wiss Cushm_an left Talas lest spring for a 
years furlough in America; Miss Cole left two months later,having 
resigned from the hospital board. Miss Norgh assumed charge oi the 
nursing department,MrssPost became housekeeper for the hospital 


and the medical work devélved upon Dr.Fost. On account of the ree 


duced working force we have,of course,hed to cut down the work some- 
what,and yet thus far the number of case treated on the hospital 
does not show more decrease thah a fifth or a fourth from last 


years& record. Following are the statistices for the year 1905~= 
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11. 
fiscal year. 


The number of in-patients was 40l,as compared with 542 


the previous yeer. Sixteen days was the average length of stay in 


/ the wards. Of the 401 patients 243 were male,and 158 were female; 


132 were Moslems, 269 were of Christian races; 69 paid nothing atall, 
512 paid something for board and treatment, but of these 108 pagd 
less than $5 apieyice. Five hundred and sixty operations, mostly 
inMajor,were performed withing and outside the hospital;this number ex- 


ceeds last year by 99. The total number of attendances outside the 


hospital was 4764,including 494 visits to patients in their homes. 


About one patient outof every three at the dispensary paid a fee for 
consultation. The expenses of the hospital were heavy on account of 


the increased work; the totcl income from native sources was about 


| 55000, but what may be properly élassed as running expenses of the 


hospital,not including building, repairs,furnishing,saleries of 
Americans etc. ,exceeded this sum by about ‘400g. 


We can say with the Apostle that "wZoreat door and 


effectual is opened unto us,and there are many adversaries". Among 


the latter may be mentioned some of the native physicians of Ces- 
area, who took advantage of Dr.Dodd's absence Lo spread the report 
that he was dead,that the physician in charge wes incpmpetang, and 
So the hospital was not receiving patients. far ea while there was a 
practicioner who made ea point of getting hold of patients coming to 
the hospital and offering them treatment for dower fees than had been 
asked here;in one case,at least,he represented himself as the agent 
of the hospital end piloted the ‘patient away from us altogether. 
The inférior drugs of some of the local pharmacies are ofter sold 
to patients "as just the same"as our’and this hes ca’ed harm to 
the income of the hospital drug store as well as dissatisfaction

smerican physicianss prescriptions: in more then one medicine pre- 


scribed here end filled at Fal cheaper place,our druggist has found Lh/ 


thet the most important drug wes entirely missing. But sooner or 


‘leter these practices come back on the heads of the perpetrators and 


we are gratified to see the hospital becoming more and more srounded 
in the confidence of the people. 

¥e endeavor to make the evangelistic work of the 
hospitel very prominent and it is the ideal of theinstitution that 
every worker, of-she-tnetatustencnurse and servent in it,should Teel 


that his or her pert in the work is essential to the effectual 


presentation of Christ to ell who come here for treatment. Besides 


the deily prayers and more formal Sundag services held in the wards, 


we try to deal with the patients personally es much eas possible,and 
seldom meet with a rebuff. Many hearts seem to be touchec with the 


Gospel message and many declare their intention to lead a better life; 


no doubt many of these resolves are promptly forgotten on leaving 


the hospital, but we tryst that the food seed will bear fruit in at 
least some of the lives. Especial thanks are due to the ladies of 

the @tation for thsir work in the wards; the singing,reeding and con-~ 

versatéon which takeg place during theri visits ere ddeply appreciated, 

and demonstrrte to the patients that all here are interested in thetr 

welfare. The native Bible woman is also a helpful co-worker. 

Spiritual results are impossible to tabulate but the me@- 

ical work continues to be one of the most valuable means of breeking 

down prejudice and softening the heart hardened by evil. Several 

cases may be cited. A Greek who had lead ea very evil life was influene- 

ced by what he had heard and sew during his stay here and later wrote 


from a near by village inviting us to come to his house and hold 
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meetings. This occurence has made a little entering wedge for the 


Gospel work in a village unusually bigoted and bitter toward the 
Protestants. Another Greek who was here for a long while said so 

much about his visit that his son became interested in the Gospel 

and has influenced others in his villege. Last spring a priest's wife 
came to us in a very depperate condét ion but was saved by an operation 
and she end her husband ere now our warm friends and make no opposition 
to Gospel services in thear village,wherees formerly they were bitter 


enemies to anything of the kind. Mustapha Effendi,an official of 


the Government ,expressed himself eas well setisfied with the treatment 
he had received here end when he left he gave a present of two liras 


to the hospital. All patients who manifest ant interest in the 


Bible,and who can read,are presented on leaving,with a New Testament 


in their own tongue,and tracts and portions of the Bible are sometimes 
given away at the dispensary. The young man at. the dispensary often 
gathers the patients together while they are waiting for the clinic 
and reads tracts of portions of Scripture. This same young, goes out 
evangelizing among the villages duping ‘the slack months of 
winter,but this year was prevented from making an extended tour by 
the unusual cold and the phenominal fall of show. In the hospital 
we have now a regular Bible class for nurses and servants and they 
have shown unusual interest in the study of the word. Soma of the ‘enjoy 
going to the neighboring villages on Sunday afierneen to visit for- 
mer patients and t» hold servicés in their houses. We have done this 


ourselves when we have had the opportunity. 


Dr.Dodd,as before mentioned,is in america this 


year, and is endeavoring to raige funds for the work.The dispensary 
id in great need of enlargement and a residence for Dr.& Mrs.Post 
is also needed. 
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The financial question is a serious one. As we cannot even meet running 


expenses with the income from practice and this region seems to be gets 
ting poorer all the time. Trusting, however, that the Lord whose symppa- 
thies are ever with the sick and suffering will meet the needs of this 
THE BOYS’ CLUB. 


We have some thing new ebout which to repot this year,viz.our 


boys' club /. 
A couple of years ago ,seeing the great number of boys 


and men wandering about the streets with nothing apparently but evgil 
to abborb their thoughts and attention, it was felt that something § 
ought to be done to help trem to higher and better things. 

With this end in view Sunday evening song services 
were begun,and inaddition to the hymns sung,2 sermonette or story 

was told to the boys. From the marked interest, it was felg thet a 
Sunday school clas s might be feasible and this too,was begun.Both 

of these services have been continued to the present,and although ry 
there have been many discouragments through the opposition 6f the 


who 
priests and Armenian school authorities,#¢ evem upon one occasion 


punished the boys for attending” our meetings,yet the prospects are 


brighter than ever before. 

The Sunday school class is gradually growing.We 
have recently had an attendance’ of about 50,of whom 25 are enthusiad- 
tically memorizing scripture verses in order to obtain copies of the 
New Testament promised for excellence along that line. 

In addition to these serv ces ,a class for those 
desiring to learn English has been held weekly during the winter 
months,for which the boys attending have been most grateful. 
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15. 
But our latest attraction is the introduftion of games and something 
along the line of athjetics oné afternoon and two evenings during 
the week. And these social times have brought us into closer con- 
UA- 
tact, mak greater hold over the boys than anything else. Ag 
many es 75 or 100 come to the games and — most enthustastic. 
notice great improvement in the boys' demeenor since 
the work:was begun. We ere endeavoring to discourage the ided that. 
we are trying to make protestants of them,but ere keeping before them 
the fect that we do want to help them to become clean,decent,self 
respetting Christian men. We are pleased to notice quite an esprit de 
dorps particularly among the older boys,and a erowing Teeling that 
the club is theirs and that they must be responsible for ghe order 
of it. 


The work gives good promise for the futube,but we are dp 


sorely in need of financial assistance. We are doing what we ean 


here.But the child is outgrowing, our ability to support it. Ye must 
rent a building and we must have more equipment. To amy one interestd 
in saving boys and young men from the mire end filth of sin to what 
we trust may becomey noble Christian mannood,we appeal for help.

KINDERGARTENS. 

Although there have been but two regular kindergateéen 
classes at Cesurea,there has been a primary or connecting class 
composed mostly of xindergerson sraduates and some members of the 
next highest class in the kindergarten. This school is also in the 
Kindergarten building. We have long needéd such a class to con~= 
néct our kindeegarten with the upper schools. we only wish that more 


parents had recognized its value and sent their children to it, but 


time is necessary for its growth . 
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we are still renting an edjoining house as there are not enough rooms 


‘in the old building which are safe for the children to,stay in. low 


much longer the old house will hold together is a question. We hope 


that sometime the Cesarea kindergarten will have a better home. 


_Many of the Greek families of the Talas congregetion, 

being desirous of a kindergarten for their children,last year such a 
one was opened in a Greek quarter,but after a few weeks the teacher 
was taken sick and died and the school was closed. This year it was 
re-opened.A little later there was much sickness among children,and 
several little ones who were coming or about to come to the school , 
died. This was 4s pemipenione and when the sickness and cold weather 
reduced the number of children to two or three,we chosed for e few 
weeks. Now we have an attendamce pf 15. We are pleased to see many 
Changes for the better. The children are so much more orderly and 
obedient than st first. Ve hope that other parents from the Orthodox 
Greeks will soon be sending their chilfren to the school. 

The kindergerteb in the upper part of Talss for 
the Armenian children has continued with an attendance of from 35 <= 40. 
the teacher of this school has been helped by the members of the train- 
ing clase, who have had charge of little classes of shildren. This 
training class is in Talas,the girls living in the Boarding school. 
There are six pupils,three from the Central Mission,one from Sivas 
station and two from the Cesarea field. 

In one of the outstations preperations are being nes 
made for opening a kindergarten,and the desire for such schoo&s is 
increasing. The kindergarten at YozBnad is continuing under the care 


of @ married kindergertner who seems to be a real mother to her 


Children.

GIRLS BOARDING SCHOOL. 


This has been an especielly busy year. One of our three American teach- 


ers has been absent in America during the past yeer,on account of ill- 
health.Ve are pled to say that her health is mich improved and thet we 
heve strong hope of her return after a few months. 

Qur school is not so letrge as lab} year, pertly because 
of the higher tuition required, énd pertly beceaus e of the discomfort 
of the living errengements due to our overcrowded condition. This 
yeer our total ettemdance was 73~ 47 boarders and 26 day pupils)+. 

The number of day pupils remains the same ,but the number of boarders 
hes decreased, there being about twenty less than the year before. 


This is ea grest pity,for,as all who have hed experience in boarding 


school work wellknow,the influence of the school is fer greater upon 
the boarding pupils than it is or can be upon the day pupils. For 

rhe need of 2 little money to enlarge our accomodations for boarding 
pupils,this school,which is the only schools for girls in this the 
largest districh of our mission,is crippled in its work and must lose 
some of the upper class girks and turn away some of the mest needg. 
Last year at our annual meeting we made a request for 500 liras for an 
addition to our building.Through some mistake this eraest wes not 
brought before the womens board in Boston until ljng aPterward,and so 
late that requests from other phkaces now have precedence. If anything 
can be done to rectify this we earnestly hope that the matter will be 
given spevial attention at the ahnual meeting this year. 

During the past four or five years the grade of work 
in our school has been gradually raised both in kind and in qualify. 
The entrance requirements have Heen raised and some new studies giving 
more work in mathematics and science have be@f added. We have also , 


been able to do more in English than ever before. The gitrls have form- 
ed | 
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formed themselves into a self governing club for the purpose of practice. 
in speaking English and their own languages. 

Our graduating class is small-only three girls. 
This is unfortunate as we are in great need of more teavthers in 
our outstation. All six of the class of last yeer are teaching and 
doing good work. 


The amount received from tuitions has steadily in- 


- ereased.This year it is 256 lires. If expenses were not increesing at 
a greater rate we would be very glad,but in this region provisions of 
all sorts are much more expensive. We have done more than ever in 

the line of self help this year and find an ever incresing apprcie- 
tion of help given when something is required in return. 

Besides two American women,there ere five teaches 
in the school. We are glad of the addition to our force of bative 
helpers of an efficient housekeeper,a woman who has been trained in 
this school and is one of its best products. Her influence is distinct 

ly helpful and refining as she is a trueChristian woman. 
The health of the school has been good this year 
though an epidemic of snall pox in Cesarea made the Waccination of the 
gils necessary. One case of scarlet fever appeardd,but prompt isolatin 
prevented its spread. 

The day of’ prayer for schoold was observed by _ 

speciel services for several days. We had the help and inspiration 
of Miss Levonian,sister of Prof -Levonian of Aintab. The meetings 
were very quiet,many girls were interested,and several confessed 


Christ and are earnestly trying to follow Him. Our Christian Endeav-

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BOYS BOARDING SCHOOL. 


The past year has been one of unusual difficulties. During the 
annuai meeting of 1906 we were subjected to a serious attempt to de- 


prive us of our property,which, with the attendant threatening atti- 
tude of the local populece,caused us some anxiety. Hed the attempt 
sugceeded it would have been a desth blow to much of our work, but , 
the firm attitude of our Winister saved the day. Work on our building, 
however, was stopped and has not been re-opened. 
The summer passed quietly and school opened es usual in the 
fall with a slightly diminished number of pupils,due to opposition 
and to the fact that we were obliged to drop our Greek department. 
This step was forced upon us by the lack of funds,by ff our in- 
ability to find a suitable teacher,and by the utter leck of paying 
Greek pupils. ‘Ye hope thet this department may be re-opened at some 
future time under more favorable auspices,al though at present nothing 
can be done. We have also been at some disadvantage owing to the 
fact that one of our strongest§teachers resigned and we were obliged 
to fill his place with en inexperienced man. On the other hend a new 
and successful French teacher added much to the popularity of the 
school. Outside of the building complications our greatest difficul- 
ty lies in the TEACHTR problem. Lack of funds makes it almost in- 
possible to secure high grade who will remain permanently .iience 
our teaching force is changing constantly, and we are often obliged 
to bo. emply inexperienced men who as a rule look upon the work simply 
as @ stepping stone to going abroad or to a higher position. A 
systematic increase of salary at the rate of two liras per year up to | 
e forty five lira limit has ,on the whole, worked well, but the trouble 
is likely to come when we stop at forty five. Even such salaries as 
we pey are really beyond our means,and each year we are confronted 
by e “Gua which has to be met by hook or by crook. 
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The totel number of pupils hes been 62,of which 43 have been boarders 
and 19 day pupils. Our school is peculiar in being alfmost entirely 
boarding school, the day pupils being few and peying 
practically nothing in proportion to what they receive. Talas is an 
ideal spot for a boarding school, but there is very little local sup-_ 


port.This fact increases our financiel difficulties. Our annual expen- 


ees run about es follows:- Teachers’ selaries 160 L.T. 


Service,heat, lights, 
washing, bath, and 
incidentals dio 
Rent 30 
Food 


Total, 500 L.-T. 
Of this total something over half comes from pupils. It will be noted 


that there is an average expense of fully ten liras for each boarding | 


pupilg, while our nominal charge is but seven lireas. When it is under- 
stood that very few village boys can pay even seven liras,the average 
payment not being over six,the need of help is manifest. 

Year by year we are doin better work,our course 
Of study preparing for the Séphomore year at Marsovan. More than this 
we do not attempt,although for the benefit of the majority who cannot 
G0 to college we provide some lessons not absolutely necessary for 
college entrance. Our gradugtes who d° not go at once to college find 
employment in business,and as village teachers or hospital assistants. 
Several of our boys have thus gone into the hospital where they have 
done good service. 

The morals of the boys nave never been better thah 
during the past year.There have been years when we have had great 


anxiety on this SOne DES it is a pleasure to be able to say that 
this year, 


so far we have not had a single case demanding severe discipline. These | 


has been a growing self control end manliness which has been very 


encouraging. 
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As to directly religious work,the Sunday School and 


Christian Endeavor Society (the letter entirely voluntary) have 
continued steadily,with one great improvement over some years past, 

in the fact that religion has not exhausted itself in the exercises 

of talk and prayer alone,but rather has found a practical outlet and 
field for work in connection with the boys club,which has been reported 
eleewhere. Many of the school beys attend bothg the games and relig- 
ious exercises of the club,and although they are far superior in 


ability and deportment to the town rabble,it is especially encouraging 
to see that they do not adopt * superior attitude,but on the contrayy 
they seem to have suase enough to subordinate them selves and. wor for 
the common good. Ye feel that this work may most effectually supple-— 
ment the regular Biblical and Religious work of the school. 


In closing this report we wish to record our 
conviction that inspite of the fact thet the pest year has been one 
of great stress and difficulty,in spite of the many evidences abgutset 
of a decaying protestantism,in spite of anarchy and hopelessnes in 
our church organisation, there is atill a splendid opportunity for work 


and a possibility of so arranging and co-ordinating our forces as to 


lead to more satisfactory results for the people of our field than have 


ever yet been seen. The social settlement idea,independent of the 
brotestant church organization,offers e greater opportunity to influence 
and help all classes than any other agency in sight. May He whoh we 


®1l1 acknowledge as Lord end Master,lead us out of the darkness of 


discouragement and ignorance,into the full light of hope, courage, 
and truth. |

Somé six years ago a special effort was made to raise. 
ten thousand dollars ce purchase a site and erect a building for the 
school which has thus far continuca in very unsetisfactory renved | 
houses.

We are glad =o 
State that there is every reason to expect full and complete autheriza- 
tion te continue the work this summer. For this our most hearty. thanks 

2 due to the Hon.J.G.Leishman, the American ambessador at Constantinople 
who has done everything ter us. 

But years of waiting togetner with the necessary expen- 

Ses ef the campaign have increased our needs.More iand and larger build- 
ings than were contemplated at first are neécessary.ancd it gives uu Breat 
satisfaction to state that an Armenian gentleman, whose name we are not 
at liberty to’ mention, has pledged five hundred Turkish rounds (2200) 
on condition that we raise an equivalent sum witning one yoar from 
March ii ,2V07.i1 nis ts the largest single olfer ever mate to the school, 
and coming as it does from a native of Cesarea, now residing in o— York, 
it is a most encouraging example of ap; reciation of missionary effort. 

We have no agent who can selicit funds in person, but 
must depend upon those of our friends whom we can sisal by correspon- 
dance.Naturally we look to those who have already shown an interest in 
this work , trusting that they will again come to our assistance and make 

ossible tor. us to fulfil the conditions of the above mentioned pledge.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF CESAREA STATION,¥.T.M. 
May 15th,1908. 


For days the heading of this report stared me in the face. 
All the rest was blank,and it seemed for a time as if it would remain 
so.How to write a report which shall really be a report of the ste- 
tion as a whole is something of © problem. So much depends upon the 


attitude and temperanent of the writer that it is practically impossi- | 


ble for any one person to give a fair and perfectly balanced view 
of all the work of a great field. One is optimistic;another may 
be inclined to discount the optimistic view. One enjoys the per- 


sonal element,wishing each worker to be mentioned by name , while 
another utterly abhores the intrusion of the personal. One wishes 
every minor event,every meegsging,every Sundey school, even private 
talks with individuals to be mentioned;while another expects some 
things to be taken for grented,presuming that most people are doing 
the vork they eré sent to do. One thinks that if there is no noise, 
there is nothing doing,while the other contents himself with the 
thought that quiet qaters rundeep. All are working earnestly accord- 
ing to their light and the ability God has given them. But,be it 
noted,the manner of working is largely influsnced by the individual 
temperament,also God given. This is a parable applicable in part to 
the station,but in a legger degree to the whole field. 
The conditions indicated in the expressions "I am of 
Paull am of Apollos", “I am of Cephes”,find their present day 
counterpart in the Cesarea field so emphatically as to lead some to 


quote "Oh foolish Galations” without however,asserting that the 
ancient Galation churches were here. It might seem ungracious to 
mention the leaders of the various factions by name,but the extremes | 


existing are often seen very clearly. For example,one former preach- 


er exclaimed in extravagent language that he was only worthy to kiss 
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2. 
the feet of a certain Apollos,while shortly afterward another 
congregation complained bitterly that the same Apollos had almost 
given théér church a death blow. So it goes and seems likely to go 
for some time to come,each type bele£ving thet it is under the 
special guidance of the ‘Spirit. rerhaps the Spirit is doing the 
best it can with the different temperaments. But, one says, judge 
by the fruits.Very well,but the difficulty is that what seems to éne 


to be good fruit,appears to another to be briers and brambles;while 


what seems to one to be briers and brambles seems to the other to 
be the sweetest fruit imaginable. The Bible is quoted with great 


earnestness, but usually only to support such passages as seem to 


support some particuler hobby,while opposing passages are as if they 
were not. Real intelligent knowledge of true principles of Biblical 
interpretation seem to be almost a negligible quantity. But here I 
would like to say that notwithstanding various criticisms ,just or 
unjust ,made on the work of our theological seminary,the best and mm 
soundest work in our field is being done by the few graduates of this 
institution who are left.¥e have but four of them,but certainly 
without them the condition 68 our Field would be far worse than it 
4s. The death of Mr.Atmadjien,of Soongoorloo,was felt as a great 
loss as indeed it was. But his work has been carried forward with 
greet suecess by Mr.Hachadoorian who reports quite an awakening 
there during the past winter. ac young men of the town have be- 
come interested,and en Lateresting work among, the gypsies has been 
sterted. At Cheakmak,which has been in a very discouraging condi- 
tion for several years past,a quiet ,warnest spirit has appeared 
which gives promise of better things in the future.The preacher, 
though often discouraged,hes labored patiently, and we are convinced 
that the influence of his self sacrificing life has had a greater 
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effect on the village than some of us had expected. iast experience 
should lead us to be cautious in reporting revival movements,for 

how many times have we reported with creat joy and enthusiasm some 
particular movement,only to find within a few months that it was 
without real depth. But at both Soongoorloo and at Chakmak the 
pastors fully realize the dangers of superficiality and we earnestly 


hope and prey that the results in these places may prove permanent 


and sound. 
In addition to the places mentioned work goes on quietly 
in Angora,Telas,end in Sherhkushle. At Cesarea,Moonjoosoon,end 
Everek,the so-called new lifers have prectically had everything 
their own way,but there is little evidence of any progress during the 
past year OUTSIDE OF THE LIMITS ALREADY PRETTY CLEARLY DEFINED 
SQME YEARS aGoQ. The NevSchehr and Akserai congrggations seem to 
have been somewhat benefitted by their long discipline without a 
_preacher,and we trust that progress may continue. Gemerek,one of 
our lergest congregetion,which ough! to be one of the best, has 
been the scene of scandalous quarrels which it is impossible to 
describe here. Repeated efforts have been made by the Mukhtellid 
Mejlis,and by the executive council of the Union to arrenge 
latters,but with little success.Very few of our congregations have 


shown any ability in self government, while at the seme time they 


will accept no authority. The general condition of ourfield ,in 
regerd to self government, co-operation,or faith,may be justly describ- 
ed as chaotic. | | 

As the closing word in regard te the outetation work, we 
would emphasize the need of more and better equipped men in the 
ministry,although we must confess that some of the congregations in 


their present temper, neither desire strong men,nor would keep them 
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long if they had them. Nevertheless the greatness of the need is 
pparent when it is recognozed that we have but seven ordained 


men and two licensed preachers for over thirty outstationg. It is 


true that two teachers are doing preaching work sbut even so,how 
great is the need. 

At Talas, the Station center,all lines of work have gone 
on with increased activity. | ; 
HOSPITAL. 


The return of Dr.and Mrs.Dodd and Miss Cushman to the Hospite1} 
gave Dr.Post much needed relief,and made it possible for the hospi- 
tel to inaugurate a series of extended tours for medical work. The 
first wes made by Dr.Dodd to Yozghad and the Boz00k region,and the 
second by Dr.Fost to Urgup, Nevschehr, and Akserai. Both of these tours 


were remarkably suceessful,and serve to demonstrate how meny there 


; are to be reached who can never find their way to the hospital 


itself. A new vineyerd practically adjoining the hospital property 


| on the East has recently been purchased,and will be a great addition 
to the premises,in as much as it contains a large cistern so situated 
\ as to deliver water to the top story of the building by gravity 

without the aid of pumps. An atttitan to the dispensary has been

Work has gohe on as usuel with some minor changes in the course 
of study.The most encouraging feature has been the growth of the. 
primary department designed to be a connecting; link between the 
kindergarten and the boarding school proper. This it has done 
a | successfully for the Armenians,but there is no adequate provision 
for the Greeks,and in order to complete and round out our system 
we should do the same for the Greeks as we are now doing for the 
Armenians. In the high achool proper our greatest difficulty has 
been t® find suitable Greek teachers. We cannot alford to pay 
= teachers fform Greece or fron the coast,while even if we could do so, 
, it is doubtful whether they would be able to do the work demanded 
5 here. On the other hand it seems practically impossible to find 
teacher near by. 

Both dormitory and school rooms sre too small 
for the present number of pupils,while recitation rooms are still 
more inadequate.In view of this fact,we earnestly desire to build 
an addition to the present building.This addition will cost about 
8680 liras,and having been ‘already approved by the nicohene.¥e have 
high hopes that the Yomans'Board will make the necessary ennvenrinthy.

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BOYS "BOARDING SCHOCL. 
Since writing the last reportjconditions 
have changed so remarkably as to meke the years spent in the old 


houses down below already seem like a dream.To our great joy, just 


aa 


’ ft e year ago definite and finel orders were received authorizing 
‘the erection of our building for which we had struggled so long. 
Up to the very last the local officials resorted to various dodges 
to delay matters,but when it became clear that we were not to be- 
hoodwinked or put uff,the governor transmitted the orders in un- 
equivacable form,enjoining all officers to seathat we met with no. 
Anterference. The work moved forward with unusual rapidity, with no 
delays and no acclidents,so that We werwe able bo open scnool inthe 
new building on the 2nd of Cctober. Owing to the high prices both 
of material and labot,the cost of the building was considerebly more 
than we anticipated, but it is a pleasure to state that all bills 
werga met promptiy,and that the school is without a penny o: debt. 
Our circular entitled "What 214000 have doje" perhaps tells the 
story as well as anything can. 4 large part of the building remains 
unfinkaked unplastered,while the 4th story designed to be used 
as eB bins i is quite unfinished. The mos t pressing nesd from the 
standpoint of the health and morals the boys is gymnasium. 
Suitable foundations,on which another story . 45 Teet could 
be built,ere already made. This would provide an ample gymnasium 
at a very low cost; certainly not exceeding 260 liras. i robably 
it can be done for less.In any case we need at least 91000 more to 
complete the main building and erect the gymnasium. Oven,bath house, 
and stable are already built. |= In order to eonnect the new 
compoun® with the old,we should purchase the intervening vineyard WE 
which will cost 400 liras or more.This purchase having been made 
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7. 
and the gymnasium erected,we shell be content for a time. In 
internal development the school has kept pace with the external 
progress.Town pupils have been attracted as never before ,with 

fair prospect of greater numbers next year. Boarders come from a 
wi erea,although we ere sorry to record the fact that Cesareans — 
‘do not seer inclined to patronize our schools or any other schools 
to any grert extent. 

Receipts from pupils have been larger than ever 
i before in spite of the poor crops and the general financial depressi 
| Sion of the country. With the opening of the new building the Greek 
department was revived and we consider ourselves fortumate in 
securing a competant teacher educated in Greece. lie has consented to

school we are fairly well satisfied.Bible lessons, Christian 
Endeavor meetings,and the usual religious services both duting the 
week and on Gundays have #11 done their respactive work, and the 
Five pupils have united with the chureh.

at This foundation work has gone on steadily both in 
Cesarea and An falas where there have been separate schoois for 
Armenians and for Greeks,although the attendance at the latter nas 
been small. At Cesarea the work is handicapped by the lack of any 
suitable building in which to carry on the work. It is hardly possi- 
ble to exaggerate the wretched conditions under which Miss Burrage -

has been obliged to carry on the work. And if the work is to cone 
tinue there,it 4s high time that a new building be erected which 
shall be large enough for kindergarten and primary school purposes, 
and also provide rooms for viss Burrage. We are glad to stete that

One important point is to co-ordinate the kindergarten with the 
schoois above, and to this end it has seemed wise to open a primary 
school in Connection with the kindergarten at Cesarea. 


Miss Burrageés departure for America will makeit 


impossible for the station to look after this work as it should be 
done,and we shail sait impatiently for her return, hoping that she may 
bring with her an associate and ample funds for the building.

This branch of our work although ie youngest, deserves the 


last and best plece in the annua&k report . Some would perhaps question

unable to secure funds for the adequate support of the work already

in hand. Sut. age is not always an indivation of worth,and if 


methods haven's produced the expected results, let us try something 
new. There ean be no denial of the fact that ‘the old methods,while ga 
good in their time and place,and successful in reaching a very smell 
minority, nave proven utterly useless in cetting hold of one of the 
largest and most important clements tn the community,viz-the great 
body of boys,mostiy @regorian,who do not attend any of our schools 
and who cannot be enticed by any means into a Protestant church. 
There are scores of boys in every Lown and city or this country who 


are growing up practically without any cood or elevating influences 


about them.Many of them are alive,actice and enterprising; but their 
energies exhaust themselves in robbins; vineyerds ,fighting,and in 
immorality. Others, eixaxtx energies alr edy exhsusted,are moral 
-lepers,retailing smut;a source of moral contamination to many who 
might otherwise esmount to something. Jesus Christ came te seek and to 
gave the lost:an@ if ever there were lost boys or those ins fair 


way to be lost it is the class under discussion. Yet what has 


missionary effort done for them ? Practically nothing. We have 
built up more or less successful Protestant church,which the lost 


avoid far more than they would avoid the avil one himself. Hany of 


us spend our time preaching our pet doctrines and call it evangelizing, 
when confronted with such & condition as this. Ye get & little 
nearer the prakizn root of the problem when ws organize schools,to

Perhaps indeed it was a pity 
our Lord confined himself largely to the training of a few desciples 
in Palestine instead of trying to spread Hinself over the whole 
Roman Pmpire,but the verdict of history is different. 
But to hark back to the expense question. As a matter of 
fact this work has not cos$ the Board a para, being supported by oute-g 
side gi8ts which would never enter the treasury of the board other- 


wise. But even if it were not so,far better to continue to cut 
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ll. 
some of the older lines of work than to fail to take advantage of s 
such an opportunity as we have today in this work for boys. 
CONCLUSION.. 
In addition to the regular departments briefly reported 
abave, nearly every individuel missionary missionary of the station 
is doing some special work in a quiet way,but to speak of one would 
necessitate an account of mang little things and set forth the work 
in wrong perspectice. I venture,however to mention a few. Mothers’ 
meetings ,»lract preparation and distribution, Sunday schools, 
Sewing society,and work on Armenian literature.

Il. Salient features. 
This work is of the neture of that carried on in 


the Y.M.C.A. of other lands. The different departments include 


reeding rooms,gymnastics,lessons,lectures,& Bible instruction. 
The club in Tales has beem in existence in one form or another 
for five years. During the last two years it hasbeen carried aon 
as a regular Y.M.C.Z. with a secretary who hes given his whole 
time to the work. 

The success of the Tales club lead to an effort to 
have a similar work in Cesarea. This Was begun during the past 
year end has been successful beyond our expectations. One 


striking feature of the work in Cesarea is the fact that those 


_ who attend regularly are almost entirely Moslems. Especially 

: is this so at evening meetings. Even our Sunday evening services 
draw two hundred or more Moslems and at most 30 @Bristiens 

and the difference in proportion is often more marked. One 
reason for this has been the disturbed conditions in Cesarea 
for some months past,which have had the effect of keeping the 
Christians at home in the evening. In fac on account of 
troubles in other parts of the country and the spirit of unrest 
in Ceseree we decided that it was wiser not to have meetings 

in the evening for a few weeks,although we have remained open 
during the day. It is too sarly to speak of results from the & 


Cesarea work.Thet there will be good results,nomone who 
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believes in the dissemination of truth and knewledee can 
doubt. In one particular et least there is a decided improve- 
ment. That is in the matter of conduct.At first ,on account 
of its being wholly different from any thing they had ever 
seen or heard of before they hardly knew how much liberty 
they might take, but thew have come nicely into line and we can 
say that now we seldom ,if ever,heve 2 breech of discipline. 
We appreoiete the opportunity and large responsibil- 

ity that are oufs in having so many Moslems under our influence 
and hope that we may measure up to it.It is a situation that — 
has’ to be hendled with great care but one thet is full of 
peesibilities. 

In Talas as the result of some yeers of figshte 
ing and patient effort we find the continued opposition of 
| the ecclesiastizmcal authorities of the Gregorian church 
finally broken down. The Sunday classes are growing in atten- 
dance and interest and the parents seem very appreciative 
of whet has been and is being done for the children. The 
perents and neifhbors of these children taxkhex hear witness 
to the change in their lives and conduct. In the study of the 
Bible and the memorizing of scripture they are most diligent, 
and the old habitsof pilféring,lying,and disobedience sare 


being overcome.

‘Three points may be mentioned that have made the year an unusual ome: 
(1) { The poverty and hardtimes which have made it difficult to collect tuitions, 
and have kept away many would- be pUpils. The high prices have made it 
a serious problem to meet expenses with the reduced income from pupils. 

(2) The division in the Talas church which have caused great anxiety and 
sorrow, This naturally has attracted the attention of our pupils, and we 
regret that such influences should be brought to bear upon them in these 
formative years when impressions are so strong and their effects so lasting. 

(3) The political changes and the consequent unrest of the people. 

All the year there has been intense Peeling of either joy end exultation,or fear 
and dread, according to the state of affairs in the country. This, too, could 

not help affecting our pupils and the whole work of the school. 

Fach of these points ,however ,has brought with it joy as well as sorrow. 

We are glad to report that we have been able to close the year without debt. 
The repairs and improvements on the buildings and grounds, for which we recei- 
ved a special grant from the Womans Board,have been of great help,adding natur- 
ally to our comfort. The smaller number of pupils has had its advantages, 


for we have not been overcrowded,as in former years, The health of the pupils 


and teachers has been unusually good,and the school work has not been inter- 
rupted by illness. {The hard times have given the pupils and teachers many 
Opportunities to show their sympathy by gifts of money to those poorer than 

thenselves. Much of the flour given out by the Station to the poor during 
the winter was stored at the school,and given one batman (about 17 lbs) at a 
time. Those who did this work were eager to have the opportunity to help 

in this way. After the Adana disaster the girls school showed great zeal in 


making garments for the destitutechildren, and were eager to deprive themselves

for the sake of sending help and relaef. 

In the midst of the divisions in the church,too, we are glad to say that the 

spirit of unity has prevailed in the school, among pupils and teachers alike. 
And throughout the year the loyality of the teachers, their desire to work for. 

the good of the school, has been manifest. At the time of the panic in April 

their quietness and self-control,as well as that of the older girls helped 

sgreatly in keeping the order of the school during those trying days. 

The changes of goverment brought us in the fall eight Mosleme childrenho who 


ntered the Primary school and s0 many more were anxious to come that we con- 


idered the possibility of opening a separate department for them. But the 
jealousy of the Moslem teachers as well as their Peligious prejudice;, 
frightened the pacents into removing the children in the winter, and at ‘the 


close of the term there was not one. | We hope ,however thati this is 


poly the beginning and that with quieter times may come many Moslem pupils to 
the school. | 

We cannot close without a word as to the religious activities of the School, 
The Christian Endeavor Societies have been the channel through which outside 
work has been done. Members of these socities have sung to the patients at 
the Hospital and the Dispensary,while the Visiting Committee has tried to go 
to the houses of poor and sick persons in Talas. ‘Some of the teachers and 
girls have also helped in the Sunday School at the Boys Club, The tone of 
the Christian Endeavor meetings has been good,and we feel sure that many girls 
are living earnest Christian lives. The daily Bible classes and the Sunday 
School give all the pupils an opportunity for Bible study, while the Primary 
School suppliments the work of the Bog§s Clubd in reaching many children outside 


the school who would otherwise have little or no religious instruction.

The pest year has been the hardest yeer ever exper 
jenced in the historg of the school, Three mein causes may be mmexe 
noted. 


1.tThe politice: situation and the general unrest. 
As was inevitable this has. affected the ) 
character of the work done."hile the minds of both teachers and 
pupils sre eagerly watching for the next turn of the policical 
wheél ,wondering whether it is to be freedom or massacre,steady 
earnest work at lessons is not easy to secure,and we feel that § 
we have not accomplished much.Still we are supremely thank?ul to | 
complete the year without disturbance of any kind. 
2.The station and church troubles have been such as 
to make us aShamed to heve our pupils see what has gone on. i 
These troubles have not recommended Protestantism to our pupils. | 
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Boys ‘School continued. 


Yet throughout the year the Y.PSCE., though poorly attended, 
hes been kept up,and we honor the boys who stuck to it. 


5. The financié& condition of the school. 
Here it is necessary to make ea frank state- 
menhkz of a few hard facts. 
Extremely high prices,lack of trade, failure of crops 
with the resultant poverty of our pupils have combined to 
leave us with a debt of nearly one hundred liras. 

We foresaw this last fall and promptly reported it 
to the Prudential Committee,asking for instructions. ap some 
correspondence we were informed by letter dated March 31s 
that the Frudential Committee hed voted that our ~sadantratiaie 
be aranted, but that X&xmuax according to the bylaws,the matter Was | 
referrec to the finance committee to find ways and means. It was | 
expected that prompt action would be teken so thet we could 
go shead with plans for next year. But nothing further has 
been heard and we are in the predicament of having to use our kan 
appropriation for the last six months of the year 1909 to 
close out our debt, leaving us with practically nothing with 
which to becsin a new school year. 

Under such conditions we cannot purchase wood, 
and other necessary Supplies which cen only be found during 
the summer,nor can we engage teachers. In short we do not 
know whether we shell open the school in Sertember,anda have 
told the teechers to shift for themselves. 

Even if the present should be provided for,we 
cennot go on as at present,for that would mean another debt next 
year,etc. In order to run on the present incime,we shall 
have to close up our carpenter shop,end probably our entire 
Greek department; as well as to reduce our teaching force for 
the Armeniens. It is e question whether this policy may not 
ruin the reputation of the school. howwwgsr,we may try it as a 
last resort. The outlook is good if we can hold on long enough. 
But poverty,fear,ea non-unenimous station,and lack of funds 
make it e hard proposition. Yet the need of such training as 
we are trying to give to these boys was never more manifest 
than at present. 

Ill. In looking over the field nating is more 
manifest than the prevailing agnorance in Protestant congregea- 
tions as well as itLother communities. Though work has been going 
on in some of our villages for over fifty years,and although 
we have encoureged villase schools,still one of our best in- 
formed men who knows village life well,says that not more than 
one in ten village protestants can either read or write. 

A few can read,but the great majority are still in ignorance 
and are an easy prey to demagoguery of any sort. The case 

is probably still worse among Gregorians end Turks,although the 
former have probably mede more rapid advance than the Protest- 
ants during recent years. 

As in all ages ignorance and superstition are at 
the root of endless evil,and in their ignorance peaple are ear- 
nestiy doing evil thinking it to be good. It should be manifest 
that yore education,not less,is demanded,but as to what sort 
of education will accomplishea the sreatest results is still an 
open question. 
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Cesarea Kindergarten Report. ° 9 


fhe Cesarea Kindergarten, has been continued with two teachers and an enroll- 
ment of fifty children, about two thirds as many as last year. 

Received in tuition--12 2/3 £,T. The causesof this falling off in numbers 
are -- Miss Burrage's absence, the poverty of the people, and the change of 
location to a private house where it has not been so convenient or so safe to 
send little ones. The only available room of our old building, 
has been used by the Primary school, but could not accomodate the Kindergarten. 
For the coming year, we shall be obliged to hire in another quarter, 


This change of location makes it hard for all concerned,but is inevitable 


till a new building is ready. We tried for months to secure the necessary 


permit, from the authorities in Cesarea ,and had strong hopes of succeeding, 


but, this spring we felt obliged to give up that course,and have besun de novo 


through Mr Peet at Constantinople. 

The two teachers -- trained by Miss Burrage -—- have done good and faithful 
work. “On May 29" they gave their annual enteptainment, and ten children 
were graduated. The children did well and parents and friends were pleased. 
ie hope to have the same teachers next year. 


The Talas Kindergarten. 
The Talas Kindergarten has had thirty pupils,one teacher, and an assistant. 
The amount received in tuitions is about 7 £ §. Excellent work has done | 
this year. There has been marked improvement in certain lines. The 
teacher is bright and original. 
An appreciative audience attended their charming entertainment early in June 
when five children were graduated. The school continued till the middle 
of June. 
We expect Miss Burrage with her new associate, Miss Richmond,to open these 
schools in the fall. There will probably be a training class in Talas, and 
we are ready for applicants from other stations. The charges are 5 £ T. for 
board and 2 ¢£ T. for materials. | 
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CESAREA RETORT. OUTSTATIONS. 


Conforming to the request that,in our reports we shouldxmix 
give first statistics and second the salient features of the 
work in simple,succint form,I would say that since Sept.lst 
1908 I have spent 111 days among the outstations,traveling 
1654 miles and incidentally visiting some of them two or 
three times. The number of outstations worked, more or less, 
during the year ,29: formétly worked ,but not this year,10.

take up the work of instruction in French. The iMnglish nurses, Miss Firkin 
and Miss Raldwin, have continued their ministry of healing,and the other 
American members of the station continue as heretofore. 

The general conditioas of work have been favorable. Peace has ore- 
vailed,and crons have been adundant. The officials as a class seem to be 
improving in character, and increasing in friandliness for us. The Armenians 
are believed on the average to have recovered the position they held prior | 
to 1895, but some were cripoled never to rise again, not to mention the le- | 
gacy of sorrow and suffering entailed uvon those who passed through those 
scenes. 

With the oassing of time the Greek complexion of our field becomes 
more manifest. A careful reckoning discovers less than 50,000 Armenians 
Within our doundaries,while a conservative estimate of the Greeks puts their | 
number at least as high as 150,000, with the probability that this is an 
under-estimate. The Armenians seem to be checked though not diminished in 
numbers by the events of recent years; the Greeks seem to be rapidly on the 
increase. In some of the coast cities they are the leading element; in 
towns where there formerly were almost none they now form a considerable 
element; and new villages are constantly being fornsd, while no where do 
they diminish in numbers. The assistant governors of this city,the dis- 
trict and the province,are Greeks,and two of them have children in our 
schools, #hile there are many more officials of the same nationality. It 
would be too much to gay that there is an evangsliacl movemsat among the 
Anatolian Greeks, but it is certain that a good many young men are coming 
out into Gosvel light in a remarkable way. The Armenians responded to the 
missionary message first; the Greeks are stirring now. It should be added | 
that in general the evangelical Armenians cooperate cordially’in behalf of 
the Gospel among the Greeks. 

Taking the evangelical part of the work first,and beginning at the | 


central station,we have to report a condition of quiet encouragement in the 
Marsovan church. The last annual report places the Sunday audiences at 
R00 
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300 to 900,and shows 28 new members received and £221.00 nearly $1000, 00 
raised for all purposes. The church has had periods of greater outward show: 
perhaps none of more truly doing the work for which it exists. The preacher, 
Wr.Adanalian,is indefatigable in his labors among the people versonally. 
Meetings for young men and young women are userul. Some winter night lec- 


tures have been profitable in their wav as orayer- meetings, and the christian 
life amons the peonle has deen a cause for gratification. 

The Central Jnion,composed of the churches of the Sivas, Cesarea and | 
Narsovan Station fields,is to hold its next biennial meeting in our city, | 
beginning just after the College commencement late in June. 

Of the entire sum raised by the Marsovan church 49.90 were for the 
support of a native evangelist in the field, but as no man was found whom the 
executive committee wished to smploy, they have distributed their aid to 
several needy places,viz.Agabaghi,a school in Avkat,and a school in Gumush. 
They plan also to employ one of the theologues during the summer, orobably 
at Chorum and hope to open new work at Cevak,and aid in the Sreek part of | 
Cumush. | 

Alacham has gone steadily on its good nay,with daily meetings for |

prayer in the house of Nikolake Agha,and led chiefly by him. The bretherna 
Sain somewhat in overcoming tae strong orejudice against them in former years,| 
often hold meetings in the villages about,and have this year opened their 

first school, self-supporting, as all their work is. : | 
Amasia also has gone guietly on,the oreacher doing useful faitnful | 
work, but without striking results. One wonders at the hardness of heart | 
among the multitudes of such 2 teeming city,vyet the net result of the church 
work there ig encouraging,not discouraging. Faithful, cersistent sowing of 
the Gospel seed must be followed by larger harvests bye and bye. 

Aykat has been in a very yeaa condition. The peonle are low, 
and seem to have no desire to rise. A meeting for young men planted by 
theological students and watered by young Americans is almost the first oud 
of promise that the anxious oreacher has seen. 

Agabaghi is helped in the maintenance of a preacher and teacher by 
native friends. The village is poor and the people are discouraged and 
bitiable. 
Rafra having had the services bor several years or a preacher to whose | 
Support 
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support the congregation contributed nothing,is now vacant, the preacher 
and his salary having been moved elsewhere. When the oveople realize the 
value of the Gospel, it is to be hoped a new arrangement for its preaching 
may oe made, | 

Charshamba for years lay flat on its fans,owing to the reductions in 
approvriations. We could aot support a preacher there,and the peonvle nei- 
ther could nor would. Now God has vrovided another way. A young man edu- 
cated for the ministry was providentiaIly led into business there, and 
preaches the Gospel through the- week by his business example, and preaches 
it on Sunday in the church. A small but glad ‘congregation follow him. 

Chorum also has had no preacher for some time, but the five christian 
families meet at each house in turn,the householder beings resvonsible for 
the service of the day. Two members were lately added to the church,and a 
Student expects to spend four months there this summer. | 

Dere Keoy has assumed self-support, tne brethern oreaching in turn, 
with one of their number as “primus inter vares”, and supoort toeir scnool. 

Fatsa has a large warm-hearted congregation, with freanent additions 
both to the congregation and to church membership. While many of the houses | 
of the congregation could be ovilt for less than five liras each, they have 
promised an average of five liras a family for the new church they hope to 
build to take the place of the one they lost through the hostility of their 
' Orthodox friends. The congregation has recently voted to organize their 
branch church as an independent institution, and ordain their preacher as 
pastor. They had a stirring revival last winter. | 

Little Gumush has deen sunplied freauently on Sundays by theologues. | 
They now have a teacher,in whose suovort the native evangelistic committee | 
aids. They always hold three services on Sunday whether there is anyone 
recognized as a oreacher among tnem or not. 

Hadji Keoy soent last year in a wicked wrangle, but for a year now 

has had a most excelleat teacher and oreacher, who has osen-able with the | 
divine blessing to heal most of the old wounds, and unite the people in the ] 
work of a church. Thev hope to out up a much needed building soon. Per- 
haps their new start is partly due to their giving more liberally to the 
support of the minister. 


Heobek Kaya is a distant mountain village, which no one has visited.

Kapou Kaya is better off than its neighbor deobek Kava in having the 
service of a pastor, but general conditions there are discouraging. Rev. @ 
Hdward Riggs lately remarked in a letter that he had a feeling that our - 7a 
schools would probably get on somehow, but that the greatest problem in our | 
work was now to fan into a flame the feeble lights in the field. Kapou Kava 
is a case in point in such a remark. | ga 
e Kastamouni remains as for years the capital of the only province in 
this empire without an evangelical church. The little company interested 
continues to meet on the Saboath,and a few months ago were encouraged by the 
coming among them of Rev. Kevork Ashjian from Aintab,to make a home in his 
declining years with his son. de now is supplying the ministerial service. 

- Samsoon one year ago rededicated its rebuilt church,and took a long 
step forward in self-respect and public influence. It is said to be one of 
the orsttiest church duildings in Turkey. There has been a great deal of 
restlessness in the congregation for three years,and the reason has been 
found to be the fact that the Greek and Armenian wings will not be really 
havpy until they have separate churches. The time has not come yet, but it 
is coming,and not far hence. Meanwhile kev.Simeon Babasinian continues the 
same faithful, patient, modest work that he has done for twenty years. 

Unie has still no regular preacher,and still Dr.tlia leads a congre- 
gation of considerable size in their worship. Apparently a settled minister 
might have a useful, growing christian work in that sea-board city, but we 


have aot the means to send one, and how shall they preach except they be 
sent? 


Vezir Keopru has been threatened with ruinous factions in the 
church but no rupture has taken place,and all is quiet now. Perhaps the 
present effort to complete the church building will be a means of grace 
in turning superfluous energies into a new channel. 


Zille 
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Zille has not deen visited within the year. Mr.Turadian has 
continued to preach,and his daughter to teach. Their work is fairly 
prosperous, 

The most important general feature in the field this year has 
been the evangelistic work among the G3eeks,which has resulted in the onven- 
ing of one new out-station,and the prosvect of another very soon. Christ 
was an itinerant evangelist,and he sent his dicinles out in the same way. 
Various oersons have gone on-such tours in our field this year,but when 
the last Seminary class graduated in May,one of the Greeks was engaged to 
give his whole time to this work,and he has done so for a year. He is sup- 
ported about half an half by missionary money and native contributions, the 
lead in these contributions being taken at Alacham. Similarly the Bafra 
oreacher was asked last summer to visit the Greek villages in the region 
of Herek. de had once oeen there before,and languished fifty days in a 
Turkish prison on false charges in consenuence. But with this trip the 
fulness of time had cone. The peonle of [skili had sometimes heard the 
truth from a visiting bdrotner,or when trade took them to other vlaces,or 
by reading the Scripture,and they had lost faith in the ceremonies of their 
Qld Church. When the evangelist came amone thsn fourteen men joined in a 
call to him to remain as permanent oreacher and teacher. Persecution in- 
.ereased the fourteen to nineteen, besides the women and children, making a 
consregation of some sighty souls. A persistent endeavor reaching even to 
the Patriarchate was made to drive the preacher from the place,and he was gq 
driven away temoorarily, out at the villayet a variety of influences combined 
to sain for him, “official oormission unofficially to go on with his work.” : 
This was stiffened by the district governor, our old friend Rekir Pasha, into 
“official vernission officially to go on with his work.” Other villages 
around are looking on with great interest to see what will come of the “way” 
that many already believe is the truth. 

Cunush contains about 3000 Greeks,among whom for three or four 
years a most interesting work has been in progress. It was started under 
the blessing of God by the chief teacher of the Orthodox school,who was 
himself led by one of our theological students. The teacher preached the 
truth in the church,and taught the Bible in his school. He has now left 
and avowed himself a Protestant, but his work with scores of persons has

taken root downward and is beginning to bear fruit upward. Like the teacher 


they find themselves unable to maintain a Gospel life in the 91d Church, 
and probably soon a new community will be forned by these friends. 

There are now say five and one half Greek out-stations in our field, 
Samsoon being fully half CGreek,seven men four of them trained in our schools 
are regularly oreaching, and there are 800 avowed Protestants. 

Mention of the religious services of the field would not be con- 
plete without the services in the College chapel, every Sunday morning in 
Turkish or in both Armenian and Greek,and every Sunday evening in English. © 
The former are conducted by native teachers: the latter by Americans. Most 
of the five to six hundred people on our oremises attend . ee 

Besides the Sunday Schools in the Bvangelical Church and in the 
¥issionary schools Warsovan has 14 ward or street Sunday Schools,each usu- 
ally taught by two or three yourg ladies from the Boarding School. About 
85 persons,some being young men,go out from ths missionary premises every 
Sunday to conduct such schools. Young men have to be very cautious or they 
invite the suspicion of the government officers. Vore than 300 persons are 
usually present each Sunday in these schools,and about 1500 people in this 
city usually attend the Bible study services, though verhaos on any one 
hardly 1200 versons would be actually present. 


We turn now to the institution located at Marsovan: and first the 
Theological School. A class of five graduated last May,of whom the two 
Armenians settled at once in Hadji Keov and Herek, where they are doing ex- 
cellent service. Of the three Greeks one for a variety of reasons has had 
but little employment,one is the evangelist spoken of,and the third was 
invited to Adrianople. He has lately returned to his home however and is 
now without work: being forced out,as is intimated, because he was not able 
to tune his vioce to sing the “I am holier than thou” song sung by the 
leading evangelical Greeks in the western part of the Mission. 

A new class of eight entered upon the course last Septenbder ; 
five Armenians and three Greeks. Two are graduates of St.Paul’s Institute 
Tarusu,one of Anatolia College, two had finished the Junior year in college 
and hope to graduate later,another had been some years in college,and two 
were graduates of the Sivas High’ School,and had had several years of suc- 
cessful experience as teachers. 411 the instruction has been given in 
Hnglish. We have greatly nissed Wr. fdward Riggs and Mr. Xenides, the latter 
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of whom has been for a year at Athens in order to perfect himself in the 
use of what should be his mother tongue, for he talked with his own mother 


in Turkish. We hope that doth of these our colleagues will be back oy next 
September and unless all signs fail the next decade will be the best that 


our Seminary has ever seen. The number of candidates for theological study 
is more than ever before, especially are there more Greeks. Several of these 
are now in the College engaged in vrenaratoryv studies. | 


And it may be the best place to remark that whereas formerly Mar- 
sovan was aot a favorable location for the education of Greeks, that is no 
longer the case. The city has several hundreds of Greeks,an influential 
element in the olace,and there is a Greek vonulation all about. Facilities 
for travel constantly,if slowly, improve, and we have a steadily growing pa- 
tronage from one end of the Rlack Sea coast to the other,students coming by 
sea to Samsoon,and easily ov land from there, while the comoarative retire- 
ment of Marsovan is much better for our ourvoses than the oseudn civiliza- 
tion of one of the coast cities would de. Marsovan is a good place for the 
meeting of the Greek from the great interior with the Greek from the coast. 
The first Greeks have come this vear from Greece itself for a tyve of 
education they cannot get at home. No one can tell when some new difficul- 
ty may arise, but anoarently the long lane has had its turning: the crest 
of the hill has odbsen passed: and Greek education at Marsovan is oermanenatly 
estadlished on a natural basis. 

Anatolia Bollege has had another successful year, the number of 
students, 250, having been strictly limited by our accommodations. There 
are 175 Armenians and 75 Greeks. Nearly 90 are in the four College classes 
a larger number than ever before,and the graduating class of fifteen is the 
largest in the fifteen years of College history. There has been a very 
quiet dut very strong religions interest, several having united with the 
church, and in general good discioline and order have been the rule. Pro- 
fessors Manissadjian, Sivaslian, Theoch#rides, and Hagopian, have been as for 
some years honored associates in the work of this institution, and younger 
teachers have cooverated in a gratifying way. The hold of the College on 
its constituency may be seen from the fact that two years ago the tuition 
of boarding pupils was raised from ten to twelve liras each per year with- 
out the loss of a scholar. This increase in receipts from tuition saved 
the College from bankruptcy. The budget now is $2800 per year,of which 
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©2400 come from pupils,and $400 from outside sources,viz.the Board’s dwind- 
ling grant in aid,endowment income,and gifts. Of the ¢2400 paid by pupils 
about £200 are repaid to them for work done in the carpenter shop,on the 
premises or in the buildings, and about £100 ber year are given outright 

aS aid to vromising but indigent young men. The greateset need of the 
College is for an increased permanent American force. 


It is not often that a missionary turns real operator, but when 
he does he should do a job neat enough to commend the admiration of a 
Chicago real estate operator. A large field adjoining the College being 
likely to come on the market, the College management led by Dr. Tracy got 
control of it,sold duildiné lots to friends thus selecting our neighbors, 
and out of tns orofits of the transaction saving a vortion of the field, 
Which maxes a nice addition to the camous. When this was made known to 
Dr.D.K.Pearsons,he forwarded another generous gift for tne ourchase of land 
with whica a garden has deen ourchased that is a valuaole enlargement of 
the premises on anotnsr side. 


GIRLS’ ROARDING SCHOOL 
(By ¥iss Ward) 


This year the total number of students in the Girls’ Boarding 
School is 188. Aside from three missionary children there are 123 Ar- 
menians to 57 Greeks,110 day scholars to 73 boarders. The Armenian teacher | 
who has been preparing herself by further study at the College in Scutari 
returned last fall,and takes her place as one of the four Armenian teach- 
ars boarding in the house. The two teachers of the Greek department,one 
of whom is new this vear, have given their full time to their work,and yet 
one class has had to be taken by an American teacher. As in the vast, the 
two highest classes of both these departments are taught by teachers from ] 
the College. The orimarv Greek school degan the year with an enrollment 
of 22,five more than last year. Since the room occupied then was too 
small this year, the gymnasium had to be given to them. The consequence 
is that the three symnastic classes, revived for the first time since the 
massacres by the new Greek teacher have met out of doors. Rapid progress 
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in Turkish is being made the standard constantly being raised. It is the 
‘nglish department which has suffered most for lack of workers. Because : 
of the reduced numbers of American teachers, some from outside the school 
have been called in for four @nglish classes. The visit of Miss Nunnig 


Dolamadjian to Marsovan was very opportune, she kindly consenting to take 
One class as long as she remained. 


Many more girls have desired to take 
organ lessons this year than last,so that the 34 pupils have taken part 


of the time of three teachers and the whole of the fourth. The progress of 
the music puvils has been especially apparent at the monthly public rhetori- 
cals. Daily Bible classes have been held as in other vears. Every Sabbath 
before the morning services,an active Xn #ndeavor Society has its meeting. 
Hifteen new members have been received during the year, the na jority as ac-. 
tive members. Of the committees,the prayer committee has been faithful in | 
making meetings interesting and heloful,and the music committee in furnish- | 
ing special songs occasionally,and in going to the hospital to sing every 
Sunday after 8.8. The Junior Society was reorganized last fall. Six girls 
have joined the church since last September increasing the church member- 
ship of the school to 21. Among others there has been some interest in ~ 
joining the church but they were advised to wait until they understood the 
meanins of the steo better. Of the eleven seniors,all are Armenians, all 
Protestants, and all but three church members. ‘Thev are a set of earnest 
girls,who have develoved wonderfully in their course, and who we feel will 
carry away wherever they go the rich lessons of the christian life which 
thev have learned,esoecially in this their last year,and will teach them 
to others. In the senool’s church members’ meeting on Sunday evening, and 
in the weekly prayer-meeting of Tuesday evening, this interest has been felt 
as well as in many other ways. 22 girls and three teachers go out every 
Sabbath to hold Sunday Schools in private houses in the city. But the most} 
satisfactory wav of findimg out the growth in the inner life has deen 
through the oersgonal work of the teachers,who hold themselves ready,as op- 
oortunity offers,to help on the sdiritual life of each individual with wis- 
dom from above. 
Some of our present needs are a school-room for the primary 
Greek department, and the enlargement of the present dining room to accomo- | 
date all who now eat in adjoining rooms. If our numbers should again be 
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equal to those of last year, more dormitory room would be required. The 
proportion of full pay pupils has been larger than in any vrevious year, 
out as the desire for an education increases, the proportion of those who 
need nelp will increase also. There is a fund for helping those who are 
worthy, but every year we are obliged to seek additional aid. The library 
now bays 1ts expenses from the rent of books, but more money is needed for 
the purchasing of new ones. The school is very grateful for the grant of 
money for oooks besides music and other school suoplies recently received. | 
A few now papers arse being taxen for the reading-table. Another reason for 
gratitude is the very recent ourchasing of the beautiful garden back of the 
school, made possiole by part of Dr.Pearson’s gift to the station. 

We do hove that the next vear may Oring many additions and in- ~ 
vrovements to our school. We are only waitins for the right American tea- | 
cher to be found first. We plan among other things to better the course of | 
study another year,and raise perhaps the passing mark, heretofore 70 ver cent, 
in other words, to raise the whole standard of work. 


It is a great source of joy to us as we look over the list of 
sraduates and undersraduates, who have left the Girls’ Boarding School, to 
find that actually 49 are now teaching, three of whom are acting as Rible 
readers. #e hone that others will join us in prayer for them and this 
school to which they are still loyal. 
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It is nearly five years since the opening of the orphanages, 
but the day for closing either does not seem yet to have arrived. Mrs 
Tracy suoerintends the care of the 84 boys, ¥rs Carrington that of the 45 
sirls. Roth institutions continue to excite the same kind of interest 
and sratitude that they have always done. The girls still enjoy the old 
mission double house, but the boys have to put upd with unsatisfactory rented 
quarters, and many plans and hopes for a suitable building for them, and 
much hard work in the way of raising funds,seem to be near realization. 
The older boys are doing well at trades; shoe-making, carpentry, tailoring and 
weaving have each their quota of workers. The girls are learning all the 
arts of home-making,and weaving, which the only trade open to women in this 
region. They do well in their studies,and the most advanced of the boys 
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have lessons with the preparatory classes at College: similarly seven of 

the most advanced girls have been graduated out of the orphanage into the 
Girls’ School. Genuine efforts are made to train them into true christian 
knowledge, life and character,and many of the children give the best vossible 
evidence of conversion and real christian life. One of the girls has fear- 
lessly met the summons to the Father’s house on high. 


The medical department opened by Dr.Carrington three years ago 
is the youngest among our institutions, and has been carried on by the Dr. 
and his staff of assistants, but without an assistant physician. The last 
annual reckoning shows 162 major operations oerformed under chlorofora, about 
100 minor operations, 186 patients received to the hospital for an aggregate 
of 2545 days, 4295 persons treated at the disvensary, about 200 free calls 
made on the sick poor of the city by a nurse,and the general health of those! 
abide on our premises cared for. Of the major operations 48 were without 
charge to the vatient,and 817 free days of lodging in the hospital were also 
free. The hospital is kept oven at an exvense of nearly $1000.00 a year, and 
about $725.00 have been collected during the last year as hospital fees. 
The balance of the expense of the department is kept up by such sifts as are 
made by interested friends. 

The medical work steadily gains in reoutation,and reaches an 
ever-widening number of the diseased and distressed. By nationality the 
patieats treated are about half Greek,and one quarter each Armenian and Turk4 
ish. Daily prayers in the wards and the christian spirit that pervades the 
whole institution make the hosvital a real evangelistic agency. Patients 
sometimes say when they go out cured that they had not realized it was 
wrong to lie or steal until they found it out in the hospital. Some become 
3O attached to the reading of the Bible that they are hardly willing to 
spare the book for others to read. More details might be given but we re- 
frain with the mention of one pvoint,- the hospital and medical work general- 
ly are of great importance as a means of direct influence uvon Mohammedans. 
When a man finds that his life is really in danger he will seek the physi- 
cian in whom he has most confidence, regardless of religion. In this way 
scores and hundreds of Turks learn for the first time what Christianity 
really is,and cordial relations between them and the missionaries spring up.| 
Some come to love the Bible: many to respect christians and the faith of 
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Jesus. In the long reach of years,this influence must be very vowerful. 

He have nothing to boast of in our work: we are aware of many 
imperfections in it; we long for a greater measure of spiritual power: we 
crave the orayerful sympathy of friends. But we delieve that this is God’s 
work, and we rejoice to have osen to this extent “allowed of God to be put 
in trust with the Gospel.” And we conclude with a cordial invitation to 


the Yestern Turkey Mission to hold its next Annual Meeting in July 1902 
in Marsovan.

Ost all these out-stations have reached or passed the point of half- 
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and-half shares, and they all understand that the work of lookin out. 
for the supply and management of their pulpit and schools is their 
work, and we can Only be expected to furnish temporary aid wie their 
appeal appears to be justified by the circumstaiices. some of them. 
have ZONE far peyond this, and have undertaxen systematically tne work 
of evangelizing the regions about them. Aside from voluutary work by 
lidilvidual members goin; two by two 
villages to preach aud teach, tiere are two evaielistic societies Li 
different parts of the field, wuleh support evangelists , or pear: an 


important part in the work of somé of the out-stations in which we are 


also interested. Thus only has it beeu possible at some points to 


keep up worn the resources for which were cut off by retrenchment.  - 


Touring: work in all the field has been prosecuted as vigorously 
as possible, and has beéii participated in by the ladies; and also: by 
Professors and others engaged in our educational work. In this way all 
the out-stations have been visited , and some of them several times. 
Of the: six Comrenes. have installed pastors, two others 
have excellent supplies, one Ouly beliuy without pastor, tle

Beside these, ten out-stations have regular preachers, three of 
these,+ and these three happen to be all Greeks,- labor without salary, 
Supportin, themselves by their own business.

Last year was a record year in our field iu one respect; - within | 
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one twelvemonth three men were ordained at different points, and one 


new Church was organized, 


These events took place regularly in accon- 
enee with the action of the Central Evangelical Union, which met in 
Marsovai ln the summer of 1901. and the arran ements were completed by 
a Cormittee appointed by that body. 

The first of these took place nearly eichteen months aro in the 
village of Ala Cham, near the Black Sea coast, fifty miles north west 
of Samsoun, The Pastor of the Churel in Samsoun, with two of the Mar- 
sOVaii Mlisslonarles, accompanied by the Marsovan preacher, proceeded 
to this village for the <eehaahben of the bishes of that region. Mr , 


Nicolaki Kouzoujasoghlou is a man not unknown to those to whom this 


Report is addressed. The dramatic story of his pessption of gospel 
truth, and then of his devotion of his time and of his considerable 
neaus to the preachin; of the Gospel in and about this viitecscwe peg 
‘requeatly told. Though without extensive school education, his natural 
sifts and his fervent faith and zeal made him a successful and beloved 
Spiritual leader, and the violent and persistent persecution which 


followed only deepened his experience and toughened his fibre. The 


little flock which he was snepherding in Ala Cham had not reached the 
POint for organization as an independent Church, but they needed his. 
Ninistrations in a more official way than as merely a lay exhorter, and 
lt seemed clear that he was saieeitas fitted to be a regular evangelist, 
“ud that his influence would be enlarged and deepened by his formal ap- 
Pointment to that office, The scene of his ordination was striking 


“i pathetic,- a picture to imprint itself forever on the memories of 
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those present. in his Simple, wnecciesilasticai garo, surrounded by 
his devoted, gospel-lovin, followers, he seemed like OF the FPresby- 
ters, ordained in all the Churches in Paul’s time, The eacer aiid moté¢ 
ley crowd, packed into the little school-room constructed by his self- 
Jenyin: efforts, listened attentively to the. words by which he was de- 
dicated to a fuller devotion to the ministry of Christ, and to his heer 
ty response when he repeated his determination to devote all that God 
had given him to the work of carrying the Gospel message to those by 
whom he was surrounded, seeking no reward from men he contirwes to ; 
proclaim, by his life ‘as well as by his sermons, the pure Gospel to 
those with whor for many years he did corniercial business, devoting a 
large part of his own income aid of the contributions of his flock to. 
the support of another evangelist who carries the same message to the 
Villasers scattered in the mountains. 

In March follow#ng,thne preacher of the Marsovain Church was ordainel., 
ir Garebed. Adanalian had been servin,: this Church for some vears, and 
uad provel himself a suitable candidate, for such responsibilities. 
Neltuer ne the Cuurcu desired relations

Avout Easter time, just a year ago, the sturdy baud of believers

Patients able to move about show great willingness to help in the 
work. Often, from the city, and otuer tows, reports come back testi- 
fying to the salutary effects of the hospital lnilueiuce O11 those who 
have peen here, and many lives have veeiu changed tneredy.

During the year the number of patients received into the Hospital 
was larger than at any time in the past. The wards have been fulli,and 
often Gave tnd to wait days for TOW. A creater number 
Of operations were performed, and the out-patient department has been 
crowded daily. Visits to the houses of the sick in the city are made 
ln small remedies but with the presemt force it is impossible to en- 
large this branch of the work to any great extent. A number of opera- 
tlons have been done for members of the Mission, not only for those 


%1 our Compound, but for those from the missionary circles of otuer 
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Stations, thereby avoiding the necessity of going to Europe or America 
for treatment. Five years ago amon; the 150 orphan children 
over one fourth were suffering from a disease of tne eyes (trachoma) 
which by constant. oversight and treatment has been stamped oud: The 
total numb er of persous on these srounds under the supervision of the 
Medical Department durin; the sehnool year is about 600, and the saunl- 
tary questions which come before the department and the conditions to 
be investigated and remedied take no small amount of time. The hygiere 
of the College, schools and orphanages has sreatly improved and the 
health of the institutions for the past year has ween sood., while by 
the aid of an isolatin; system we have been able as never perore to 
keep out epidemics of small-pox,scarlet fever,ete, whicu run riot in 
the city at certain times Of: the year.

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MARSOVAN STATION REPORT, MAY 1904. 


The first outstanding fact in the annals of our station for the 
past twelve months is the depletion beyond all precedent of the mise 
sionary circle, Dr. and Mrs. Tracy have continued in the U. Se, COMM. 
ting the wearing work of the foreign field for the perhaps more wearire 
work of speaking and writing for our fostering Board at home, and seek. 
ing funds and friends for the College. A considerable degree of finar- 
cial suecess has attended their efforts, and at this writing it is thei 
purpose to turn eee faces toward Anatolia again ere many months e- 
lapse. 

Mr. Charles nies and family removed to Constantinople in July 
to take up the important work t6 which they had been designated three 
years before. We trust they will be as useful and as highly appreciat. 
ed in their new sphere of effort at the capital as they were formerly 
in the interior. Before they left we had begun to eall for another 
missionary family to take their place, but though our request was frank- 
ly recognized at Boston as most reasonable, no appointment whatever has 
been made to meet it. It is hard to see why, As if this shortage was 
not enough Dr. Riggs’health gave way last summer, and after struggling 
with infirmity all the fall, in December under the imperative orders of 
the Dr. he laid down his work and left in quest of health, In Mareh he 
was followed by his wife, whose care he needed in his days of weakness 
and suffering. They are now in Switzerland, still hoping that Dr, 
Riggs may become confirmed in health ere long, and Beturn to prosecute 
the work which he loves so much, a hope shared in by all the station. 

In this connection we record with profound gratitude our realize. 
tion of the kind providence that has been over the affairs of our sta 
tion, so that in spite of absence, removal and disease no branch of 
customary effort has been dropped, Efficiency has been impaired, much 
has been left undone, and some things have been done at a disadvantage, 
as for example the station treasury has been passed from Mr. Charles 
Riggs to his father, from the father back to the son for the month of 
December when the latter kindly came on to help in a crisés, then to 
Mrs. Riggs, and at her departure to Mr, Getchell, who is supported by 
the College not by the Board. But the great vacancy in teaching, par. 
ticularly in the Seminary, left by Dr, Riggs’ enforced absence, we were 
unable to fill, and so we are under special obligations to Trebizond 
station and to all other friends coneerned, that Dr. and Mrs. Crawford 
on their wav out to take up the work laid down by Dr. and Mrs, Parmelee 
were able to turn aside in December to Marsovan, and have shared in the J 
teaching and general routine of the station until this time. They have q 
most cordially thrown themselves into the station interests, and at a 
sacrifice to the welfare of their own field have consented to remain 
with us until after the College Commencement, 

The three ordained missionaries maintained by the Board in cone 
nection with Marsovan Station are now in America, Europe and Asia; of 
the four including Dr. Carrington, two are absent, and Dr. Carrington 
has been authorized to leave for America on a furlough in a few weeks, 
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These four men average fifty vears of age. It certainly is imperative 
that a young man fresh from his studies enter upon his missionary ap. 
prenticeship and missionary service here with the least possible delay. 

_ Miss Riggs returned from her furlough last fall, and resumed her 
place.in the Girls’ Sehool, Miss Mary P, Wright, for four years a men 
ber of this station some time ago, came at the same time for three — 
years to care for the one hundred children in our two orphanages, her | 
support being generously furnished by a lady without charge upon the | 
treasury of the Board. It has been arranged that in the absence of Dr, 
Carrington on his furlough Dr. C, W. Otley, now of Robert College, 
should serve as resident physician in charge of the hospital and medi. 
cal work.

In general throughout our wide field business has been stagnant 
and work scanty, causing conditions that are hard upon the poor and up. 
on receipts for purposes considered benevolent. A considerable numher 
of people in middle life and fairly prosperous circumstances are 160k. 
ing to America as offering inviting conditions amid which they would 
soon be at home, and such as they do not find here, The officials have 
not recently placed anv obstructions in the wav of the Evangelical com 
munities, and seem to make some headway in maintaining public ordér ard 
introducing improvements. The taxes however are growing heavier, and 
are edOllected with increasing sternness, 

One fact of a general nature is cheering, though it suggests a 
serious question at one point. I refer to the great advance made by 
the schools of our region during the last twenty vears. Statistics 
hardly exist, but it is a faet that the various religious sects are 
putting forth great efforts to raise the standards and improve the 
quality of work done in their parish schools. This is true of the Mo. 
hamnedans, who are opening schools in villages that never boasted such 
an institution before, introducing new lessons and making the class of 
studies pursued of a somewhat more practical character, It is inter. 
esting occasionally to hear their venerable teachers bdast "Such and 
such features of our school are just the same as yours at the College’, 
Similarly the Armenian communities in Marsovan, Samsoun, Bafra, Z1ile 
and Herek, as in Ordou, Tocat, and other cities more or less tributary 
to our schools, have put forth every effort in their power, to erect 
modern and convenient buildings, secure well-trained and competent 
teachers, and improve the curricula of studies. In Amasia a family of 
leading merchants have established and support a good commercial school, 
The same effort are seen among the Greeks; not only in such centers 
as Samsoun are good instutions of advanced grade attempted, but among 
their great village population new schools Rave beén opened in numbers 
anong people whose bread is always scanty and whose clothing is in rags. 
The undying love of the Greeks for learning is being revived, 
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The one dubious point is the question whether Protestant schools 
keep place relatively with those of the other communities, They are of 
high moral tone, teach the Gospel in theory and practice, and carry ovt 
with comparative thoroughness what thev undertake. But the communities 
are often small and the burden of expense is heavy, Sometimes the sere 
person must supply both teaching and preaching. The schools are with. 
out endowment, while the Board appropriate@in their behalf are very 
small, being for our field last year $153.40 for boys schools. If the 
Evangelical common sechodls do not keep the lead that they once took and 

whieh is now maintained by the American Colleges ainong institutions for 
higher education, it will introduce a condition fraught with grave cor. 
sequences for the future, 

Looking at the Evangelical communities of our field in such de. 
tail as is possible in a bird Seeye. ‘Tike this, we note that oF Marsoven 
while no such marked religious interest as ma has appeared Ke manifest£4 
itself on and after the visit of Dr. Walling Clark last year, the work 
of the Chureh has been steady and encouraging. This Church was organin 
zed in May 1853 and celebrated its Jubilee in Mav of last vear. It has 
grown from ten members. to 767, with 800 avowed Protestants and a usual 
eongregation of 800; under the divine guidance it is self-governing and 
self-supporting; besides its minister it supports three schools with 
eight teachers and 230 pupils; some 500 persons habitually attend its _ 
Sunday Sehool, and it has many praver meetings in different sections of 
the city as well as in the ehureh building; its influence in the citv 
is pervasive and on the whole whokesome and uplifting; its prayer meet. 
ings for women and separately for mothers are a power; and one of the 
most helpful of its branehes of effort is through a large young mens’ 
meeting, which is habitually attended by many besides Protestants, This 
Chureh is also the center of existence for the Home Missionary Society 
which is an institution designed to suppl€"tne work of the Board in 
needy outstations, and which has already taken charge of two small and 
weak communities, and is assisting t6 pay bills in some other places 
also. They raise and expend some L.40.00 per year, and the existence 
of the Society is a tacit recognition of the fact that the time is at 
hand if it has not already come when the term "native helper" will be 
obsolete, The evangelization of a people belongs primarily to those 
people themselves, but if they lack the divinely appointed means of ev- 
it is the business of the Church of at home to sup. 

Last year there were seven ordained preachers in our field, but . 
of these two have now passed to their eternal reward, One was Rev, Ke. 
vork Ashiian who had labored many vears in the Central Mission, and had 
spent a few of his last years in the home af a son in Kastemoni, The 
other was Rev. Ghazaros Papazian, who for twenty two years had minist. 
tered to the flock in Kapou Kaya, his native village. It was a hard 
field, where the people wring from the mountain tops a scanty supply of 
breadto which they were usually but not always able to add salt pur- 
chased in town, but where the tax-gathered never failed to make his 
round taking oxen or seed, or bedding, or dishes, if his demands were 
not promptly met in cash. How much the cause of Christ owes t6 such 
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< ministers, me with education enough to make life more easy for them. 
selves elsewhere, abide with their people, making full proéf of their 
ministry until the last! 

To fill up the gap left by those who dropped out of the ranks are 
Mr. Thomaidis and Mr. Dombalian: the former returning to his home in 
Unie after some vears of labor in Adrianople and Salonica; the latter 
being ordained, but not installed, over his Chureh in Amasia last Nov, 
Mr. Dombalian had labored in Amasia more than six vears, had won confi. 
dence by patient service in a place not easy, and his ordination, the 
first Protestant service of the kind ever held in the city, was of preat 

interest to his congregation amd friends. An incidental difficulty 
connected with such services is seen in the fact that the fourteen per. 
sons who gathered to attend that ordination travelled an acer sear of 
fifty four days in order to do so. 

The Vezir Keupru Church has been for a long time in a discouraged 
and discouraging condition, but it seems to have taken on a new lease 
of life with the coming last October of Mr. Chakarian, who had been at 
Herek, Congregations have grown, financial and other burdens have been 
assumed cheerfully, and a warmer breath of Christian life is moving the 
hearts of the people. The need at Herek has been met by the call of 
Mr, Anastasiades, who had been a merchant preacher in Charshamba. He 
is glad to be wholly devoted to the profession of his first love again, 
and his Herek congregation is pressing on in faith and good works as it 
has formed the habit of doing. Hadii Keuy also, led by a faithful, 
earnest, wise yvoung preacher, exhibits a vigor and unity of Chureh life. 
and labor that gratifies all its friends. The congregation has long 
wanted and greativ needed a new building. They have a beautiful site, 
have enclosed it, and have surprised themselves with the subscriptions 
they have made for the new Chureh home, They are only waiting for gov. ‘| 
ernment permission to spring eagerly to the final task of building. If 
successful they will be in much better material] position for their spi. 
ritual work. 

Of Zile, Avkat, Hadi Keuy and Bafra there is not much that is new 
to record. In each place the work is soing quietly and steadily on un. 
der the same leaders as last year. Zile is almost the Only plaee in 
the field where more is given by the Board than by the people, but the 
congregation has never been large, Iskili is another place where a ma~ \ 
jor part of the expense is still borne by American generosity, but the — 1 
congregation is vet voung, and is making heroic efforts t6 erect a | 
house of wo@ship to take the place of the stable where they began to 
learn the Christian way. They got up the frame of a substantial struc. 
ture last season, but their ability was not equa] to completing it then; 
that remains to be done this vear, Charshamba and Gumush are supplied 
by ministers who also teach, Dere Keuy hopes that Mr. Thomaides will 
aceept the invitation extended to him to become pastor there. Of all 
our outstations Kastamoni, Chorum and Heubek Kaya are the only ones 
without regular services, while in these places something Of a Gospel 
invitation ixs extended and a Christian testimonial maintained by the 
handful of brethren who live there, and hold at least occasional sinitihaas 
ees together. 
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On the coast three bright lights shine forth in Samsoun, Fatsa 
and Alacham, to which should be added Unie, where the light, though 
lacking the strength of. numbers, shines clear and true. The Fatsa con. 
gregation is still tried at the lack of a suitable building, the shed 
where they met still doing service, and the good building site still 
waiting for the building permit, which is still withheld, Saimsoun peo. 
ple fear that they are to loose their good pastor, Rev. Simeon Babasin- 
lan, and some of the leading Chureh supporters, owing to the allure. 
ments of America, And Alacham is as ever, a seat of spiritual power, | 
On the occasion Of a recent missionary visit some difficulties were | 
settled in a true Christian spirit, and subsequently several persons 
were added to Chureh membership with gratitude to the great Head of the 
Itinerant evangeligts have found scores of Greek villages in 
different parts of our field ready to welcome them and to listen to 
their message, - at least they have found individuals so ready,- but of 
late we have had no evangelist in commission until we engaped ome—of & 
one Of the Theological students for the summer vacation, | 

At the last meeting of the Mission in Smyrna action was taken to 
confer the title of Professor upon Rev. J. P. Xenides in view of his 
able, scholarly and growing service to the Seminary as one of its teach- 
ers. About the time that delegates to that meeting reached home the 
graduating exercises Of the Seminary were held, and six voung men re. 
ceived diplomas in token of their having completed the three vears 
course. They all began to preach almogt immediately, and are now at 
work in Tocat, Enderes, Mounjousoun, Bardezag, Sardovan and Salonica, 
None remained in the Marsovan field, A new elass of nine entered upor 
the course of study in September, representing all the stations of the 
Mission save Brousa, Three of the class, graduates of the Zingir Dere 
Gymnasium, St. Paul’s Institute, and the Bardezag High Sehool] respec. 
tively, and with some other further vears of weaching or study, are re. 
garded as regular course students, The others are specials, having 
most of the regular course, but not the Hebrow, in the place of which 
they have certain studies assigned in the Collge, such as English, His.~ 
tory, Logic, etc., It is a question what answer should be made earnest 
young men who have had half or less of a College course, or that of a 
Gymnasiun, and who apply for admission to the Seminary. Some are turn. 
ed away, but others have been for individual reasons aceepted, often 
on the recommendation Of missionary friends, Their studies are prace 
tically all in English, and they gain much as a rule in every way while 
pursuing Theological studies, but it is much to be desired that applie 
cants for admission to the Seminary be College graduates, or of praca 
tically that standard of attainment. One difficulty in securing this 
is that many opportunities are given College graduates from this lant 
to enter the more attractive Seminaries in. Europe and America, and ane 
other difficulty lies in the faet that manv fields needing ministers 
do not and ean not pay enough to attraet the: best educated men through | 
the Seminary to them, The Seminary had suffered. in the absence 
weakness of its President Dr. Riggs. Dr. Crawford must have been prov. 
identially prepared to fill the gap, : 
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One hundred and one orphan children are still sheltered on our 
premises, Their schools continue to do thorough work in the lower 
grades, and some of the more promising of the older orphans have been 
admitted to the Girls’ School or the College Four bovs have recently 
been sent out, as able henceforth to provide for themselves, The older 
boys spend half of the day in study and half in the shops, and Miss 
Wright adds that there are I7 shoemakers, IO tailors and 7 carpenters 
among them, The tailor shop supplies all the outer garments worn by. 
the boys, and the shoe shop all the shoes worn by both bgys and girls, 
Of the girls twelve work at weaving, six at spinning, and fourteen at 
dressmaking, besides whieh they do all their own sewing and knitting, 
anda most Of the housework, and seem to do it very happily. Even seven 
year Old girls knit their. Own stockings, Tke weavers’ shop supplies 
suppiies all the clothes worn bv the girls, except their shawls and 
jackets, and part of that worn by the boys. The orphans attend the re. 
ligious services at the College every Sunday, and have careful Chris- 
tian training day by day. Many of them ive encouraging evidence of 
the formation and deve lopment of substantial Christian character. Mase 
sacre Orphans are now growlng up, put the nwacer of poor ana helpless 
children urged upon our care searcely diminishes at all. 

The hospital has done a larger work reeently than eer before, 
Among the forty three diplomas presented at the Comnencement of I904 
was one supposed to be the first ever presented to a nurse trained in 
Turkey. The recipient was a young woman who well deserved this recoge 
nition after four vears Of hard work and of learning by doing in a hose 
pital. Crowds attend the clinics, and whoee staff is kept busy On Ope 
erating days. The patients come from wider and wider regions, and rep- 
resent the wealthy or prosperous classes from the cities, and the poor. 
est and humblest from anong the villagers, Daily prayers are conducted 
in the wards, and many go out from the hospital much impressed with its 
religious life, Mohammedans of variougr races are increasingly evident 
among the patients, and many of them leave as warm friends. Some be~ | 
eome so attached to the reading of the Bible that they are hardlv wile 
ling to let it get’ out of their hands to be read by other patients, 
The military Dr. and the municipal Dr. of the city, both Turks, are in 
the habit of attending operations, and one of them is at present Dr, 
Carrington’s regular salaried assistant. The annual statistics shows 
number of beds, 40; number of in-patients, 320; number of out-patients, 
8600; total expenses ine luding L. 995. OO; received in fees, 
L. 

- Anatolia College has. an enrollment. of 218 students this year, of 
whom 99 are in the four College classes, The last graduating class, 
numbering 23, was the largest in the seventeen Fears of the institu. 
tion’ s history, Two had already studied Theology and are preaching; 
Six are teaching; about eight have entered business; three are studyirg 
Medicine in Beirut; and three have gone to. America, 

The dark shadow that lay over the College one year ago in the in 


prisonment of six students was lifted soon after, when their trial took 
place and all were released, Some wére cleared and others sentenced 
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to one year’s imprisonment each, but se all had been in prison for more 
than.a. year, by a system in which the innocent and the guilty received 
the same treatment, all were released together, There was nothing 
found that compromised the College, and the grounds alledged for such 
sentences as were paswed were puerile., The Mutessarif of Amasia who 
directed the investigation and trial was soon afterwards deposed from 
office and sent int¢ honorary exile. 

AN improvement has been made this year in separating the classes 
of First Form Armenians and Creeks, giving them separate rooms for ren 
citation, and placing them in the care of the same teachers for almost 
ali their lessons. In addition we have arranga t6 admit sub-Form 
Greek students for one year’s work, because while Armenian schools in 
our region are prepared to do this work quite well, some Greeks cannot 
find such sehools available and urge their children upon our care, A 
majority of the yvounger boys at the Home are usually Greeks. 

Such interests as those of Music and Athletics gain from yvear to 
year. The lasUgraduating class left a subscription of L.74.00 to be 
redeemed within two years and to be used for a new library. The Alumni 
Association is a growing power, Of our students approximately one 
third are Greeks, two thirds Armenians; one third day pupils, two 
thirds boarders; one third Protestants, tOw thirds members of the old 
Oriental Churehes; one third render some form of service for part of 
their tuition, two thirds are full payprfprr. 

The religious life of the College is represented as usual by sev. 
eral preaching services every week, and by various prayer meetings vol. 
untarlly sustained among the tudents ., Regular meetings using the Greek 
and the Armenian ,twice in the week, and small cireleés 
of friencs meet for daily prayer together. The student body in general 
is docile, receptive, and gaining in manly character. This year we Obs 
served the second Sunday in February, appointed by the World’s Student 
Christian Federation, as the day of prayer, and in response to our ine 
vitation the friends of many churehes xR @u among our constituency 

Joined with us in remembering teachers and students 6n that day. 


Report of the Girls’ Boarding Sehool, 1903-1904. 
( Written by Miss Ss, D. Riggs) 


The number of pupils in the Girls’ Boarding Sehool this year has 
been I57, a larger number than we had anticipated, owing to the hard 
times in the country. Ten girls have partially earned their tuition by 
erocheting Angora wool shawls, a small industry open to them in the 
school. The enrollment includes II3 Armenians, 38 Greeks, one Turk, 
and one Russian. Four missionary children, as often heretofore, are 
again this year among our special students, The teachers number sixe 
teen; of whom four, are American; eight, Apmenian$; and four, Greek. 

The graduating class numbers fifteen, Of whom only one is Greek, the 
remaining fourteen being all Armenians , Of these girls nine are from 
Marsovan. The otners represent an area stretching as far west as the 
Dardanelles, as far east as Trebizond, north to the Black Sea, and 
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south to Sivas, These girls, as they leave us, will go out equipped 
with a fair acquaintance with the seiences, history, literature ( of at, 
least three languages) mathematics, and a comprehensive study of the 
wiaodle Blole taken in a seven vears course, and backed by a good conver. | 
sational knowledge of the English as well as ability to read and write 
it freely, This represents in brief the work of all the Classes, ine 
cluding three preparatory years and four in the repular course, The © 
primary Greek school has been small again this year as last, owing to a 
good school for Greek children in the city, It numbers ten girls and, 
two boys, taught be a graduate of our last vear’s class. 

In its religious life the school has evince@ a positive growth; 
not marked by much outward manifestation, but by steady and we hope 
deep and lasting advance in spirituality. Several have expressed a den 
sire to unite with the Chureh; and, although mone have been adnitted 
to membership, many are living lives of definite preparation for ser. 
vice in the Chureh. The members of the Christian Endeavor Society have 
been active in several directions. Many teach in the ecityv neighborhotd 
Sunday Schools. <A group of them goes to the hospital every Sunday af. 
ternool tO sing; and the committees are drawn into a variety of lines 
of personal activity. Some of the money collected from fees was used 
this winter for filling candy bags for nearly three hundred Sunday 
Schoo) children in the city. The money collected at the missionarv 
meetings is sent to an orphan girl in India. The Junior Society has 
peen very active this year, and reports unusually interesting and help.« 
ful meetings. Some special meetings not under these societies have 
peen wélptul at alfterent times in the year, Before the week of prayer 
in January a daily prayer meeting was held for the senior class. The 
day of prayer for schools and colleges was observed on Feb. I4 this 
year, in accordance with the suggestion of the World’s Student Chris. 
tian Federation and was a full day of blessings. From that day till. 
the Easter recess daily or weekly prayer meetings were held besides 
the regular school meetings, which were purely voluntary and well at- 
tended, The school mid-week meeting has continued throughout the yeay, 
there being three divisions according to languages, one in English for 
the older girls, one in Armenian and one in Greek, These meetings are 
supenintended by the teachers, but often led by the girls themselves, 

We have much to be thankful for in the general health of our 
school. Unusual sickness in the city has affeeted an number of our day 
scholars. But among the boarders the health has been good on the whole 
We HAVE had an unprecedented number of hospital cases. Including day 
scholars there have been four cases of serious operations, one of spie 
nal trouble, ana one girl has been low with tuberculosis. We rejoice 
that all, even the last mentioned, are on the road to perfect health a. 
gain! |

Our 
former pupils now working in sehools of their own or as Bible women ave 
constantly hélping prepare the way for others to follow them here. A. 
bout forty of these are teaching and three are Bible women; while three 
graduates are in the College hospital doing a noble work there as nur. 
ses. One of these, a native of Marsovan, and who has now been five 
years in faithful service there, last Jume after. thirteen girls had re.

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ANNUAL REPORT of MARSOVAN STATIONS 


1905-1906. 


The year began with a notable number of changes 1n the personnel 
aid additions to the working force of our Station. We were permitted: 
to welcome back Dr.and Mrs.Tracy, who returned to Marsovan after an 
ab sence of nearly taree years , bringlng with them Dr .Tracy’s niece, 

m Miss Phelps. Somewhat later we were joined by our new associates, Mr, 
and Mrs.Elmer, who, with their two little girls, make a very important 
addition to our circle. With them came Miss Catherine Anderson for « 
One years work i the Girls’ School. About the same time came Mr, 
J.Riggs Brewster to take the place as tutor in the College vacated by 
the departure of Mr.Boyce. The supply of the important position at . 
the head of the hospital and as Station physician, which bad been tem- 
porarily Occupied for one year by Dr,Ottley, gave us consider 
able anxiety, till we were ereatly relieved and rejoiced by Dr.J.K. 
Marden’s consenting to acceptit, The Hospital was still further 
strengthened by the arrival of Miss ing: another English nurse. 

' This makes eleven persons who joined, or re-joined, our Station during 
last summer and autumn. Mutts left us last to go 
the United States, and at the close of the year we find ourselves com- 
peiled to contemplate the departure of four members of our circle. 
Miss Cull’s state of health seems to demand her withdrawal from the

Several of the Professors have Ob- 
talned comfortable homes of their own, which is to them 4 jeliverance 
from much distraction and annoyance, and is the more conducive to chee 
ful work, 

An interesting, and for us unprecedented ceremony last Comnence- 


ment was the presentation of diplomas conferring the Master’s Degree 


f _ upon four members of the Faculty, namely, Prof. Manissadjlan, who re- 


ceived the degree of Master of Science, and Profs, Theoharides, dago- 
pian, and Xenides, who received the Sei of Master of Arts, - These 
honors being conferred by special vote of the Prudential Committee of 
the American Board, acting as Trustees of the College, After gradua- 
ting from Central Turkey, or Anatolia College, these gentlemen had pur 
sued advanced studles respectively 1 the University of Berlin, the 


University of Athens, the Imperial Law School in Constantinople, and 


' New College, Edinburgh. Prof.Sivaslian, wno had made similar attain 
ments before taking his post-graduate work, earned the degree of Doctg@ 
q of Philosophy in Carleton College, Minnesota. Tuese four gentlemen 
7 phad been for about ten years teacuers or Professors in the College Fa- 
| }culty, lecturing in their class-rooms aud in public, preaching frequelt 
| ily, contributing articles to periodicals for print, and in some cases 
7 writing booxs. One has added some four-score new species of plants, 
4 butterflies, beetles, &c. to the knowledge of scientific men, and the 
degree of Master seemed well earned 11, each case, These diplomas 


were conferred by the hand of the Governor of the city, who attended 
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the Commencement exercises with a retinue of officials. Tne teacher 
of Armenian, Mr.Gulian, left in April for study in Europe, the better 
to fit himself for the duties of his position, The title of Professor 
has been conferred on Mr .Emanuel Presset, who has been for flve years 
our efflclent teacher of French, 

In September the College opened with the -largest number of board- 


ers ever in attendance, thougn the improvement of the schools in the 


city has led to some falling off in the number of day-pupils. We find 
4 work for the boarders much more satisfactory, as they come more comolde- 
ly under College care and influence. The total enrolment for the ye@ 


is two hundred and fifty, of whom just about two hundred are boarders. 


There. are one hundred and one in the four College classes, one hundred 
and forty-nine in the three preparatory Forms and sub-Form. By na- 
tionality, one hundred and sixty are Armenians, elghty-elght Greeks, 
one German, and one Bulgarian.

There 
has been little marked change in these places recently. The Vezir-keu 
pru congregation is large, the Bafra congregation on very small lea- 
vening influence in a very worldly city, the Ala-cham congregation a | 
very bright light.

The Church in Samsoun was without regular pastor for some months 
after the resignation of Rev.Simeoh Babasinian, put in the autumn they 
secured Rev.Christos Papadopoulos, formerly pastor of the church in 
Fatsa, and he is laboring there acceptably. 

The Churen in Fatsa, under the leadership of Rev.Theodore Thoma- 
ides, continues its very satisfactory and uniform progress... Out of 
their poverty they intial lnerease their donations, and are among 
the most ready cheerfully to respond to our proposals for diminishing 
our share in the expense and enlarging theirs, Each visit made to 
them finds advance and substantial improvements in their schools, their 
bulldings, their intelligence and their spiritual life and harmony. 
They are ready for the supreme effort needed for the erection of an 
adequate church building as soon as the governmental permission, long 


withheld, can be secured, and such a.building when erected will supply 


avery serious want and give a new stimulus to their work.

The branch church in dadji-keuy shows healthy and encouraging 


growth, The chapel building there has long been inadequate and unsuit 
able, as well as in ruinous condition, and their earnest appéal to the 
proper authorities for permission to build a new one deserves better 


treatment than it has received. They are getting along with a tempo- 
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rary makeshift, and cling to the hope of getting the permit at last. 
Their preacher, a modest man, who teaches the boys’ school beside doig 
pastor’s work and delivering instructive lectures to his people and to 
the general public, seems to us to come about as near to the ideal of 
a Christian ibne as any man within the range of observation, and we 
think the time has about come for this body of Christians to assume 
the full organization of a separate church, and to make him their full 
pastor, At a recent Communion service there a man was admitted to 
church membership whose position may be called quietly dramatic and 
heroic, de is the only Protestant in the large and fanatical Greek 
Village of Gumush, and he lets his light shine, née and others have 
sold not less than eighty Bibles in the village, and these are being 
diligently read, and must bear fruit. 

Looking in review over the whole work ln our field and our insti 
tutions we feel very grateful that we may have a share in a work which 
ls sO generally prosperous, and so largely self-propagating. We pray 
that the indigenous elements may be constantly more prominent, and 
above all that the spiritual phases and results of the work may be 
greatly stimulated by the Almighty Spirit, and we ask all our friends 
to join us in this prayer. 

We are planning a Conference for Christian workers to begin on 
June 28, in whiel the laborers in our — field may share, and we 
hope our next report may show valuable results.

The available teaching force of the Seminary was increased at the 
beginning of the academic year in a very substantial way by the return ° 
se Dr Tracy and the arrival of Mr.Elmer, which have been alluded to in 
the Marsovan Station Report. This not only relieves those who have 
been obliged to carry too many departments, but adds variety and vigor 
in the impression made upon the students, 

It has been the eustom of the Seminary for some years past, On ae 
count of tne fewness both of teachers and pupils, to have ouly one clas 


at a time. The class tnat has been with us for the past three years 


m has just graduated, and we hope to organize a new class in September. 


The class that has just finished its course consisted of ten members, 
seven Armenians and three Greeks, Of these three were from the Caesa- 
rea field, three from the Sivas field, two from the Constantinople f 
field, one from the Trebizond field, and one from the Marsovan field. 
When this class was organized three years 2.50 the rule to admit only 
College graduates was not strictly observed, ee a consequence, the 
material of the class was found to be not homogeneous, some belng far 
ahaead of others in mental discipline, and in the use of the English 


language, which is the medium of all the instruction, This at first. 


| WAS @ serious difficulty, but they have steadily labored shoulder to & 


Shoulder, and have come to be much more uniform and facile in their 
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work, Indeed they have reacned a point where it seemed a pity that

The 
spiritual life of the members of this class has been very perceptibly 
aided and stimulated during the past year by the influence of Pastor 
Kavme. de has been much interested in tnem, and has done what he 
could to rouse and deepen their Christian experience, and some of them 
4 have peen very active in aiding him and in dolng other local evangelis 
tle work, Tue craduation of this elass on Wednesday, May aid. was 
4 @ii lnteresting and instructive occasion, Preparatory to it, o& the 
' preceding Sunday evening a farewell religious service was held in the 
} College audience room, including some special singing and the celebra- 
tlon of the Lord’s Supper. One feature of this service was the baptim 
of the infant child of a member of the class. The graduating exerci- 
ses were held in the same place, with an audience of some five or six 
hundred, Four menbers of the class were invited to deliver addresses 
one each in the four languages used by the class, the post of honor 
belng assigned, with the address in English, to Mr.dovap Arabian of 
4 | Baghchedjuk., The certificates given to the young men were not all of 
€qual grade, some being the full diploma of the institution, others 
the same with an indicated exception of Hebrew from the requirements, 
| To others a form was given similar in appearance to the diploma, certt 
| fying the vearer’s having spent three years , and in one case two yeas 
1n pursuing the studies prescribed by the lustitution, We hope ln 


future cases to give only the full diploma to those who complete the course, 
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In the evening of the same day a Reception was given for this class at 
‘which about eighty friends were present to congratulate the graduates 
and bid them God-speed in their zreat work, Brief addresses were made 
by the pastor ef the Church and others, and this opportunity was taken 
to deliver to eight of the young men licenses to preach the Gospel,is- 
sued by the Marsovan Standing Committee of the Central Evangelical 
Union, The other two members of the class preferred to apply elsewher 
4 for licensure. 
It remains to say 4 er about the peculiar circumstances in whia 
the Theological Seminary finds itself at the present time, This insti 
' tution 1s going through a crisis, and it is hoped that the Mission, at 
i its Annual Meeting wal give studious attemtion to the facts, and take 
Such steps as may be demanded by them, The Mission has already a Com 
: mittee at work on the subject, and the Trustees, in the present re- 


port, offer some suggestions, so that the facilities would seem to be 


in hand for forming a just view of the case, and for devising means to 
enable the Semlnary to do better work than ever before. Allusion was

are devoting themselves to the study of the Turkish language, and they

-. Our force has been fuvttier strengthened this academic year by the 


temporary coming of Miss Barnes, formerly of Marasch,who while in Eu-

Dr ,White’s abseuce at this time was made possible by the fact 
that our Theological Seminary is this year, for the first time in its 
entire history, witnout a li Tiils excenotionual inter- 
mlssion follows the adoption by tne Mission one year azo of certain. 
rules and principles, whicn were intended not to discourage eatrance 
Oi. the Seminary course, but to stimulate applicants to a higher stan- 
dard of scuolarship aud of lndependence 1n self-support. but tie ab- 
s€uce Of a class 1s due largely to otner causes, he current toward 
the United States has carried off several individuals who migat very 
properly have entered the Seminary here last Fall. The personal cir- 
Cums tasices of others have presented obstacles in several cases. But 
it mist be confessed tuat other lines of work offer stronger liduce- 
ments to bright and promising young men, and there is little realizing 
appreciation of the need for well trained preachers of the gospel , - 
little recognition of the true joy and profound satisfaction of the 
gospel’ministry. It is hoped that we may have good material for a 
new class next September, aud we wish to bespeak the hearty cooperd@ion 


of all the members of the Mission in the effort to prepare an efficiert 
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aud consecrated ministry to carry on the work from which some are beig 
called to a higner service, and which others are laying down by reason 
of the attractiveness of lower lines of service. 

Tne Mission voted last year to ask the Board to give us four hun- 
dred liras to erect a new building for the Seminary, and its action 
was reinforced by a clear statement to tne Secretaries of the facts of 
the case, A very tardy answer from Boston brougnt the statement that 
all items on the Comtingent List nad been refused, We are bound to 
remind the Mission and the Board that if this institution is to be 
malntalined it is absolutely essential that its very modest requirements 
be taken into careful and favorable consideration, 

In view of the fact that tne Semluary nas this year no class in: 
attendanee tue above remarks in tne body of tue Station Report are 
considered a sufficient substitute for a separate Annual Report. 

The inereasing efficiency é.iid popularity of our Girls’ Boardin; 
School, and of Anatolia College, are manifested in the unprecedented 
numbers of puplis in atteudance, will be set forth in tne special re- 
ports which forma a part of this general Station Report, 

The dospital also presents its own report, snowing, not only a 
very large increase in the mass of worx accomplished, put also a very 
substantial enlargement of the buildings and of the facilities for 


achleving results. 


The past year has been marked by the final closing of our Orpnana- 
ges. They were intended from the beginning to serve only a temporary 
purpose, and that they, in a measure, accomplished. In June last at 


the time of the closing of the other schools, all the orphans, boys am 
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girls, were dispersed. By gifts of friends lu America and elsewhere 
some of the boys were enabled to enter College, and some of the girls 
to enter the Girls’ School. A number of the girls were accepted by 
the Orphanage in Sivas. A number of both boys and girls found places 
where tney could earu their daily bread, and some were sent bacx to 
their friends, who in the course of these past years have improved 
their material circumstances, and are now able and willing to support 
their own orphans, Aid is still granted to some of these, and we are 
very grateful to Miss Wheeler for uer untiring efforts la their behalf — 
Correspondence with her, and with others ln this line, together with 
disposing of property coanected witu the Urphanages, has entailed no- 
little labor througn tne wnole year, but as a visible part of our ins& 
tutions here the Orphanages are a tulng of the past. 

One of the brignut spots in.the memories of the year pertains to 
the Preacuers’ Meeting neld last July, vapediatoy after the closing 
~e@xerclses in the schools, This was a Conference for intellectual, me 
ral, and spiritual stimulus for the wor«ers in the Marsovan Field, and

It is not a vey 
ecclesiastical looking bulldlng, 1t croucnes low On tne exposed 
hlil-top from being blown away by the fierce winds, and for t& 
same reason its rough shingles have to be sept in place by rows of 
large stones, But it serves its purpose admirably, and it represents

The location is fortunate, being two days from the seacoast, situated 
upon a high plateau with surrounding cities and villages easily accemd@ 


ible, The constituency of the hospital is found in a teritory extendine 


from Marsovan 100 mi les on every side, It embraces every nationality 


found in this section- Turk, Armenian, Greek, Circasian, Shi rvanli , 


Turkish three sixths Armeni ang and one sixth Greek. The increasing 
proportion of Turks is particularly noticable, the hospital being the 


only institution here to which the Turk is allowed access by the 


Turkish government, Both governmental and fraternal relations with the 
hospital has been without special incident. The Government and city 
physicians have been in quite regular attendance at the surgical 


clinics of the hospital, and have called the hospital physicians in 
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of civil and military officials of high rank. The hospital consists of 


ward and private beds fifty in number and a dispensary with good stock 


of drugs, The dispensary building contains also two waiting-rooms and 
two examinati on-roons, 

The equippment of the hospital consists of the actual necessities 
of hospital work«about $850 in new sufgieal outfit has been added 
during the year ineluding a new modern steam pressure sterilizer, 

The working foree jncludes two American physicians, one English 
trained murse, one graduate native nurse,and a eorps of four under- 
graduate nurses in the nurses training sehool, three male nurses, and

Mission Field, There may be inerease by the introduction of laborers 
from outside into this territory, There certainly are losses by emi -~ 
gration to America and elsewhere, and by the diversion of Christian 
workers into worldly pursuits, But aside from these there are what we 
may term the legitimate normal causes of ebb and flow, by education 
and training of our young men, on the one hand, and by removal by death 
or superannuation on the other, It is in these lines that the contrast 
presented by the past year’s history seems to us startling and suggest~ 


Per 
ive, and we have to brace ourselves | on the most fundamental princi pals 
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to refrain from adding, depressing. During the past twelvemonth, or a 


little more, within the bounds of our Mission, the evangelical ministw 


has been bereaved of not less than five of its most valued and beloved 


members, Messrs, Krikor Atmadjian, Krikor Dombalian, Hovap Arabian, 
Hagop Tashjian, and Muggurdich Lousigim , in rapid succession have been 
Galled to their reward, Perhaps there are other names which we have 

. failed to enter in the list, These werceall men in the front rank of

As regards the state of the work in our field, we do not feel called 
upon to report anything very marked. If there is any one thing upon whim 
one in studying the situation ,would fix his attention,it would probe- 

bly be the element of uncertainty which seems to overhang, underlie and 
environ all. This sense of uncertainty pervades the political,the intel- 
"lectuel end the Teligious atmospheres. People are looking every way ,as 


if lost in a forest, and asking where they ere and whither they should 
g0. A great wave of scepticism is rolling over the whole lena. It strikes 


upon every commmnity , every institution,and scems,for the time, to be — 


bringing disaster . Men doubt governments, doubt principles,moral and 


al1-- doubt God and their own personality.0ld faiths are giving way,and 
New faith is weak.It is a trying period.

Dr. Clark has made two tours covering the larger part of the outstations 
and has thus put himself in touch with the work outside of Sivas and made 
it known that Dr. West's place is no longer vacant. Beside these 
regular tours several visits have been paid, usually in company with one 
Or more of the Sivas teachers, tO villages where graduates or former 
students are teaching in Gregorian schools. These trips put us in 
touch with thevillage people and open avenues of influence among them. 
These village tours anc some of those to outstations have been made at 


personal charges to relieve the overburdened yearly ten lira grant of the

RLJCATION . ee beckwardness of our station and the limited mumber of 

o tstations makes it possible for us to do a work. in the supervision of 
schools such as is not possible in larger stations where the work has

We have in our field 26 schools, 16 of which are in 9 out- 


stations. During the past four years constant effort has been made to

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enough so that we now receive everv vear from Outstation schools to the 
High Schools in Sivas pupils who are well prepared tO do good work and 
are able to graduate in from two to four years.

The Roys' BOardinge School grows now everv vear as much as we 
Bellow it to. Last Fall by advancing rent we built an addition to the 
Mp resent bui ldinghakine it suitable for 50 boys anc then received 55. 
They represent 19 cities and villages including most of our outstations 
enc are in every way a fine class of boys. Two-thirds of them pay 

all their own expenses, 9 few are orphans supported by friends in England 
ani America, and the rest pay or earn more than half their expenses. 
About 30 boys work in the carpenter shop, some in the laundry, tailor- 
shop, bookbindery, two are janitors, end one a cow boy, who earns all 


his expenses taking care of three cOws which belone to the school. 


We feel the necessity of providing more opportunity for work for poor a 


boys anc are constantly on the lookout for new kinds of work. | 


NORMAL WORK. 
Of the 55 teachers in our field including the preachers 


who teach some or supervise schools, all but 9 are graduates of one or 
the other of the High Schools in Sivas. The constant call for teach- 


ers for our work, as well as the increasing demand for teachers with a 


fair education and some knowledge of methods and experience in teaching 
for other schools, and especially for new village schools, continually 


presses us to do more in both these schools in the line of Normal train- 
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‘ing. The location in one place and under one management, in the case 
of each High School, of a complete system well organized from the Primary 
or Kindergarten through the high school course makes it possible to give 
some practical work to students. THe Normal School students who plan 
to teach are now given opportunity during the last two years of their 
course for regular teaching under supervision and have also a regular 
course in "The Theory and Practise of Teaching." ~The girls' school 
pupils also teach some in the lower schools. 


THE MEDICAT, WORK. 
It is probably more aifficult to revive a work which 


q /has been dead 30 years than to begin a new one. Considerable time has 
3 been given to language study anc tO preparation for future work. 
q A small native house has been used for an office ané waiting rooms. end 
M™ the four cases of Typhoic which have occurred among our pupils and teach- 
ers have heen cared for there. TO avoid trouble with the government- 
we have thought best to give up the new mission house to be used for a 
residence for Dr. Clark and for medical work as long as is necessary. 
It was a great comfort to us all to have Dr. Clark when the only child 
in the Station was seriously il! and we believe he was the means through 
God of saving the child's life. He has also relieved us of much care 
in sickness in our boarding schools. | 

Dr. Clark is fortunate in beginning his work to find suitable 
assistants. His general assistant, a former teacher in our schools, 
though without special training, is a faithful and energetic young man, 
who is quick to learn and has proved himself very helpful. A second 
attendant is a girl who has had two years training with Dr. Carrington. 
In addition to these two there are boys and girls iQ our Orphanages who 
have had some little training in the care of the sick under the Swiss 
ladies who are trained nurses, and areavailable on special occasions. 
Miss Stueky of the orphanage staff, who was before coming to Sivas the 
Head Nurse in a hospital in Geneva very willingly and ably aids Dr. 
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Vlerk in his operations anc takes some responsibility for Oover-sight in 
the care of Special sick cases. On the whole we are fortunate tO re- 
port that Dr. Clark in a few months has gathered around him a small

The Chapel Sunday School has ranged in attendance from 375 to 700, the 
average being 475. ° We have tried this year to make the preparatory 
ineeting for teachers more regular anc interesting and now our 20 teachers 
attend constantly and take part in the discussions. In a monthly 
social gathering of the teachers the chapters of “Principles and Ideals 
of the Synday School" have heen set before us. and we think as a result 
of these two efforts the interesfin the Sunday School has been somewhat 
increased. In addition to this school and that in the Orphanage, three 
outside ounday Schools have been carried on in different parts of the 
City by teachers and pupils in the Girls’ school. The membership of 


these five schools is more than 1000 and the average attendance about 
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P8000. The C. E. an’ Junior Societies of the Girls' schools are doing a 
Suseful work and making an impression on the lives of the girls. 

BAn Intermediate Society has been started this year among the boys, where

In making this report of Sivas Station, we would first of all record 


our gratitude and thanksgiving to the Lord for a year of good health. 


All have been on duty throughout the year without the necessity of any 
extra vacations. 

As in previous years, we have onee more the pleasure of mentioning the 
verv helpful oo~ecnatten of Dr. Milo Aj Jewett, Esq., our American Con- 
sul, and that of Mrs. Jewett and her sister, Miss Alice Powers. The 
long residence of these friends in Sivas, and their continued interest 
in every detail of this work , cause them to be regarded as an integral 
part of our Missionary Circle. We are grateful for their sympathy and 
substantial help in many vicissitudes, and regret the loss we shall sus- 
tain through the promotion of our Consul, and the consequent removal of 
these friends in the near future. 

Our numerical force has been increased by the advent of another 
son in the Partridge family, who bids fair to reach maturity in wand 
physical strength. We trust that the day may come when George Lewis can 
be recorded as a"*working member" of Sivas, or some other Mission station. 
| At present he is chiefly occupied in, keeping other people busy, and ac- 


cumulating avoirdunolis at the rate of one nound per week, (or less.) 
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One of the especial pleasures we have enjoyed bieine the year just past, 
has been the privilege of reveiving into our Mission homes some of our 
friends from an unusual number of other stations.

Their work has been continued under many diffi- | 
culties in some places, but prejudice is being overcome by these faith- 
ful women. In homes where they were not admitted a few years aro, they 
m are now acceptable visitors, the women in these houses putting aside 


| their work and gladly listening to the reading of The Word not only, 


; but requesting them to pray for them before leaving. 

In taking a retrospective survey of our field, we cannot saythat "noth- 
ing is left to be desired". There is much left to be desired. However 
the outlook is not a hoveless one. In Sivas City the congregations 
far exceed the comfortable seating emenntty of our chapel not only, but 
notwithstanding the exceeding discomfort of such crowding, an attentive 
and thoughtful attitude is maintained; and a quiet and reverent spirit 
pervades the audience throughout the services. Twenty five new members 
have been admitted on confession of faith, and others have applied who 
will be received soon. 

We have much encouragement from the reports that are coming to us also 
from villases,where our young men teachers are carrying forward the work. 
We sie very happy to be assured that these teachers have won the confide 
dence and respect of the people among whom they labor, and in a quiet 
and modest line aan exerting an influence for good,that we hope whli lay 


the foundations for christian living in the hearts of many. 
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KDUCATION. 
We have at Sivas, graded schools for both boys and girls that are in- 


creasing in numbers and influence. The School Registers in the city 


alone show more than a thousand pupils; while in our out-stations there 


are above seven hundred others enrolled. 

Eleven prignt boys whom it is a delight to teach, will graduate from 
the Normal school in June next. We are hoving that the Lord's call is 
upon some of them to replenish in Turkey the denleted ranks of the Na- 
tive Ministry. In the Normal course there are etx classes. As the 

years by,more complete tne vears and we 


expect a proportionate increase in our future graduating classes. The 


difficulty of providine for a boarding department of sixty boys in rent- 
ed houses; the unsanitary condition from over crowding,and the growing 
number of apnvlicants from other places in our field,indicate the necessi- 


ty of securing as soon as may be, a new and permanent location for the 


Normal school, outside the city. 


In all the denartments of our schools especial attention is 
given to instruction in the Bible. This is usually done in the vernac- 
ular, but in the sraduating classes of both boys and girls the lessons 
are given in English. 

An interesting feature of Pam High schools is that the Boarders rep- 
resent the cities and towns of our entire and extensive field. ‘The vil- 
laze boys come with firm health ready for hard work; and the industrial 
departments of cabinet work, shoe-making, and book-binding are like bee- 


hives. By such means many boys are able to help themselves financially 


quite a little not only, but are also learning the value of industry. 
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EDUCATION: - Continued. 
GIRLS: ody alo 24 
There are five hundred girls under instructiony,of whom sixty 
are in the High school (R= street. Two hundred are in schools in wards 
some distance from the Mission Compound, while the remainder are crowd- 
ed into the old buildings on and adjoining the Compound. We hove for a 
little relief by renting a house a few doors north of our present quar- 
ters for the coming year. We were disapvointed last vear in not being 
able to purchase a house that adjoins our premises, but as the scnool 
has already outgrown that, we hone throurh the delay to be able to se- 
cure a more suitable place later. In the High and Boarding school we 
have had no change of teachers tnis year, and the result has been a 
marked improvement not only in the rerular alane work, but also in the 
religious life of the school. Althouzh there has been no marked revival , 
there has been a new zeal in the Christian activities, and many have 
taken a new stand as Christian workers. The Greek school that we open- 


ed as an experiment three years aro, now enrolis thirty pupils. 


In fiye of our out-stations there have been giris' schools during 


the ,vig: Tokat, Gurun, Hndires, Manjaluk and Derende. Sivas, Tocat, 
and Gurun have Kindervarten schools also. The results of these latter 
schools have been most satisfying. They provide better pupils for the 
higher srades, and are more nearly self-supporting than any others. We 
cannot emphasize too stronglythe need of a Kindergarten Training teach- 
er for this field. Several places are begging for even tone who are 
assistants in our Sivas school;and our “trained” Kinder- 
garteners are in demand in Gregorian schools where their influence is 
incaiculable. 

Divrix has had no school for giris, the Government having closed it; 
but we hove to have it reopened. Zara's teacher married, and no success- 


or being aveilablie, that school also has been closed this year. 
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MEDICAL WORK. 
It should be remembered that it is now tirty vears since the death of 
the lamented Dr. West; native physicians have become somewhat numerous; 
the attitude of the Government has changed. The Medical Missionary's 
work for the Province, with the hope of securing the ecntiamec ot the 
Moslem Baces, must again be laid de novo.Dr. Clark is taking, very wise- 
ly, the needed time for the acquisition of the Turkish Lanruare. 


Staff of Workers, and Equipment.

Dr. Clark was very fortunate in being able to secure thé as his Head 
Nurse , Miss Catherine Stucky, who was sent out by the Swiss nine vears 
azo to engage in work connected with the orphanaves. She had acquired 
the Armenian Language before her acceptance of Dr. Clark's invitation ; 
and came to his help well equipped in everv respect to begin work at- 
once. 

‘As to equinment, the Station thought best to devote the Partridge 
Mission House to the Dr. and his Medical Work. It serves as residence 
for himself and family, and also as hospital. There are rooms for both 
male and Tenale patients, an operating room, a drug room, and a clinic 
room, besides rooms for Miss Stucky and the native helpers. Ten beds 
complete, six of which were donated by Miss Stucky’s Swiss friends, are 


ready for in-patients. The drug room is in charge of a young man from 


one of our Sivas pharmacies: the operating room is fairly well equipped 


with out-fit and instruments.A good wash-nouse has been built as an ad-

itously in the most tedious and difficult cases. We cannot express our 
appreciation of such sympathy as he has shown, nor of such help as he 
has rendered. Mrs. Jewett, too, has a been a true helper and sympathizer 
in this department. She nas given time and strength to instructing a 
class of young persons in practical lessons in nursing. 

Dr. Clark has"office hours" daily, Sundays excepted. On account of 
the poverty of his clients, most of them have been allowed free consul- 
tations; but when known to be able to vay it, a fee of five piasters is 
required. The effort is made to so conduct the drug department that the 
very poor can have their medicines ir not entirely free, vet at a low 
rate. 

After morning snmpere in the wards, time is given to the dressings anid 
treatments of both ln- and out-patients. Dr. Clark has a class in phys- 
iology that refularly recites prea per week. This is especially for the 
benefit of the native assistant nurses. 

of the natients treated the hospital this year have been 
from the very needy class, unable to pay for care or treatment. These 
expenses have been met by gifts from Dr. Clark's personal friends in 
America, Miss Stucky's friends in Switzerland, and friends of Mr. and 
Mrs. Perry in England. 


One of the greatest needs of this department at present is a fund for 


"free beds" in the hospital, and "free treatment" for the worthy poor. 
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THE ORPHANAGES. 
There are three orphanages: one each for boys and girls in Sivas city, 
under the patronage and direction of the Swiss; and one for boys in Gu- 
run, supported by the Relief Weaving Industry. Besides these children in 
the regular orphanages, there are about fifty other orphans under in- 
struction in the various departments of our Sivas schools. In connection 
with our Boys! Normal School there are two special industries peing | 
taught,viz: cabinet work and bdooxk-binding. At the Boys! orphanage are

portunities for learning weaving white cotton cloth, and tire, besides 


both cabinet and shoe-makins. The Girls! orphanare 
the maxing of rugs, to say nothing of the manufacture of native yarn, 
and the cutting and making of all the wearing apparel of the gsirls. 

Sueh of the orvhans as are able to keer un a high standard in their dai- 
ly lessons are permitted to complete our Hifh school courses. The result 
of the efficient training and discipline they receive is very encoura- 
ging in many instances; and we feel assured that characters are thus be- 
ing formed that will compensate tne supnorters of these children, as 
well as those who have devoted so many of the best years of their lives 
to this arduous work. It is interesting to note the Lord's way of pales 
ruling such a sreat calamity as that which caused the gathering of these 
children into the temporary homes , where they have enjoyed such supe- 


rior opportunities for preparabion to become bearers of the Light and

increasing poverty. The economic conditions of everv sort are 
more and more severe, till even in these years of plentiful rains, and 
fairly good harvests, many of the people are found to be suffering from 
hunger, and insufficient clothing. 

With the excention of the wealthier class, most of whom do not wish 
to part Wrom their money for the simnort of the Gosrel, the ability of | 
our congregations to financially carry their preachers wit schools' is| 
becoming less and less each year. Especially is this true of Divrik, To- 
eat ,Gurun and Kndires. | 

Tt is thevetere a gratifving proof of the power of the Gosnel in these 
local centres, that our renort of Native Contributions shows a regular 
and substantial vain. 
Without ineludineg at all in our Tabular View anv sums received for food 
and expenses in the Boarding Schools, the total for Christian work and 
Education only was in 1899, $ 1093; 1900, $1504; 1901, $1676; 1902, 1914;

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MEDICAL WORK OF THE AMERICAN BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR 
FOREIGN MISSIONS}? 
Sivas, Turkey-in-Asia, July 1, 1905--June 30, 1906. 


The second year of our Medical Work has passed off without any 
events especially to be recited. Its conditions have been much more 
favorable than the precegding year. At the close of last year, the 
station placed at our disposal a large new house which had just been 
completed; and this year, Brg and Mrs. Clark have occupied the lower 
floor, and the upper two floors with ten rooms have been devoted en» 
tirely to the Medical Department. In our little hospital, we now have 
Wards with ten good iron beds ready for use, a fairly well equipped 
Operating Room, a Drug Room, an Office for the examinations, dressings, 
and treatments of out-patients, together with rooms for Miss Stucky, 
the swiss nurse and the native nurse and assistants. 

The first year, we were much handicapped from the lack of a 
pharmacy. The drugs were ready but we could not find a suitable 
dispenser. This year, we have employed a young man who had been for 
two years in a drug store of the city, to work for us a part of his 
time. He has done the dispensing very satisfactorily and we expect 
him to be with us another year. — | 

Our staff of workers, besides those already mentioned, has in» 
cluded our Consul, M. A. Jewett, M. D., who has assisted in the 
operative work and has always been ready to lend his influence and ad» 
vice. We release him with reluctance as he goes to the Trebizond 
Consulate. 

The year began with a visit from Dr. F. D. Shepard of Aintab, 
who was here about two months in the summer. The patients came from . 
every direction to the famous surgeon, and he saw over 1000 different 
patients and performed over 200 surgical operations. The operative 

work was done and a considerable number of the patients received 
after treatment, in our hospital. 3 oe 

Aside from Dr. Shepard's work, we have seen 1208 patients, in- | 
cluding 301 in seven out-stations. The dispensary dressings and treat- 
ments for out~patients have numbered 1336. We have filled about 800 
prescriptions. We have also applied six plaster dressings and performe 
ed 49 operations, aside from minor surgical work in the dispensary. 
29 patients have received 739 days of hospital care. — | 

Each morning, Devotional Exercises are held in the wards, for 
hospital patients and assistan$s, and Sundays, the Girls of the School 
and the Orphans cheer the patients with songs. We can not say certain-~ 
ly that any patients have been converted, though we believe that to 
many their experience with us has given ne® hope and impetus to better 
life. A short time ago, a poor woman who had been with us two months, 
left the hospital, desiring to pass her last days of suffering, in her 
home. We have just received word that her husband had sold all their 
furniture for drink. Since his wife's return, he is constantly being 


surprised by her renewed faith in her Lord and he claims to have given 
up his evil habit. 


It is a PRE UPR, to mention the ''Sunshine'' which one of the 
Committees of the . s* School has brought to the patients. Two of 
the members of this committee were under our professional care-- Tesh~ 
kuui, a cripple in constant pain from a tuberculous spine, wearing 

a leather jacket and jury mastsupporting her head, has been a lessen 
in patience to the rest; and the sweet life of Dikranhui, as she limped 
around on her crutches, has brought cheer to many as they compared 
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her affliction with their own. Dikranhui's leg was amputated last year 
for a malignant tumor. This year the disease returning in her lungs, 
She passed, just before the close of the hospital, to the life where 
there is no more pain. | ss | 
The salary of Dr. Clark is paid by the Damenport Association of 
Churches of Iowa, throggh the agency of the American Board, and that of 
Miss Stucky, by the Swiss Committee of Armenian Relief. A Free Bed is 
supported this year by Prof. and Mrs. Harris of Birmingham, England, 
and substantial help is being received from a small fund left here 
several years ago by the Committee of the Red Cross. The remaining ) 
financial support of the Medical Work is received directly from sympathetic 
friends in America, Switzerland, and Sivas. | 
In the field of thés Mission Station, there are about 750,000 
Turkish subjects, about nine~tenths Moslems, one=tenth Armenians, with 
@ few thousand Greeks. Among these there are about fifteen graduate 
| physicians. Of course, nearly all the physicians are in the larger 
' towns and cities, so that the majority of the people, scattered through 
the small towns and villages, except as they journey hours or oftener 
days, to the larger places, have no proper medical advice. The centre 
of this field is Sivas, the capitol of the district, with about sixty f 
thousand inhabitants. | 
In sivas, there are , besides our own hospital, an Armenian hospital 
» with about thirty beds and a Turkish hospital of about the same size. 


3} The Armenian hospital, although the physicians do not attempt any very 


~ gerious cases in surgery, and though the nursing is not what we might 


3wish it, yet does a great deal of good in caring for the poor, not only 


of the city, but of surrounding towns. The Turkish hospital was started 
__) two years agé. Its patients are mostly Turks. Although we can not 
* attribute to it very much efficiency, yet we believe that the Government 
421s really seeking to make it of service to her people, and we would 


‘24n no way disparage their efforts. The man who is now to have charge 


of the surgical work of the hospital, is an Armenian, a graduate of an 
American school, and recognized as a good physician and surgeon. We | 
would mention also that the Armenians have begun to establish poorhouses/. 
There is said to be a very good one, now, in a neighboring town. 

C It is impossible here to adequately describe the condition of the 
villages. As we visit them, we are impressed with the degredetion and 
bondage of the people. In typhoid stricken villages, several of which 
we Visited this spring, it does no good to call attention to customs 
Sy which contagion is spread, or unsanitary water sources. The people 
only reply that these things have existed for centuries. Moreover the 
people are so/oppressed that they have no money to expend locally, and 
although there is a kind of local governor chosen by the people of each 
villege, he has no authority which he can execute by force. Consequently, 

any attempt they might make toward sanitary conditions, would be void. 

Hope lies in the schools, hospitals, and other Christian institutions/. — 
As young men and women with a good general education, including physiolo= 
gy and hygiene, go back to théir villages to teach; and people from the 
villages, having received relief from suffering and seen something of 
real philanthropy, return to their homes, they spread fer beyond the 
direct reach of missionaries, the spirit which Jesus Christ brought 

to earth.

In the orphanaces, so far as practicable, each child learms 


some art; shoe-makinz, tailoring, and cabinet work being onen to 


boys; while to the giris there are sewing, knitting, weaving, and 
rug-making, in addition to reneral house-work,and the care of the 
sick, in all of which each one is expected to have sufficient vrac- 
tice to give her 4 food decree of skiil. Each ornvhanare has its

Sehools: 


The number of vupils under our care inereases year by vear. Of 
our out-stations , nine have Boys! schools, and six have Girls! 


schools. 


Oot-Station Girls! Sehools: 


Two Girls' sehnools, one in Zara, and the other 
in Divrik are closed,- the former for lack of a suitable teach- 
er, the latter, as renorted last year, from onnosition by the 
Government. The people in both places are very anxious that 
these schools be re-opened. 

The Manjaluk Girls! school is occupying quarters in the 
new parsonage. Although the schools in kndires have been wntil 
nor, occupying very unsuitable and unsanitary quarters, a spne- 
clal just cranted by Mrs. and Miss Lathrov through 
Yoman's Soard wili make possible better accommodations,as also 
in Divrik and Gurun. 

In Gurun where there are two Girls! schools, and a Kin- 
derrarten under the efficient manarement of the pastor, there 
is a call for another Girls’ school in a distant quarter . As 
poth Catholics and Grerorians are willing to cooverate with 
us, it seems quite desirable that this new work should be m-

In Derende the Girls' school is supposed to be co-operative, 
but although the priest helps to surervise it, all the ex- 
penses are paid by us. Before the massacre we hac here a con= 
siderable work, where a giris' school now sonstitutes our on- 
ly foot-nold. Still we regard this as imnortant where the con 
dition of the women and griris is so benirhted. 
Boys! Out-station Schools:- 

All the Ont-station schools for Boys have 
been continued this year on in the past, with exceptionally 
200d teachers. 

Sivas Lower Schools:- 

The Sivas city schools are growing rapidly, 
and almost without exception are now crowded. to their utmost 
limit, so that practically no new students can be received un- | 
til some radically new step is taken to provide accommodation. 
This is especially true of the Lower Boys' school, which is 
seated on the floor of the chapel, and averages over. fifty ypu- 
nils to each teacher. Pive Lover Schools for giris have vy 
more which to crow. 

The Sivas Girls! High Sechool:- 


This school has nearly doubled in the 


last four years, and now enrolls eighty-four. The Girls’ Boerd- 


ing senool alone remains stationary,- 20 -— 25 rirls. The bea~ 


sons for this stand~still are mostly financial. Of the boarders 


very few are able to pay full price,-$22.00. As we have no 


gpecial funds to aid poor students, we have been obliged to 
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refuse about a dozen worthr candidates the past year. Neither 
have we been able to make such renairs and improvenents as 
ight make the scnool attractive to cirls from well-to-do 
homes. As the cost of food and fuel has increased ravidiy dur- 
ing the last few years, and the rrice received for board is 
now insufficient to cover the cost, we have incurred during 
the last two years a heavy debt on the Girist Boarding School. _ 
and it seems te ecortinue it on the present basis.

Sivas Normal School for Bors; 


One of the most noteworthy and encouraging facts about 
our work is the constantly increasing interest in the educa- 
tion of boys. In the Normal School the number of ruvils has in- 
creased fpom 21 in 1894 to 1350 this yvear, with a certain pros- 


vect of LEO next year. The school craduated last year 11 yome 


men of excentional ability and character. Of these nine are 


now teaching in sehools of our field, or those of neighboring 
stations, while one has entered collere. One of the manifest 
and useful results of the increase of puvils in the Normal 
School is that we now have nearly thirty students from our 
field in Anatolia College, and several in Furhrates Collere. 
Of £7 graduates from the Normal School in the last five years, 
27 served for a longer or shorter time as teachers: and from 
these teachers 16 are now in college, and will again seek en- 
ployment as teachers, when they shall have finished their col- 
lere experience is that our own rraduates are more 
interested in the work of our own fleld, and are willing to 
continue work lonrer, and therefore do more successful wort, 
winlever more to educational evangelisn. 


The students have been especially active in Christian 
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They have held their class-prayer-yeetings repulariyv. It has 
also been the vractice for a committeeof the boys to visit all 
9 the inns of the cityeach Sunday morning to invite the stranzer 
to church, and to aid him in any way nossible, even to sivine 
him when necessary, a little money. They have also visited the 
prison regularly, AS well as the Gresorian hosvital.

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putting into the school one of the best cooks of Sivas. 31 of 
the students have paid their expensesin full. 5 others have 
met full expenses by paying part in casn, and earning the bal~ 
ance, while the remainder have paid in cash, or earned enouch 
to brine un the total receipts from pupils (70) to $1278.

The lesson for the f.1- 
lowing sunday is explained each week by the Pastor, or one of the 
colleze rradvate teachers, and is fully discussed.

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During the year 1996 we treated 1124 different patients, 
of whom 469 were seen in the out-stations. 39 were hospital cases. 


There have been 47 operations, besides the minor surgery of the 


disvensary. Ye filied thirteen hundred (12709) new nrescriptions, 


and did 1251 disvensary dressings and treatments for out-patients. 
Though the work until this year has not been large, it has 

been srowing steadily, and now keers us iin busy. We hope to 

add next year four more to the ten beds already in our wards. 

The past year the receipts from the natients covered

Ye employ four remular Bible-Yomen, one each in si- 
vas city, Endires, Divrik, and Tocat; while a voluntary worker, a 


Gregorian formerly, is doing a useful work in Xara Hissar.The task 


of house- te-house visitation by these Bible workers invariably be-_ 


gins with more or less difficulty, as many of the Gregorian women 
hold so tenaciously to their old forns, and so stubbornly resist 
the advance of one whom they revard as the heralder of new ideas, 
that at first the Bible Yoman is not admitted into the house. Hor- 
ever, in spite of all the difficuities, in Sivas the Bible Woman 1 
has about thirty vuvils, and ail by perseverance, sympathy and 
good — are winning their way in hearts and homes. No insignif- 


icant part of their work is the leadership afr large mid-week prar- 
er meetings for women. 
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The Mid-*Yeex Prayer-Meeting under the suvervision of Mrs.Perry, 
meeting originally intended as a special eoting for the sisters of 
our Protestant church, is held from house to house, according to 
invitations received. The leaders are usually chosen from the Prot- 
estant church members, but ali the meetings are laveets attended 
and participated in by Gregorian women. This meetins has not been 
omitted on account of smallness of numbers, for the last three or 
more years. Between the months of September and July, the attend-_ 
ance is usually from fifty to seventy. The fruits of this work are 
seen in answers tothe united prayers, chanved lives beings the re-=- 


sult.- 


The Mothers! Meeting under Mrs.Partridge's leadershin, has 
been advancing during the last three years in numbers and attend- 
ance. It is held monthly, and now tne averare attendance is about 1 
one hundred.

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MEDICAL WORK OF THE AMERICAN BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR FOREIGN 
MISSIONS, SIVAS, TURKEY-IN-ASIA, YEAR

We have just closed the third year since the reestablishment of 
the Medical Work in Sivas. It has been a year of encouragement and we 
feel that the blessing of God has been with us. The people seem to be 
gaining confidence in our work. This appears both in a considerable 
increase in the demand for our assistance by people of surrounding 
towns as weal as those of Sivas city, and also in a greater willingness 
to pay for sertiees received. 

As time goes on, we hope to make our work more and more a force 
for uplifting the people morally and spiritually, At present, we con- 
duct prayers each morning, in Turkish in the men's ward and in Armenian 
in the women's ward, and the people have Bibles as Well as papers and 
pictures, Both Turks and Armenians enjoy the Bible and here there is 
plenty of time to ponder it, When a patient leaves, if he has no Bible 
and is too poor to buy one, we give him e copy. As our clinics are now 
quite large, we hope, next year, to have different persons, from out- 
side, come and read the Bible and telk with the patients while they 
wait their turns for examination 
The Hospital patients, this year, numbered 50 and received 646 
days of hospital care, thus staying on an average, 13 days each, 

28 of them were admitted for surgical treatment, lo were typhoid 
cases and the rest = with miscellaneous diseases or for diagnosis.

There has been a& slight decrease in most of the figures of our tabular 
view for 1908. Some of our best families have left for foreign partssince 
the Adana massacres, lowmring the number of church members. 

The political excitement and unrest has drawn off from the church and §.5S. 
attendance. } The financial stress has affected the ability of the people to 
: pay » Low the native contributions and the number of pupils in the ¢ 
schools. 

There are four pag poner 8 churches in the Sivas field with five branches, 
two of which be divided to cover two neighboring localities, makesyll 
church centers. e have $9 schools in 10 places,a total of 1460 ils, 
of which 889 are in Sivas and 571 in the outstations. A little more than 
half these pupils are girls.

We have great e ms 8 station, that during this year 
of wrusual and consequent increase of sickness we have been so 
largely kept in health and strength. Miss Cole and Mr. Perry have been 
kept from work for a time by illness ,but were both restored to health. 

Amid the political unrest and dangers that threatened, no harm has come 
to us or to any member of our staff of workers, and our work has been car- 
ried on about as usual in spite of fear ad under peculiarly difficult 
financial limitations. 

We are thankful to the Woman's Board of Miiswions that they heeded our 
request for help and have given us Miss Fomie to serve during the absences 
of Miss Graffam and Miss Rice. 


II. I. 


In looking over the work of our station for the past year it 
seems difficult to find reasons for as to acconmp- 
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Qe 
lished. If we could feel that we had been holding our ownYbut I doubt if 
even this is true. We must remember, however, that the past year has been 
a peculiar one, that many forces tend to disturb. the religious work, and 
that in such a time to maintain quietly positions already held is certainly 
worth doing. 
In this connection it must also be stated that scarcely any missionary 
_ touring has been done during the year, that most of these churches are 
_ without pastoss and are being occupied by boys, normal school graduates with 
no experience or training to fit them for pastoral work. This in itself 
would go far to explain the small number of additions to the churches. 

In regard to ordained preachers our field is back in the condition it 
was in 8 years ago,with. only one ordained native pastor, ReveMihran Kaza- 
jian of Sivas. A short time after his ordination as an evangelist, on al- 
most his first tour in that capacity Rev.Muggerditch Leu@ijian was stricken 
with heart failure, and thus w&é/lost to the field @he services of a man | 
who by his years of preparation and by the final act of ordination was ably 
fitted to do a much needed work. 

Rev. Kevork Demirjian has served the Gurun: c h faithfully and well 
for 12 years,and has carried since the Bipods Ty extra heavy burden in 
the supervision of relief and orphanage work, and it was felt by his friends 
that he ought to have change,if not a vacation. It was therefor arranged 
with the consent of his church and the approval of his friends that he should 
go to some church outside our field for two years. He left us in the 
winter to take up such service with the Langa church in Constantinople. 

He considers himself, and we count him,as loaned, and expect that he will ret 
turn to our field at the expiration of this present management. 
During the absence of Mr. Partridge and the inability of Mr. Perry to 
do the necessary touring the Sivas pastor has several times gladly res- 
ponded to calls for pastoral service in the outstations. , 
Without the cooperation of our two self-supportigege churches, Sivas & 
Gurun, and their pastors, our evangelistic Worx would have been in much 
worse condition than it is. 
The Gurun church has two branches, at Man jaluk and Kara Eoren, and the 
Sivas church four in Tara, Enderes Kara Hissar and Taazara, and these pas- 
tors have always been faithful in recognizing their a te to these branches. 
The faithful and yet almost unnoticed work of our three Bible women 
in Tocat, Tamgzara and Sivas has been continued this year. In Tamzara the 
ten Bible pupils of this preacher's widow constitute the only educational 
influence we have so far been able to exercise in this large Armenian vil- 
1 

eg wear and tear on the sympathetic natures of Bible Women in such 

& year as the past one is very great. Thet come into more intimate touch © 
with the home-life of their constituency any other workers. Especially 
in Sivas has Elmas Varguhi suffered with the people in their poverty and 
discouragements. To the hungry, naked and sick she has been a ministering 
angel, pleading the cause of the most worthy sick with the doctor, and dis- 
pensing relief to the most destitute cases.

bout tree years ago we sent one of ow most site ines preachers to 
Divrik, hoping that he would be able to wnite the people and heal a breach 
caused’ by years of quarrelling, but the condition in spite of his efficient 
work seemed in this respect to grow worse rather than better. 

This winter,while without a preacher, and with an inexperienced teacher, 
the hearts of the people were softened owing to a death in one of the quar- 
relsome families,and the trouble seems to be ended, does God accamp- 
lish his purposes where we fail.

The total nuwnber of pupils in our gsehools increased during the years 
from 1459 to 1750. During the past_Z years this number has 
decreased to the former figure. The reasons for this decrease are :- the 
Poverty of the past two years, which puts many boys into trades and sends 
hundreds of girls of kindergarten: age to the rug factories ; the improvement 
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of the Gregorian schools in several cases, by calling from our schools, at 
higher salanies, teachers educated by us. In such cases usually some pu- 
pils change schools with the teacher. We do not object much to this, as 
in every case such teachers succeed persons of inferior ability and char- 
acter, and we feel that one of our greatest opportunities lies in supply- 
ing the Gregorian schools with better teachers than they are able ve pre- 
pare. 

Educational work for boys in our field naturally divides itself into 
three parts, the eight gvtstation schools, the Sivas city Lower Schools 
and the Normal School. 

These schools of lower grade are regular and successful feeders of the 
Normal School and from them the majority of our best pupils during the 
past few years have come. Under the financial limitations of the past, 
which did not admit of Cxpenss on @& policy of centralization has been 
necessary. 

Special attention has been given to building up the Gentral school in 
Sivas in order to supply a larger number of well trained teachers to the 
outstationse One result of the policy and of the physical limitations of 
&f the members of our station has been a neglect of the outstation schools, 
but to offset this there is ® very marke d improvement in the quality 
of the teachers. : 

We desire to express our appreciation of the faithf =rvice of our 
Armenian Associates, and the conviction that but for their roman missionary 
spirit the work of ‘che Sivas station, during the past two years of finan- 
cial stringency and debts, would have gone absolutely to pieces. 

Almost without exception preachers and teachers are working for too 
small salaries, which not only in most cases have not been raised as their 
continued service and experience would warrant, but actually have been ma- 
terially lowered by the great increase in the cost of supplies. And yet 
such men make subscriptions to our building fund, and even loan money from 
their small savings for necessary school improvements. | 

the past year has been possibly the most trying one since 
the massacre yearvof °'95 &'96. Being the second year of small crops and 
exceedingly high prices, it has brought to the point of starvation many 
self-respecting and usually independent families, who endured the strain of 
one bad year,but who could not survive two such ‘years in succession. The 
effect of this financial condition has been marked on every branch of our > 
$ tation work. — _ The giving capacity of the people has been greatly reduced, 
preachers’ salaries are behind, receipts for tuition, which for ten years 
have been steadily rising, have fallen off this year, so that every school 
shows a debt, and the effect on the village schools ‘is much more serious. 

Our schools hmve decreased in number somewhat, but we have thought best 
to hold, with or without tuition, all pupils who were really worth keeping, 
even though they could not temporarily pay anything. The general effect has 
been more serious than the money loss or burden of debt. Children who 
faint in school from hunger cannot do satisfactory work as pupils, and re- 
ligious teaching to such loses part of its force. Nota few of our good 
Pupils have wasted the year,because their parents were too proud to make 
their poverty known and ask for aid. At the same time it is a cause of 
creat satisfaction that the pupils have been held together till the end 
of the year without a break either from wrong conceptions of liberty on 
their part or from the prevailing fear and unrest. 

The have been continued, eight in number in 
the usual places, with somewhat reduced numbers and greatly reduced tuition. 
The with an average attendance of 115, has suffered more loss 
of pupils this year from discipline than usual, owing to a change of man- 
agement in the middle of the year and to the fact that all the teachers 


have been overworked, and too little time given to that personal contact 
which may make much discipline unnecessary. 


Our Jast class pf graduates contained 16 Pupils | most of whom are teach- 
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ing or studying in farther preparation for teaching work. Our 

pupil has been a model in most respects and we trust he has been profited 
by his study of Armenian and Inglish as well as by the religious lift of 
the school. 

The Boys’ D closes the year about 100 liras in debt. 
As we have 50 pupils, this makes about 8 liras apiece,which in view of last 
year's experience demonstrates to us that it is impossible in such years 
to feed boys in Sivas for less than 9 liras apiece. We have been l1dth to 
raise our boarding school charge above 7 liras, for most of our pupil's now 
pay all they can, and we hope for a fall in the price of food supplies be- 
fore next year, which will make it possible to run the school on th old 
prices. 

Were it not for the fact that most of our teachers come from the board- 
ing school graduates, who, being village boys, are suited for outstation work » 
we should have seriously considered closing the boarding department “Such 
years as these. 

Our whole cirele was saddened in the winter by the death of one of the 
best boarders we have ever had. He died of malignant typhus in the hos- | 
pital after a desperate but unsuccessful fight for his life. After a brief jf 
service by the priests on the Hospital steps, he was buried in the Gre- 
gorian Cemetery ,and later a memorial service was held in our chapel which 
made a deep — on our pupils. 


The past year has been one of progress for the_girls' schools in SIVAS » 
but difficult for those in the oubstations. 

In Gurun where our school has formerly been large and successful, perse~- 
cution, poverty and the lack of a pastor, have reduced the enrolment one 
half. The young teachers have gone bravely on with their work, and not 
to be idle, have organized a special class in sewing for girls who cannot > 
attend school regularly. They have persevered, too, in their Christian 
Endeavor and Sunday-school work. 

In Endires the school was discontinued for several weeks on account 
of repeated and severe car@i-quake shocks. 

Derendé was in danger of an attack by Koords, so parents for a time 
were unwilling to send their girls to school. But on the whole this school 
has had a very successful year. It is the only one for girls in Derendé. 

We, with the help of the Sivas girls’ Christian Endeavor Society, send the 
teacher, but the Gregorian priest attends to the administration of the 
school. 

In Shoghool, Zara, and Manjaluk the teachers have done good work with-oul 
serious interruption. We continue our Kindergartens in Sivas, Gurun and 
Tocat.e In Tokat they are requesting another teacher for their older girls. 

The girls’ school in Divrik,which for three years has been kept closed 
by the government opposition, Was quietly opened by the brethren during 
the past wint#er, and has continued till the summer vacation with no oppo- 
sition, and with successful work we anticipate no further interference 
in this quarter. 

The Boarding Sohoe] in Sivas has had more girls than in any preceding 
year, and their life together has been busy and happy. 
| We feared that Miss Graffeu" s absence would be a great hindrance to 
imthe schools, but Miss Fowle’s coming has enabled us to go on with our plans 

for improvement. 

In the primary grades we have made_progress by introducing better text 
books. We have decided to add a year to the course of study in the high 
m™school, so that the girls may be more mature, and better fitted for higher 
Schools or for teaching. 

A special grant for repairs from the Woman's Board will enable us to 
mccnew our building so as not to have so much fear of earth-quakes. 
| The work of the vor 50c3 and the Y,W.C.A.has called | 
forth much zeal and originality from the girls. The membership has | 
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increased, the meetings have been helpful and the committee work has been 
faithfully done. 

One lamentable thing in Sivas is the increase of_ghild labor in the 
rug factories. Little girls from four years old are sent into conditions 
most harmful physically, mentally and morally. If we could give more help 
and books, many of these little girls might. be Kept in our 
schools. 

The Gregorians have opened Sunday schools for these factory children, 
where they are given secular and a little moral instruction. Some women of 
our church have begun a Stmday-school with a more distinctively religious 
aim. The Bible is the text-book, although most of the factory girls need 
preliminary teaching to enable them to read it. This line of work should 
be encouraged and developed. 

W 

It is a pleasure to report in connection with much that is discourag- 
ing that the medical work of our Station is making steady and satisfactory 
progress. Dr. Clark has the confidence of all to whom he has ministered, 
and he and Miss Cole have gathered around them a staff of native assistants 
who have caught the missionary spirit of the medical work,so that in the 
professional service the religious object is held in its proper place. 

The hospital statistics for the past year show a good increase in 
every department, the influence of the hospital is extending through our 
field and we are convinced that the medical work of our Station is a real 
and influential agency in the building up of the Kingdom. _ 

One of our Normal School graduates , who is also a graduate of Central 
Turkey College, is graduating in Pharmacy at Beirut this year and will 
return to assist Dr. Clark. 

Industrial Work. : 

This work has been continued in our schools about as usual, including 
the carpenter shop, laundry, book binding, tailoring, school dairy for boys 
and various forms of dress-making, sewing and needle work for girls. 

The problems connected with industrial work are three ¢: - 

1. Capital to provide trained and worthy teachers. 
2. Suitable and profitable work. 
5. A ready market for the product when finished. 

This year it is the third problem which is giving us most trouble. 

We have tummed out an wnusual quantity of good furniture, but in times 
when bread is scarom no one thinks of buying & chair,and so we have one 
hundred liras worth of furniture on our hands , ready for sale, but with no 
present market. 

Owing to this situation the amount of work given to boys this school 
year has been reduced considerably, and the “Self-Help” feature of our 
carpenter shop seriously interfered with. 

The Y¥.M.C.& ,through a special committee appointed for that Purpose 
and under the direction of Miss Graffam and one of the Girls’ High School 
teachers, has been building up a handkerchief needlework industry for the 
Poor women. The main object is the furnishing of profitable employment 
to the poor, and the small profits are added to the capital for further 
Side fights 


I. 

The constant drain from emigration affects all our work. One thousand 
Armenians have left Sivas during the past three months for foreign parts, — 
Ancrica, Egypt, Bulgaria, any place where there is promise of a living and 
safety from this all-pervading fear and unrest. 4nd there seems to be no 
diminution of the current. Among these are some of our best families, and 
the two most influential members of eour church committee, the Deacon and 
the oldest teacher in the Normal School, are going soon. 

Making exception of the few who stay for the good they are doing, the 
ablest, strongest, richest and most capable are going, and it is really 
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becoming a serious question what the Armenians as a people ought to do. 
"Should they go or should they stay, this is what the vision said}.and 

it is a very real and vital problem. 
- Village Evangelistic Work. 

On my journey to this meeting I met in a village an Avangelical Agent 
about whom we had never heards~ @ young man sent by our Tokat Y.M.C.A. 
as @ Solporteur and lay preacher,who lives with his family in a small 
village and gives his whole time to the introduction of the Bible, and to 
personal religious work. His salary (173; cents) four piastres a day, the 
wages of a common laborer, (bread money as he called it) is paid by the 
Tokat Y.M.C.A. There are other cases in our field of such lay workers 
giving a part of their time to evangelistic work ywhich has no. official 
or financial relation to the Board. 

Work and Plans. 

| The Sivas Normal School & American School for Girls have gained during 
past years a position of educat&onal leadership in Sivas. The position 
must be maintained at any cost,if our educational work is to go forward. 
It is an encouraging thing to report that the number of Armenian pupils 

in the schools of Sivas increases year by year. Under the patronage of a 
well-educated and superior acting-bishop, Yorkom Vartabed, and under the 
superintendency of another h graduate of liberal mind and deep devo- 
tion, the Gregorian schools éf Sivas are being improved. The Jesuits are 
also spending much money and using every effort to enlarge their schools. 

Of the graduates of the Normal School from its beginning 61% have 
taught and <5” are now engaged in educational work. The influence of the 
school is gradually spreading. It counts among its graduates the Profes- 
sors of Armenian in Central Turkey College & Konia Institute, a member of 
the faculty of the American International College at Springfield, \Mass., 
eight teachers in the Marsovan field, three in the Cesarea ficld, one in 
Trebizond, two in Ordoo?# and two in Harpoot. 

The hope of any permanent Constitutional Government in Turkey lives 
ih the success of the Christian schools of the country in raising the 
| general character level of the people. The colleges gre contributing 
greatly to the solution of this problem, by sending out trained leaders. 
But the infuence of such men on the great mass of common echools must be 
largely an indirect one of influencing the village leaders. 

An increasing number of these town and village schools look to the 
High schools for their teachers. We desire in connection with this grow- 
ing demand for trained teachers to again urge on the attention of the 
Mission and the Btudential Committee the desirability of so strengthening 
the Sivas Normal School as to enable it to supply to the common schools 
of the Interior a larger number of well trained teachers. 

More direct work in pedagogy has been done this past year than hereto- 
fore, instruction having been given to two classes. According to the plan 
now in operatéion the class below the highest will study the Theory and | 
Practice of teaching, whele the Seniors take an advanced course in school 
management. En connection with these courses this year our most exper- 
ienced teachers have given lectures on * How to teach, Arithmetic, Geog~ 
raphy, Reading etc.” which course has been very popular and helpful. 

A full year’s course in Pedagogy, supplementary to the regular course of the 
school, of which the above courses are the beginning, is planned and will 
be put into operation as soon as we get our new building. We hope next 
vear, however, to give a little more emphasis to this branch as we expect 
to have one more college graduate teacher than now. ! 

We have one continuous course in Pedagogy which works very well. In 
the Sivas Lower Schools we have half a dozen of our own graduates who teach 
two or three years and then go to college. During this time they study 
and read under our advice so that those who, after finishing the college 
course, make teaching a profession, are well prepared. It is by this 
method that we get our most successful college graduate teachers for the 
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Normal School. 


Attention should be called in this connection to the importance of the 
Lower Boys School System in Sivas. As a feeder of city boys for future. 
teachers it is essential, but its value to the Normal School in another 
respect is apt to be overlooked. These schools with 300 Pupils under ex- 
perienced teachers furnish a practise school for students of pedagogy hard 
to beat. They are closely associated with the Normal School and contribute 
e vital element to its training. 
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In the little village of Kara-Eoren are about 400 people, Protestants, 
Gregorians, and Turks. Tie only institution in the villaga is our little 
chapel and school. Here for years the Armenians of the village, without_ 
drawing church -#@% doctrinal lines ,have worshipped together and the Boys” 
School, which is coeducational, interdenoninational and at times somewhat 
inter-racial we couné as one of our most interesting outstation works. 
it is encouraging to note the development in character of inexperienced 
village boys, graduates of the Normal School, during two years of service 
in such a village school. 
Arnenian Benevolent Work. _ Be 
: The well organized benevolences of the city of Sivas,while not at all 
a part of our work, is one subject to which attention may well be called, 
especiaBly in this year of unusual suffering among the poor. 
the Armenian Hospital. 


Some 15 years ago a little group of young men in an organization, 
the forerunner of our Y.M.C.A. realizing the necessity of a hospital in 
Sivas pledged 10 and 80 paras a week for the beginning of such a work. 
Out of this by gradual growth has come the present institution, which last 
year cared for 450 patients at an expense of about seven hundred liras 
($5000.00). Those who are able, pay a moderate charge, but the poor are 
treated free. | 
The city Mission Society if it may be called so is an institution of poor 
relief. Begun on a very small scale by a handful of Protestant young men, 
it has broadened out into an Armenian Relief Committee which does splendid 
work, collecting from all classes of people by weekly pledges the sum of 
1800 liras a year which is used to aid the 400 most needy Armenians in 
Sovas. They have a purpose to open some form of industrial self-help work. 

The Education Society which collects and dispenses about 300 liras 
a year is also very usefuls school books are given free to about 450 pupils, 
a. night school on two evenings in the week, a Sunday lecture course of 
doubtful utility, and a small library carried on. For these three objects 
about 3000 liras a year in voluntary contributions is collected, and wise- 
ly and honestly expended by men who give their services for the benefit of 
the poor and needy. 


It was a great pleasure to us to welcome in Sivas last spring in com 
pany with Mr.Favre, the friend of our Orphanages, Col, Chas.Fermaud, General 
Secretary of the International Committee of the Y.M.C.A. and it was a for- 
tunate thing for gum work that the condition of the cowmtry did not en- 
courage him to pursue his Journey farther into the Interior. For this 
reason we enjoyed a two weeks’ visit from these two friends, weeks which 
were full of work for all of us, but also full of pleasure and profit. 

- We had special devotional services morning and evening, addresses on 
Y.M.C.A. work, socials, receptions, etc., conferences with Committees and 
with all the members of the Association, innumerable consultations and con- 
vergsations with individuals. One of the most interesting features was a 
series of several meetings held in the Gregorian lecture hall in which we 
had 1800 young men as attentive listeners. 

n has been carried on along the usual lines this 
year. Weekly prayer meetings special monthly programs, socials and debates 
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© been held. One very successful and useful village school has been 
Supported, and consuderable work given to needy women in the making of 


The income of the Association from gifts amounts to about £5.00 per 
month. 


We have one of the best organized and oldest Associations in Turkey and 
our young men have been considering carefully how they could strengthen 


the work. 


As a result of Col. Fermaud"s visit certain have been 
taken. They have applied to the General Committee for this association to 
be registered as an affiliated branch of the International work. 
| We have decided to rent a suitable building for Association work and 
headquarters. 

We have asked for a Secretary for Sivas and the surrounding field 
and have considerable encouragement that our request will receive a favor- 
able consideration. 

it is going to be increasingly difficult to hold the Association to its 
religious purpose, in spite of political interests and the growing indif- 
ference to religion. But this the present members of the Association are 
determined to do, and we have hope and confidence that they will ‘succeed.

as We were anxious to do some work emong the Moslems, ve decided to 
hire a2 sill nouse in the "ackish quarter. We did this and although 
our stay in Sivrik wes not « finencial success it was, we thought, a 
success in many other weys ve Pound great povertr, many of the poor 
living on the verge of stavvation. Cne evening while on’ our way to 
make a call, we saw such a pitiful esse- a poor man who looked ill 
enough to be in bed, was struggline uv the hill with a little bag of 
bread in his hend. We spoke to him asking if he was not sick, he said 
if he sieyed in bed his children would have no bread to eat: he had to 
get up to try to earn a little to keep them from starving. Just then 
sevcral little children came out to meet him, and running to 
took the bag of bread, overjoyed to see him- and the bread too, no cou 


Ve had meny opportunities while there, to speak and to read from 
the gospel to our Turkish neighbors. "e found them all most friendly: 
the son of the owner of the house in which we were, a lad of eighteen: 
usually came in evenings to sit and talk and listen. ‘Ye had many calls 
too from our Protestant congregation, begs ing us to help them find s 
teacher and preacher. We promised to do what we could but told them 
they mist work together in love and unity that their work might pros- 


per end be acceptable to God. ‘ve spent ten days in Divrik and felt 
sorry to leave as we had become cuite attached to our Turkish friends. 


It sesmed to us that therewas a great opportunity for work among the 
Turks here. | 


On our wey home we turned off from the regular road to stop at a 
Circassian villege to see a boy who had been a patient last year and 
who we had naurd was ill again. We spent a day and two nights thers 
and hed «x most interesting time. This boy whom we were much attached 
to, had het s large tumor renoved. Tha disease had returned. ‘We ad 
vised sucm to bring him tothe hospital at once for en operation, they 
promiscd to do so but nover brought him, and we have sinec heard of 
his death. 


On reaching home we opened the hospital at onco and have had a 
busy half year. Our clinics, hold Mondays Vednescays, and 
are largely attended,the majority veing free patients. Pay patients 
are usually seen in the mornings of those dsy3. We open the clinics 
with = pess:ge from the Bible and < prayer. If Mohammedans ere pre~ 
sent the Turkish is used , if not, the Armenuinn language is usedand, | 
as a rule the pctionts listen very cttontively. A ticket is given | 
each petieut on which is his number and a verse from the Bible, wang 
the hops thethe will become so intorestcd in this vorse that he 
want more, 

We heve nad more Moslem patients this year than ever before, some 
of them very intcresting. One a young Turk ceme to have en operetion, 
nothing of a scrious character, but his family and friends were very 
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cuxious. “uring the operstion his fethereand = friend steyed at the op- 
erecting room door until we were through. The wound soon healed and he 
wes very gcreteful and seid over and over egain "if I had only known be- 
fore thet there was such «= plece es this [I would have beon here long ego 
ani hed thie overstion."

“Ve have sought constantly through the year to lead the patient to 
a better knowledge of God. By a weekly class with the helpers in the 
study of the life of Christ we have sought to keep before ourselves 
our oppertunity and our duty in the direction of personal work. Dr, 
Clark has spoken to the men and Miss Cole to the women every Sunday, 
trying to bring to them some Gospel message. The patients have 
again and agzain shown their interest in the Bible, by reading and study 


The medical work has that of the pre- 
ceding year. 1883 different patients have been treated, many of them 
being seen more than once. We have done 2000 treatments and filled 
about 2500 prescriptions for out-- patients.: The number of operations 
was 190 aside from the minor surgery of the dispensary ‘which ordiner- 
ily includes the cpening of superficial abscesses paracentisis of 
the thorax, abdomen and tympanum, cauterization of the turbinates, sim 
ple tonsillotomy, the removal of teeth etc. There have been sixteen 
beds available for patients and 181 patients admitted have received | 
2510 days of care, an average of about 14 days each. Of the hospital 
patients, 40 were Turkish, 2 Kurdish, 1 Circassian, 128 ‘Armenian, 8 
Greek and 3 fmerican., 730) of these patients had operations: of the 
remainder, 14 were cases of typhus fever which was prevalent in the 


-. Clare there were also several cases of pneumonia, measles, and ty- 


phoid. Miss Cole was among the pneumonia cases. There were three 
births and six deaths in the hospital. 


Poverty has. a second year pressed very heavily on the people on 
account of the small grain crop for the last two years, and many in 
the city and the surrounding country have been on the verge of star- 
vation. Yet the people,aside from the salaries of the doctor and 
head nurse have paid 709 of; of the total expense of their treatment, . 
the Drug Department has been self supporting, the dispensary patients 


have paid about one half the cost of their dressings and treetments, 
and the hospital patients, about 60% of their expenses.

The sical health of the station has been good, 

A survey of the condition of Missionary Work throughout the Smyrna Field 
presents sunshine and shadow. The variety and complexity of the prevailing senti- 


ments in the changing aspects of civilization and social life are extremely 


interesting, It would be difficult to find a more attractive centre from which tq 
study the great questions that conflicting types of civilization continually 


bring to the surface, 


Should one insist on concrete missionary results, the outlook might seem 
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discouraging; but the true missionary must be broad enough to appreciate and keen 
anowgh to analyze those deeper currents of life that go to make up national 
character,We believe that christianity has in itself those elements that touch the 
individual, the family, the community and the mation. To one taking that broad view 
must come nope and inspiration, 

Gan the missionary expect to do more than throw himself into those national current 
and try and direct them to their proper goals,?. Isn’t our work to present true 
ideals and try and illustrate then in our own lives; to emancipate truth from the 
accumulated errors and superstitions of the past and present it so céearly that 
prevailing conditions in their narrowness and incompleteness may be seen. 
Dissatisfaction with one’s sidietsiies State is the best prophesy for future progress, 
The changes in sentiment and feeling that increasingly appear year by year augurs 
well for the triumph of the faith that sustained our fathers:in this work and the 
hopes that inspire us their successors, 

If the time has gone by when large accessions from the old communities may be 


expected;we can surely encourage our heartsin the broader work that is certainly 


in progress. [s it not a good sign to see the better spirits in the old churches 
oand together for the sadedes 42 supplying to the people that bread of life which 
- cane to dispense,?, It is more hopeful for the future to see thousands aager to 
hear the word of Sod from leaders appointed by themselves than that small numbers 
should leave the old comnunities and identify themselves with evangelistic churches 
In both the old Greek and Armenian communities indications are evident 
that the influence of our evangelical and educational institutions is having just 
that effect anticipated by our predecessors. The incipient stages of reform are 
always slow, but that great changes in sentiment and ideals have taken place and 


are now taking place that must result in the emancipation from the narrow views 


of life and faith 
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of life and faith that have dominated the past history of the Orietal Churches, 

are easily seen. 
Reference has frequently been made,in our reports, to a most hopeful movement among 
the Greeks of the orthodox chunches ina Smyrna. A society of between two and three 
thousand meanders, pledged to contribute funds for the support of the preaching 
the truth, mas been organized. [In a half dozen churches in the city sermans area 
oreached avery Sunday, Jecasional tours are made by these men among the towns and 
cities of the surrounding country, The purchase, dy bAis society, of some valuable p 
otoperty lends a hope of permanence to the -movement., 
The Armenians are showing. a’Rriendliness our institutions and a freedom from 
ore judice that is most hopeful. The bishop of Blexandria, temporarily residant in 
Smyrna has shown the deepest interest in our schoots, has Praequentty visited 
them and on several occasions addressed the pupils. A prominent priest has been 
present at the weekly prayermeeting several times and on one occasion responded to 
an invitation to address the congregaticn. 

A more particular view of the missionary situation throughout our 


field shows much to encourage where a work commensurate with the opportunities 


and needs of the locality is ‘in progress, The ‘inadequacy of force in several of ou 


outstations, orovides a foregone conclusion of small result, One hesitates to re- 
iterate protests against diminished resources; put the question of continuing 
work 1a places, where $0 Little can be done, with available supplies continually 
forces itself upon our attention and on the other hand the pathetic appeals of 
little groups of brethren not to desert them can hardly be resisted. 
Baindir, one of the points where the Greek Evangelical Union has been operating 
for about fifteen years,has been abandoned at least temporarily, although a good 


property ‘is held by the society ‘in that city. The preacher, Mr Panousis, whom many 
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of you know, will go to Ak Hissar and try what can be done in that city and region 
good part of his time, it is anticipated will be spent in touring. 

The preacher who occupied Ak Hissar for severzl year has gone to Fatsa and Bad. 
Taniel Ishkhanian, who retired frem the active duties of the ministry some years 
since nav occupies the parsimage and conducts the work without remuneration of 
any kind. A most praiseworthy service he renders and for which we are most grate- 
ful. A recent visit to Ak Hissar gave us the opportunity of an examination of the 
condition of the work there, and while a bright outlook does not impress one, yet 
there are signs of spiritual life and an energetic man ought to develop a good 
work, 

Manisa, -For ee two years no regular Armenian pastor has been located in Manis 
The teacher in the Boys School preaches acceptably to the congregatiar. A fairly © 
good Girls’ School in one quart«r of the city and a Bible Woman -in another meet the 
needs of the work so far as they are met. 

Nothing 0a/an unusual character has occured to make the year eventful. The three 
workers are faithfully performing their duties and a steady work is ‘in pragress, 
I was deeply impressed with the excellent congregation of Greek brethren that 

has been gradually collected in this old city. The chapel built about mine year si 
since is well filled. The ‘internel and externel growth has been most encotraging. 
One ‘is particularly impressed, in seeing a substantial work of this character, 
with the advantage of a long pastorate. With the exception of a year or two Mr 
Compouropolos has been the sole pastor for nearly twenty years, He is aman of 
quiet strong life and the work he has developed sectines largly of those qualitie 
Fodemish and Bourdour have enjoyed years of quiet growth. A Kindergarten has been 
opened in the former place by the brethren, they making all arrangements and payA- 


ing the salary of the teacher.The assumption of thied responsibility, we trust, 
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5. 
will have the effect of developing a spirit of responsibility and independence. 
Afion Kara Hissar.The report from the station last year advised that the public 
preaching of the gospel in this city was prohibited by order of the local governe: 
Although evergthing that could be done has been done to assert our rights the 
prohibition has not been recalled. A letter recently received from Mr Boyajian 


informed us that the question has pas fed through the hands of the Prime Minister 


and is nov under consideraticn by the council of state. We are anxiously await- » 
ing the outcome. The serious aspect of the case presents ‘itself ‘ir view of the 
probability that if the covcil of state support the governor this may be the 
beginning of , penerel poticy of gradually terminating the work of the mission 
throughor.t this country, for there was nothing in the case of such serious import 

as to warrant its reaching the highest esenesi of the Empére. 
In view of what seemed e reverse,in Afion Kara Hissar,it is gratifying to be 
able to report that never ‘in the frists:ry a the work of the Lord ‘in that city 
has these been ‘interest and such gratifying resilts. While the public m 
ministrations were abandoned, the preacher continued hs pai:to1sl work with rer 
ewed zeal and met with the brethren regularly for prayer, the reading and expoundi 
~ing of God’s word.Their tricuble seemed to bring them near the source of all 
blessing and an interest was developed that deepened the spirrituel life of the 
brethren and brought conviction to the hearts of several young men who formerly 
were very irregular attendants on the means of ghace. Others too who showed > 
Littl ‘interest tm the Prctestant cause, realizing the injustice of the step the 
covernment had taken, showed great sympathy and ‘interest ‘in the pastor and his u 
work. The ovtlook for the future is most hopeful. Without waiting for e final 


decision, the pastor has begun to assume Xthe his former work and es ne intiurfer- 


ence: has occured we are hopeful that the government may forget its former 
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action and the work be allowed to develop in its normal way. 
Smyrna, The work of the mission in the city of Smyrna is making most commendabte 
progress;more perhaps in the general influence for good than in direct accessions 
to the number of Protestants.The evangelical work in the congregations, in the 
Sunday school aod by the Bible woman has been sustained with great vigor and 
consecration. There is .2@strengthenirg of character and a consolidating process 
bn operation that promises much, Evangelical influences are strengthen ing and 
broadening year by vear in a gratifying way, and we feel that the old days of pre 
prejudice and discord have gone ffrever and the tide of sentiment has set 
towards .2 broadening and deepening of churenh life. 
The Protestant Gommunity, defunct for about seventeen years, is again rewining 
and the members of the community are shoving an enthusiasm and zeal that we trus 
will bear them to a healthy community life. 
Qur educational system, thoroughly graded, from the kindergarten through to the 
Collegiate Institutes for boys and girls is daily growing in the esteem and 
confidence of the communities for which it was organized. 
The feeling of apprehension that accompanies the experimental Stages of any. 
institutional work has gradually given way, not only to hope but that comfortable 
assurance that carries with it a faith that need not waver so long as we are 
true to those higher ideals that have their source ‘in the love of God and the 

best instics of human kénd.. 
The great benefit of a properly conducticd Kemdergarten is so generally acknow- 


ledged by the members of the Mission that words of commendation from me are un- 


necessary. | need only say that since Miss Bartlett's :return our Kindergarten has 
been steadily improving, larger tuitions are charged than formerly, resulting ‘in a 


largee income this year than in any previo.s year of its fristory. 
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The great need of e lady to rebieve Miss Bartlett of the burdens she has si Long 
been carry ing, and to reorganize the traiming class has been emphasi<ced for .a 
number of pene. We are not hoveless that some one mav be found. At the pre. seirt 

time we are ‘in correspondence with a yong Lady that we hope may be indsced to 
come to Smyrna, 

The Collegiate Institute for Girls: ls nearing the close of one of the most 
successful years itr its tistery. Under the efficient Pohl 
supported by Misses Mills and Platt all departments of the work have enjoned 

great prosperity. 

The Institute has been able to secure the. loyalty of its graduates in quite a 
remarkable way. The bond of union uniting the graduates whose homes are in the cit 
with the Institute is the Kings Daughter’s Society. [ts works of charity are prom- 
inent, [ts generous spirit, refusing to discriminate between nationalities has 
reached the Mohammedan, tae Jew, the Greek and the Armenian, 

‘A bed in the Seotch hospital, supported by friends in Ganada,is under its control. 
The Scotch physician gives one afternoon a week to its charity patients and thus 
great good of a material end also of a spiritual character is accomplished. 

The girls of the primery department have among them the Ready and Willing Club. 

This organization is philanthropic in its purpose. Perhaps its greatest benefit iis 

that derived by the girls themselves in that development of character that such 


an organization is sure to effect. 


A special feature in the Institute this year was the introduction of the study 


of pedagogies. It has long been felt that the graduates were lacking in théf methods 


of teaching when they entered into that profession. It ‘is eapected that this new 


department will become @ permanent department in the énstitute and that all greed 


uating fromit will know something of the science of teactring. 
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Of a graduating class of seven six are Rrotestants and most of them contemplate 
teaching as a profession. 

The Gelddeiete Tastivute tor Boys 1s continuing to enjoy the increasing confidence 
and patronaga of the people. There are about <00 in attendance,40 of whom are boarde 
-ers. There will be four in the graduating class of the presenb year. 


The capacity of the buildings occupled is _ beyond comfort. The large building

purchased last year stands empty on account 


ack of funds to put it into shape. 


Three thousand dollars spent on this buildings would make it a most useful 
addition to the overcrowded rooms now housing our large and inereasing number of 
boys. There have been expended during the year about L. T50, OO for much needed 

tien? and chemical apparata . The are pressing and we wait 
with great patience and some faith for a wealthy man to come to our help ‘in 
fitting out our laboratories and stocking our library with books suitable to the 
present needs of the Institute.The income for the year will be about L.T. 1300, 00 
the largest income of any previous year’s history. 

The work of the Institute has been of a high order. The teaching staff has been 
strengthened by the arrival of Mr Fairchild, whose name has already been mention- 
ed, Three American tutohbs give their whole time to teaching. Their preserce ‘in the 
Institute gives a dignity and strength to the school that is greatly aporeciated 
fy the parents of the boys. 

The work done ‘in Biblical instruction has been SO systematised, that no boy can 
pass through the different forms of the school without, at least,.e good generel 
vient of the Bible, with particslar instruction in certain books. 

A branch of the White Cross Society has been organized this year. An encouraging 
number of boys are enthusiastic members. It really takes the place of the Y. M,C. A, 


while the principles for which the White Cross stands are emphasised, 
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The Greek Evangelical Union is enjoying an encouraging year of work.A full 


report is presented to this meeting, 


In behalf of the station. 
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‘ smyrna Station. . -Annual Report. 
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‘During the year now under review the Missionary force hag re- 
mained entire in the field,with the exception of Miss Pohl, who has been ab- 
sent on a furloukh in America and in Germady,and our number has been in- 
creased by the addition of Miss Charlotte Halsey, who came to us in October 
to be associated with Miss Bartlett in the Kindergarten work. We have also . 
_ the addition of a prospective missioary in the arrival of a son and heir to 
the house of Maclachlam. | 

Last Summer Mr And Miss Bartlett made a delightful visit to their for- 
mer mission field, the Conaren Station from which Mr B. had been absent seven 
teen youre Miss B. twenty six years. 

the progress of the gospel work in the Cesarea field during the last 

seventeen years is most cheering,and we doubt if any other station in 
the W. T. Mission can present so encouraging a report. The interest in the # 
thirty four out-stations has been well sustained,and the contributions of the 
people have more than doubled,while the aid given by the Board is only about 
one third of the amount given at the beginning of this period. 

We are thankful to report that the health of the several members of the 
station has been good with the exception of Miss Bartlett,who,after several 
months of weakness from nervous debility,has been entirely laid aside from 
all participation in the work of the station. We are however, glad to report 


that her condition is now somewhat improved, yet we fear that the way back to 
firm health may prove a Lone one. 
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Miss Mc Callum returned from a year's furlough in season to begin the new 
school year. 
Evangelistic Work. 
In reviewing the evangelistic work of the year we find much to encourage, 
though no very advanced condition can be reported. 

The Smyrna Church and congregation, we believe,have never been in a 
hopeful condition than now. Both the Armenian and the eeu: congregations © 
have been well sustained,and the pastors have both labored with much zeal, 
and in complete harmony. ‘The old feeling of mutual suspicion SO long existh 
ing between these two congregations,has long since passed away. The contri- 
butions of both congregations for Christian work have considersbly increased, 


and the proapees is every way encouraging. 


But the Smyrna churches and congregations are not permanent. Often neary 


every province in Ante Minor,and many of the islands in the Aegean sea,may & 

be found represented in our Sabbath congregations,and of these attendants, 
many have come for emploument,and after a few months return to their homes, 

Meade others make Smyrna a "point of departure "for other lands. Preiahly, 


during the last five years,the number of chirch members,who have emigrated 6 


from Smyrna has exceeded the numbers of additions in the same time,yer the 


congregations have not diminished,but increased. yet the people are very poor 
and the day when these churches will assume their own support does not seem 


very near. 


®Aodemish.The preacher at Aodemish,after several years of very acceptable 


service,has,recently,with his family, joined the army of the emigrants,and 


would have left his people unsupplied,but as we were obliged to withdraw a 
preacher from Manissa for want of funds to aid in his support,a transfer 
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a was made,and now the Manissa preacher,who was alsoteacher, is performing 


. the same double service at Aodemish. Here the work has been well supported, 
though but progress can be reported.

| missionary language was Turkish,hence all the instruction must be given mn 
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through an interpreter,which for the exti@ren was a great disadvantage. 


No suitable,educated teachers were to be found,but two young ladies, 

with good minds and of Christian character were secured, who could use 

' both Areenian and Turkish,and these,by receiving each day the lesson for the 
4 next ,were able by degrees to introduce the little ones into the mysteries 

3 and the pleasures of the Kindergarten. Whe services of these first teach- 


4 ers have proved invaluable. One of them served faithfully for twelve years, 


! and was married. The other,a model of patience and fidelity,has continued 


4 at her post without intermission to the present time,and from the first 


; beginning till now only eight different teachers have been employed. 

a It is an encouraging fact that khak a large majority of those children 

4 who have completed theér course in the Kindergarten,have passed into the

She Kinderasrten occupied four different localities,and was 
to much inconvenience, before the present quarters were secured in 1894. 


A part of the funds contributed for a building was from the legacy of a

; We BeM. ,devoted to the Smyrna Kindergarten,with the request that it be call- 
ed the "Huntington Kindergarten and Training School" ,hence its present name. 
In the Autumn of 1885. the first training-class was organized,with six 
© young ladies,and in subsequent years several other glasses received a Normal 
| training,and the whole number of Kindergartners prepared in Smyrna is for- 


ity two. Before the massacres of 1895 »there were in Asia Minor,twenty seven 
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4 indergartens,all directly or indirectly,the fruit of the Smyrna plant, 
ut the number at present is not know to us. 

7 The introduction of the Kindergarten system has very greatly changed 
the views of the Armenian people in regard to the education of little 
Penildren,and the demand for competent teachers is at present far beyond the 
Psupply. The system has,by its own success,wherever Raithfully tried,earned

Within easy access of Smyrna,by rail- 
aay gat is rapidly developing the tendencies of the great commercial centre, 
‘one of which is an increasing disinclinations on behalf of those who know 
the truth,to identify themselves with the Protestant cause.I think this is 
to be regretted,first because it cuts off all hope of early self-support in | 
our little congregation,and second because the continuance in the old commun- 
Lonbeems utterly shnesreive of spiritual growth. Fortunately the Protestants 
of Aodemish,though few in number,stand high in the community,being men of 
influence and bearing an excellent reputation. This reflects favorably on 
the Protestant position. Last Aug.Mr.Armaghanian ,from Balukesir,in the Broo- 
sa Pista, doceptiea an invitation to fill the vacancy caused by the emigration 
of the late éncumbant ,to America.He has made a good impression,and we believe 
is doing well.A Kindergarten ,with an attendants of 16.0r 18.is carried on. 
The teacher is devoted to her work and is making an earnest effort for the 

- good of her children. She has,also,charge of the Sunday~School. 

Bourdour is still under the ministration of Rev. H.Hagopian,a man of deep - 
piety and large knowledge of the Word of God.He reports an excellent spirit. 
of dévevtor among his people,and more than ordinary interest has been felt 
- during the last Winter,indeed strong hopes of a real revival were entertaind, 
but their hopes were not fully realized. The pastor 'sdaughter conducts a pri- 


mary school with an attendance of from thirty to forty. This school was sadly 
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interrupted by the arrival: of an Armenian Priest whose ‘daughter opened, what 
may well be called an opposition school.In the enthusiasm of first repibetin, 
he showed great zeal in a house to house visitation,and by adding suitable 
pressure he induced the parents to withdraw their children from the school. 
Later resebtaneneraa, show that the tide has turned,and beth parents realize 
where their true interests. lie. The Bible woman renders frequent reports,all 


hopeful and enthusiastic. She conducts two - -prayer-meetings per week with a good 


attendance,as well as the Sunfay.-School with an attendance of from forty to 
fifty.

ANNUAL REPORT. 
JUNE 30th, 1904 TO JUNE 30th. 1905. 


The year just closing has been an eventful one for the 
College and will make its impress upon its future history. 
The Autumn Term opened with a.full complement of Students - 


the total enrollment for the year, 305, being somewhat in advance 


of any previous year. An important event in the year's record - 
important especially in its consequences - was the fire which 
occurred on the morning of February Sth, and which destroyed the 


roof and a part of the 2nd. Story of the South wing Extension of 
College Hall. This fire ocourring as it aid in the middle of 
the Academic year, and rendering useless a considerable portion 
of our already overcrowded space, threatened to be a very serious 
calamity, and would certainly have proved itself such, but for the 
prompt and voluntary generosity of Messra Richard Whittall, | 
Sidney La Fontaine, Douglass Paterson & Erzra Johnson Davee, 
Members of the Roard of Managers. At a special meet ing of this 
Board held on Saturday February 11th, three days after the fire, 


Plans for a new and much enlarged building were presented and 
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approved. The sum of 250 pounds sterling was available for & 
new Building Fund, being 150 pounds insurance compensation __ 
and 100 pounds, sterling, a special donation from Lord Overtoun, 
while the above mentioned gentlemen at once provided the balance 
of the sum required for the erection of the proposed new 
"preparatory Hall’. Work upon this was at once begun with a 
large force of workmen, and within. a period of about 70 days the 
building was practically completed, and was ready for occupation 
at the close of the Easter Vacation. 

"Preparatory Hali*, standing as it does on the site of the 
burned portion, though covering a larger area, is about 70 feet 
long by 830 wide, and is 3 stories high. It is built of stone 
throughout, and the West front, which is in s line with a portion 
of the West front of College Hall, is faced with white | cement 
bricks, and trimmed with red bricks of the same material. The 


first floor is occupied with a large general Class Room — Store ) 
Rooms - Lavatories etc. The 2nd. Story is devoted to Class Rooms | 
with seating accommodation for 120 pupils, and an additional room 
devoted to College Society Meetings, having a seating capacity 

of 50. The 3rd. Story is occupied with @ large dormitory - 

two special rooms for Masters, together with a hospital room and 
@® Lavatory. This new building with its spacious and well 
ventilated Class Rooms and Dormitory is already proving of great 
value to the College. Our thanks are specially due to Lord 
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Overtoun and those members of our Board of Managers to whose 


prompt and generous liberality we owe this valuable addition to 


the College premises, | 
‘The sum available for building purposes proved sufficient 
also for the erection of an Observatory on the top of “College 


Hall", which in addition to improving the general appearance of 


this building, has provided much needed facilities for Meteorolog- 
ioal and Astronomical work. : 
In the early part of the year provision was also made for 
the completion of the Electric Lighting Installation, by the 
addition of storage batteries, through a generous gift of 75 
pounds sterling from Mrs, John S, Kennedy of New York City. 
It is expected that this much needed adjunct to our lighting 
arrangements will be installed during the approaching vacation. 
An additional donation from Mrs, Kennedy of 100 pounds just 
received places the College under a special debt of gratitude 


to this generous donor. l 


The Science Department has been enriched by the addition of 


& valuable collection of Minerals and fossils from every part of 


the world, a new Seismograph, e Seismoscope and other meteorolog- 
ical equipment, all gifts of friends of the College, 

The Library has also received many valuable additions during 
the year and now contains about 4500 volumes, The necessity for 


enlarged accommodation for the Library has now become imperative , 
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it 


and it is hoped that provision can be made for this extension 
before the opening of the Fall Term. 


The regular work of the year has been prosecuted vigorously 
in all the departments and a high standard of discipline has 


been maintained, In all six students have been expelled during 


the year for various causes, ; 

The Y.M.C.A. and White Cross League organizations have been 
- active throughout the year and the attendance at the regular 
Friday afternoon meetings has been somewhat larger than in 
previous years. It is hoped that the new room in Prep. Hall 
which has been specially furnished and set apart for the uses 
of these Societies will strengthen and facilitate the important. 
work of these College organizations, The visit of the Revd. 
John B, Penfield, one of the Travelling Secretaries of the 


World's Christian Student Federation, in March and the more recent 


Visit of the Revd, John MacNeil of Glasgow were both of very 


positive value in stimulating a deeper and more personal interest 


in spiritual things among the students. The necessity for more 
of this direct and personal work among our large student body 
is making itself inoreasingly felt. The opportunities for such 
service are unlimited, but the strength of our present staff is 
wholly inadequate to meet this pressing need, We trust that 


ere long the strenuous life now imposed upon the American Members 


of the College Staff by olass-room and other duties, will find 
some relief through the appointment of additional helpers, 80 
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to grade, 159 are registered in the College, and the TemesPang,, 


that more time and stronger emphasis may be put upon this all 
important element in the training of the boys and young men 
under our care. 


The Teaching Staff for the ensuing year will remain prectsesi 


ly the same as for the year now Closing. Mr. Gharibian retires 
from his position in the Armenian Preparatory Department for the 
purpose of pursuing a course in Medicine at the American College 
in Beyrout; but in view of the limited number of pupils in that 


department it does not, for the present at least, seem necessary 


to appoint successor, 

Of the total number of 305 Students registered during the 
year, 210 are Greeks ~ 70 are Armenians, while the remaining 25 
are from other nationalities. Again of this total 35 were 
full boarders, 14 half-boarders, and 256 dey pupils. According — 


146 in the Primary and Preparatory departments. 
The total number of candidates for Graduation at the appr 


ing commencement is 18, of whom 3 only are in the full regular 


B.A. course, the remaining 15 being applicants for the Commercial 
diploma of the College. 


Financially the year has been the most prosperous in the 
history of the Institution - the revenue both from Tuitions 


and from the Boarding department being considerably larger than 
for any previous year. In view of this fact and without availing 
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ourselves of donations from friends for specific objects, the 


sum of 300 Turkish Liras has been placed to the credit of College 

Extension Fund; thus reducing the debt on the scheme of exten- 

gion carried out three years ago from 650 Liras - the figure at 

which it stood after our last Annual Meeting, to 350 Liras. 

It is now confidently expected that with another such prosperous 

year it will be possible to report at our next Annual Meeting, 

that the entire balance due on this Account has been paid in, 
Lira Turkish = 94.40.

‘field . The daily worming Bible lesson , following imnediately after 


Chapel Exercises,affords the best possible opportunity for impressing 
the great truths of the Christian faith upon all the students . A high 


standard of discipline has been maintained throughout the year & there 
has also been a marked advance over any previous year in the scral tone 
of the student body ~- a fact which has found expression in a larger 
attendance at the Friday afterscen neottage of the M. C.. A. and the

The nuaber of students registered 390, is the outside limit of our 


present accommodations , and this limit has been reached each of the past 


three years . Of this aumsber we are able to provide dormitory room for 


less than fifty ; so that many of our students from Macedonia , Greece, 


and the outlying districts of Asia Minor are hiving in Boarding houses in 


the city . A considerable increase in the nanber of Moslem students is an 


interesting featare of this year’s development . These come from the 
wealthier and official classes ; and seme of them rank among our most 
‘promising stadents it ts evident that if governsent 
restrictions are not wore rigorously enforced , there will be a large 


inflaz of Moslems boys and young sen at the opening of the Autumn session,

Although we are able to report a larger revenue from students than 
| in any previous year , it sust not be supposed that this fact lessens in 
any measure the isperative dinnint for endowment .. The heavy burden 
imposed by the necessity of providing not only for the current expenses 
of the College , but also for its permanent equipment from the revenue 


from students is teo serious a strain upon the responsible head of the 


institution ;. and this source of revenue must also in the very nature 

of the case prove insufficient for these ever increasing demands .. Owing 
largely to increased expense of living on the part of members of the 
teaching staff nearly one thousand dollars more were required for 


salaries during the year new closing ..A further increase will be 


necessary for the coming year ; and as these constantly increasing 
demands cannot under present circumstances be accompanied by an increased 
revenue from students , our problem of supply and demand has already 
reached an acute stage .- 


In view of Missionary Assistance in the College having been in 


considerable seasare withdrawn , the services of another American 
Assistant on the teaching staff can ne longer be deferred ,. This new 
appointee must be free to devote all his time and energies to the 


interests of the College . The services of an Office Assistant have 
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| become equally imperative if the work of general administration is to be 
effectively carried out » It may be that this want can be temporarily 
met by the assistance of one of the senior students for the coming year 
at a small remuneration .- 

Mr, Basil Theophanides retires from bis position in the Greek - 
English department and it will be necessary to find a substitute before 
the opening of the Autumn Term .. Miss Morrison also retires from her 
duties as Matron , in order to return to America , and this position 


mast also be filled » if possible by September 15th .-

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oe” NUAL REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL COLLEGE 


Smyrna, Turkey, June 30th 1908 


The record for the year 1907-8 differs in its main features but little from that 

of previous years,and if the only purpose of an Annual Report, were to chronicle 
those aspects of the work which stand out in relief from the ordinary permanent 
features of it, our story for the year now closing might be told in a very few 
sentences. I will. assume however that our Report may come before the notice of | 
friends who are not familiar with the past history. of. the College,its present posi- | 
tion,and the general features of the work it has in hand. With a brief preliminary 
statement on these general points as introduction,the record of the past year's 
work’ and progress may be more intelligently appreciated. 


: ‘It is now nearly 17 years since the writer of this report was called by the 
American Board to. Smyrna to. undertake the establishment of a Boarding School for 
Boys. The School then in existence furnished a nucleus of some 18 boys. With these 
and a special grant of $1000.the enterprise was launched. The grant referred to, was | 
continued for two years,and during that period provided a rental and the necessary | 
equipment. Before the withdrawal of the special grant however, a special gift of 
_$10,000. secured through the American Board, purchased the building previously rented, 
as a permanent home for the rapidly growing School. From the very beginning in 1891 | 
it had justified its right to exist,by immediately developing a spirit of self reli- 
ance,a spirit which has characterized its history up to the present. Possessed thus | 
of a home of its own,and after only two years of partial support from the Board,it 
was left entirely to its own resources,and for the past fifteen years has not only 
been entirely self-supporting,but has also provided about three fourths of its 
entire present equipment of grounds, buildings, apparatus etc of a present value of 
ever $50,000. The original 18 boys have multiplied into 336. The first course of 
study marked out covering four years of a mixed Preparatory and High School grade, 
has developed into. a full course covering eleven years, seven of which are of Pre- ! 
paratory. gesde,and four of a gegular College grade. The original Staff, comprising 
the writer and two or three native assistants, has grown into a Staff of 23 Profess-— | 
ors and Instructors. In a word, the original Boys School became the "American High 
School ‘for Boys".This in turn a few years later "The American Collegiate Tnetatates #4 
and ‘in 1903 "The International College? . 
| fhe far reaching influence of the College to day, is attested by the fact that of

Up to the present, about 1200 boys and young men have been wholly or partially 
educated in this institution;and these are now occupying positions of influence and 
responsibility, in business and professional life,in this country and in other parts” 
of the world. These have paid over to the College in fees the sum of about 150,000 
dollars,and about 30% of this sum still remains as a permanent asset of the institu- 
tion,in Real Estate and general equipment. 


Field. _ 
The immediate constituency of the College,in this end of Asia Minor and the islands 
of the Aegean,contains a population of about three and a half million souls,while in 
addition to this it is receiving a constantly increasing patronage from Greece and 
the Turkish Provinces in Europe.For this Field the College is the only institution 
of its kind and grade,affording facilities to boys and young men for obtaining a 
liberal education of a high grade on an evangelical christian basis. Its position 
in Smyrna,the commercial metropolis of the Turkish Empire,with a population of 
325,000, affords it a field of sjapuaaanee possibilities for educational as well as for 
moral and religious work. 


Problem 
Every succeeding year of its history has been marked by. some definite advance upon 
its predecessor,and the problem that persistently presses for solution is,how to 
provide adequately for the new and ever increasing demand for larger and better 
equipment. We must therefore continue to impress upon our Board of Directors the 
imperative need of endowment and of enlarged accommodation. The possession of the 
building which stands in the midst of the College premises would afford a large 
measure of relief in our present overcrowded condition,and we hope that we will not | 
have to continue to plead in vain for some equitable arrangement with the authori- 
ties of the American Collegiate Institute for Girls,whereby this building may be 
handed over without further delay to the College. The 1150 pounds sterling, required | 
for an outright purchase of this property, seem no nearer of realization than they | 
were some years ago when we began to plead for them,;and yet every succeeding year 
the interests of the institution have continued to suffer more Seriously through © 
lack of the accommodation it would afford. 


THE PAST YEAR. (General Statement) 
With the inevitable shortcomings of our best service,the year now closing bears the 
‘stamp of substantial progress,of work well and faithfully done,and is a record year 
in two or three important respects. The absence of Prof. Caldwell in America has 
imposed some extra burdens upon other Amaérican members of the Staff,bu’ the pre- 
arranged plan to avoid a graduating class in the Scientific Dept.has made it poss- 
ible with the assistance of Mr. George HE. McLaughlin,an English university man, for 
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two hours daily in mathematics,to carry. through the work of the year without serious 
inconvenience,or special financial strain upon our Treasury. Prof.Lawrence, who has 
completed ewelwe years of service on the Staff,will make request for a year's fur- 
lough,to begin at the close of this Term. As there will be a Senior class in the 
College next year, it will be impossible with our present available Staff,to carry. 
through the work of the year,and if during the next three months a suitable American! 
associate is not found,it will be necessary to reengage the services of Mr.George | 
McLaughlin or some other capable assistant,for five hours daily throughout the year. 
The appointment of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Lividari as Supt. and Matron of the Boarding 
Dept.one fear ago, amd which seemed so full of good promise for the proper management 
of that important but troublesome Dept,has utterly failed. Not however owing to the | 
incapacity. of the appointees,but through their inability to resist the temptation, 
which their positions afforded them,of enriching themselves at the expense of the 
College,by falsifying the daily and weekly accounts. Positive evidence of this was 
obtained some two and a half months ago,which necessdtated their prompt diémissal. 
The dismissal of Mr. Lividari makes a vacancy in the French Dept.. 


She enrollment this year is the largest in the history of the College. The ever 

- widening influence of the institution is attracting students in increasing numbers 
from far outlying towns and cities,and every new student attracts others from the 
same locality. Although the accommodation for boarders was considerably inereased 
last year,by renting rooms outside,bringing the total number of beda available for 
students and boarding masters up to about 80,it is still impossible to provide 
Boarding accommodation for one half of the students from places outside of the city 
of Smyrna. The necessity thus imposed upon a large proportion of our students to. 
‘live in restaurants and lodging houses, exposes them to dangers and temptations in 
this great city,which in some cases,during the past year,have proved most serious, 
and emphasizes the imperative necessity of providing additional boarding accommoda- 
tion at the earliest possible date. | 

We are again able to report a steady increase in the number of Moslem students and 
a promising outlook of an increasing patronage from this ruling class of the country 


} in the year before us. 


The absence of a graduating class in the Scientific Dept. has already been referred | 
to,and the reason assigned. In the Commercial Dept. however there is a class of 28 
(twenty three) graduating, ead Some six or seven more,who come short of the full 
requirements in one or two classes only, expect to continue the work in these sub- 
jects during the summer vacation and come up for final examination at the Supple- 
mentals at the end of September. 
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Religious work among the students has followed our previously well-defined lines of 
daily morning Bible Study,Y.M.C.A. and "White Cross League” work,in addition to 
daily College Chapel exercises and attendance at Sunday. Church services. Attendance 
at these latter is compulsory,as is also the daily morning Bible Study,which is an 
integral part of the Curriculum of study. Attendance at the weekly meetings of the 
student societies above referred to is optional,but has been well maintained through 
out the year. A considerable number of the students have become specially interested 
in religious truth during the year, through attending evangelical preaching services 
in the neighboring church of St.Nicholas, (Greek Orthodox}, and fully one half of the 
boarders have become members of the organization which supports cpm + Proseniag Move= 
ment in the old church. 

Through the generous provision of a friend in America,a booklet by. President King 
of Oberlin,entitled "The Fight for Character! has been translated into Greek and 
published under the auspices of the College "White Cross League". The message of 
this booklet seems so specially adapted to assist in realizing the aims of our 
student organizations, that it is believed it will render a valuable service to our 
boys along these lines. 


Material Progress 

Since our last Annual Report some important additions have been made to the mater- 
ial equipment of the institution. Chief among these is the President's House, pur- 
chased last summer at a cost of about $3,000. and situated directly opposite the © 
front entrance of the College. Next to this in point of value,is the purchase of 
Prof. Lawrence's books, thus making an addition of 1200 vols.to the College Library. 

In the Scientific Dept.a valuable Transit instrument has been presented to us by 
Mr. Constantine Protopazzi,a Greek gentleman in Smyrna. This, together with a first 
class Chronometer Clock,also added during the fear,completes our equipment for regu- 
lating and signalling Standard Local Time. Gity and Railway time is now regulated 
by the daily Noon signal from the College Observatory. A new, Lander & Smith Anemome- 
ter has distiactly improved the facilities for recording the wind velocities repor- 
ted in the Daily Bulletin of our Weather Bureau. 

In the Commercial Dept. two Hammond Typewriters have been added in order to meet 
the demané of students who desire to qualify themselves in this important adjunct 


of a commercial training. bal: 


Although the College has learned by experience not to rely too confidently upon 
the occasional. gifts of friends in America as a source of revenue;it is now: some 
time sinee it has experienced such a barren year in this respect as the one now 
closing. This is no doubt due to the great financial stringency. in that country,and | 
we will hope therefore, that with returning prosperity in the homeland these evidence 
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of sympathetic interest in the work of the College will again be forthcoming to 
cheer and help us on our way. Fortunately however for the interests of the work this 
year,our permanent,and for the present our only source of revenue,namely. the revenue 
from students} fees,has not failed us. Indeed our recefts from this source are larg-— 
er than in any previous year; and we are able, notwithstanding the heavy outlay for 
the valuable additions to the College equipment referred to under another head,and — 
40 liras additional expense connected with the securing of the Imperial Firman, to 
close the year,not only free of debt,but with a substantial balance to its credit. 
(Por details,please see Financial Statement) A considerable portion of this bal- 
ance will however be required to pay the travelling expenses of Prof. Lawrence and 
his family to. America,and of Prof. Caldwell and his family back to Smyrna. All sal- 
aries also,during the summer vacation and until the revenue from next Term begins 

to be available,must be provided from this balance. 


The Greek Preparatory has had a very successful year, notwithstanding some serious 
disabilities owing to changes in the staff during Term,;and the improvement is due in 
no small measure to the complete reorganization of the Dept.under the Principal 
‘appointed last year. fhe steady decline in the Armenian Preparatory, both numeri-— 
cally and in general efficiency, would seem to call for reconstruction here also, and 
I have therefore to recommend the discontinuance of Mr. Samuel Kendikian and Mr. 
George Karageoz,and the appointment of a new head Master;thus reducing the staff 
‘from three teachers to two. 


Before closing this Report it is fitting that reference be: made to the loss the 
College has sustained in the death of the Rev.dagop Tashjian,who has been more or 
‘less directly connected with its history and work for the past fourteen years. 
During all this period he has conducted a morning Bible elass for Armenian boys 
with great efficiency and fidelity, and since the organization of the College, five 
years ago,has been a member of the Committee ad Interim. 

We have also to record the death of one of our promising students, Theologos Theolo 
gides, a young man from Aktche of about twenty years of age,and an active member of 
‘the Y.M.C.A.

The proclamation of liberty and the promulgation of constitutional 
government will make 1908 an ever memorable year in the history of Turkey. 
Whether the result be all that the constitutional party hopes or not, that a 
very serious step in advance has been taken no one can doubt. 

Perhaps in no city in the empire,with the possible exception of Constantin- 

ople,was the event celebrated with more enthusiasm than in the city of Smyrna, 

Bach nationality following its own bent and traditions made as much of a 

display as possible. 

I believe all would admit that the Armenians far surpassed all others in the 

intensity of their enthusiasm and the spectacular character of their 

demonstration, 

The reason is on the surface. The nation that suffered most under the galling 

cruelty of the old despotic regime would naturally herald the introduction 

of a better day with feelings of deepest emotion. 

A wave pf patriotism broke over the Armenians that carries with it elements 

that cannot be for the best interests of the nation. Clubs in everv city 

and town throushout the country have been organised. The purpose of these 

clubs is supposed to be the conservation and advancement of all those things 

that go to make up a strong people,but unfortunately manv of them,if not most 

of them have degenerated into associations of disloval men and women rousing 

each others worst feelings by the extravagant recital of past cruelties borne 

and the necessity of arming to resist possible future attacks, 

This has led to two lamentable results: | 

1.Encouraging the sentiment of revenge,and thus deadening anv spiritual 
aspiration. 

2.Ageravating the forks to keen suspicion that the Armenians, instead of accert! 
ing the blessing of freedom and justice in a worthy spirit of true patriot- 
ism to the government are developing a spirit of separation and opposition. 


A further result is in the determination to stand together in all | 
that effects the nation. This is shown in some places,at least, in the unusual | 


effort to prevent their children from attending foreign schools. 
It is not opposition to foreign schools or to foreigners that actuates them, 


but the mistaken idea that patriotism demands that even if a loss is 4

spirit.

BOURDOUR has had an impulse in the arrival of a new preacher,Mr.Pavlides of 
Sardoghan. For two years the congregation has been without regular supply, | 
but through the visits of missionaries and pastors and the faithful work of 

a Bible woman the congresation has been held together. 

Mr.Pavlides reports good congregations with specially earnest meetings dur- 

ing the week of praver at the beginning of the year,and a large incrsase in 


orders of the Avedaper and Angelioforos indicates a healthful state of 
things at that outstation. ) 


KODEMISH rejoices in a mich needed adadtion to the premises occupied by the 
pastor,school and chapel. This was greatly needed for the efficiency of the 
work, but the requisite permission could not ba obtained. Indeed although we 
have been seeking permission to build for months,our tribulations did not 
cease till liberty was proclaimed, 

The new idea of patriotism reduced the number of pupils in our school,but an 
unusual opportunity to the preacher was presented in a series of lectures 
delivered to large congregations in the Armenian school every Sundav after- 
noon. In the committee of management occur the names of two Protestants-the 
preacher as chairman,and one of the brethren,a prominent member of the 
executive. This gives the preacher frequent opportunities of delivering 
lectures suitable to the sacred character of the dav. On a recent visit to 
Kodemish Mr.McNauschton received a cordial invitation to speak to the con- 
eregation assembled in the school. The invitation was accepted and the exper 
ience was a verv pleasant one. 

On his return home he mst on the train one of the preaching Greek priests 
amploved bv the Society of Pietv,an organisation having its headquarters in 
Smvrna. This priest lives in Aidin a city of 35 or 40 thousand inhabitants. 
The Greek community is large and wealthy. It is a city in which Protestants 
ism has not taken deen root,one of the causes being that the market is on 
Sunday. The Gregorian and Orthodox churches are practicallv empty. On being 
asked the condition of religion in Aidin the priest said it was at the low- 
est ebh. He was asked if there were no true christians in Aidin. At first he 
replied no. “hen pressed a little further he said"Yes,there are a few real 
christians but they are Protestants.Thevy are the only true christians in the 
city. Now this priest did not know who Mr.McNaughton was,so that his answer 
was sincere. There are but half a dozen Protestants in the city and they are 
of the humblest class,vet they have made such an impression that the priest 
in question was compelled to acknowledge that their lives were of a much © 
higher character than those of the faith that he advocated. I think this is 
a wonderful testimony to the need and power of Evangelical truth.

~Ghapter to its racord. “hat makes the vear 1908 a very notable one for our 
work at this point was permission to build,and the erection of a substantial 
building that comprises a chapel,two schools and a pastor's residence. 

The long struggle that oulminated so favourably is a verv interesting one. 
In 1901 we purchased a lot of ground in the Armenian quarter, Not till after 
four vears were we put into possession of our propertv. Every device at the 
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command of a particularly resourceful government was emploved to thwart us. 
The Armenian communityv,too,were opposed to our getting a footing in a quarter 
thev considered their own. Doubtless the government did much to oppose us in 
order to please them,but besides that the Turks in Afion Kara Hissar being 
very bigoted had no desire that a foreigner should possess property in the 
city. The struggle was protracted and assravating in the extreme. The contest | 
might have continued much longer had not the British Ambassador given us his | 
powerful supvort. Three vears later a second lot was purchased and the con- : 
test was renewed.For a whole vear we were denied the official recognition of 
this second lot. | 

In 1907 a request for parmission to build was presented to the Sublime Porte 
through the British Embassy. This request with other necessary documents was 
sent to Afion Kara Hissar with enquiries as to whether there was anv object- 
lon to the erection of a building. These pavers were concealed for five » 
months by the local authorities. Little did thev think that bv this conduct 
they were helping on our case much more than if thev had acted promptly.At 
the expiration of six months,if no objection is presented by the Turkish 
sovernment to the representatives of the foreisn povernment making the re- 
quest,the erection of the building can be carried out without official 
authorization. 

Last vear the Rritish Ambassador insisting on this right obtained verbal per- 
mission,and the work was at once? berun and progecuted till winter. At the 
present time the building is practicallv complete. 

Refore the walls were plastered a school of fifty puvils was opened.The schod 
is taught bv a daughter of the pastor and an assistant. Manv other pupils 
would come in if the teachers could do justice to a larger number, 

The management of the school is in the hands of a mixed committee composed of 
Protestants and Gregorians. The whole expense is borne bv the people then- 
selves. 

The senevecation though small is a working congregation and is doing all we 
could reasonablv expect it to do,which is saving a cood deal for anv congsre- 
gation in anv country. 

Early in January of this year three young men united with the church.This was 
a signal for a demonstration. fverv inch gained in this interesting city is 
contested to the last desres,vet the work goes on gaining in power from dav 
to day. 

The mother of one of these voung men,a woman of fierce temper and unbending 
will,tried every method that her fertile brain could devise to turn her son 
from. his Protestant preferences,but all in vain. Suddenly she developed what 
seemed fainting fits,due she assured her friends,to her son's perverseness. 
His relatives romonstrated with him,and it was pointed ont that he would be 
the cause of his mother's death as she seemed rapidlv declining. At length 
the pressure became more than he could bear,and on promising that he would 
attend the old church his mother’s recovery was suspiciously rapid. 

The father of another of these young disciples persecuted him to an unbear- 
able degree. At length on using language of a most insulting character the 
son replied “You know, father,that if you had formerly used such language to 

me I would have attacked vou with my knife.’ Upon this the father drawing a 
knife from his girdle handed it to the son, saving ‘Do vour worst. This was 
more than the voung man could stand. He grasped the knife but instead of 
attacking his father he plunged the weapon into his own leg. This act had a 
most marvellous effect on the father who,fearing that his son,whom he really 
loved,should resort to more drastic measures,promised no further interference 
On a recent visit to Afion Kara Hissar Mr.McNaughton found not only the son 
@ growing,earnest convert,but his father a regular attendant at the preaching 
of the gospel. 

The services have been held for months in a large unplastered school room,

SMYRNA. To fill the place made vacant by the death of the Rev.Hagop Tasghian 
is no easy task. 
The Rev.G,Adanalian returning from America after three years of study arrived 
just in time to step into the vacancy, He is an energetic,sarnest, devoted 
man. 

The congregation has invited him to fill the pulpit for a year,at the end of 
which time both the congregation and he will know whether they want to be 
united in pastoral bonds. 

_ At the beginning of last vear a special effort was made to raise a sum of 
_money to form the nucleus of a church endowment fund. Over two hundred liras 
were subscribed,one hundred and twenty five of which have been collected and 
are now invested. 

"hen one thinks of the hard times and povertv of the people this effort is 
certainly a most praiseworthy one. No financial interest has been relaxed, 

and every department has been maintained at its usual efficiency. 

The whole amount collected during the year has reached the unusual figure 

of £T.220. 

The spiritual interest in the congregation has been commendable. The Week of | 
Prayer proved so interesting that the meetings were continued after the expiry 
of the usual period. It is believed that quite a number entered upon a new 
life,and the spiritual life of the church members was. quickened. 
Rev.F.8.Meyer's meetings earlv in April were an inspiration to all who had the 
privilege of hearing him. All the pastors of the field were invited to Smyrna 
to hear this man of God,and several of them accepted and we believe received 

a fresh impulse for their lonelv interior work, 

The staff of missionaries was strensthnened by the arrival of Misses Coleman 
and Ely, young seuies of abilitv and earnestness of purpose. We verv deeply 
regret that Miss Ely returns to Amerida in 1910,and Miss Coleman in 1911, 

Miss Pohl has shah the year in Kurope recuperating. It is not yet certain 
whether she can return to Smyrna this vear or not. 


International College. The new spirit of liberty born with the granting of 
constitutional sovernment on July 2ath.has made itself felt subversively in 
the internal government of the College during the current vear, 

While there has been no open defiance of authority,the difficulty of maintain- 
ing the usual standard of discipline has made the vear in this respect a 
difficult and trying one. 

The entire enrollment of 330 students practically maintains the high water 
mark in this respect that characterized last vear$ report. “hile the falling 
os le ie Fe oP Boarding Department of ten has been compensated in large measure by 
a corresponding increase in the attendance of dav pupils it has diminished 
the revenue from students by about 1000 dollars. 

The total revenue from students for the current vear is estimated at about 
11,000 dollars. Nearly two-thirds of this sum comes from the sixty boarding 
students, while the remaining one third is given for tuitions bv the day 
pupils. 

of this vears enrollment about 230 are Greeks,50 Armenians, 22 Mosiems,15 Jews, 
while the remaining 13 are made up of a variety of nationalities and religions 
There are nine candidates for graduation in the scientific and thirty seven 
in the commercial course. Of this total of forty: six,probablyv thirty five will 
qualify for graduation in the approaching final examinations. 

The absence of Prof.Lawrence on furlough in America made the securing of 
temporary help from the United States necessaryv;and Mr,Everett Jillson of 
Doane College who was secured for this purpose returns at the close of the 
academic vear on June 30th. 

The French Department has been thoroughly reorganized under the efficient 
charge of Mr.Louis Seylaz who has now been recommended for appointment as 
professor of French Language and Literature, 
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The College contimues to devote a full recitation period to chapel exercises 
and Bible studv. In addition to this the College societies, Y.M.C.A.and “hite 
Cross League,hold their regular weekly meetings alternately on Friday after-= 
noons,which are weil attended. "hile these exercises afford ample time and 
opportunity for direct evangelistic work among the students they would doubt-= 
less be productive of larger results of a more positive character if the 
strength and quality of the teachine staff were such as to make possible 


closer touch with the student life of the Yollege and more personal dealing 
with individual students, | 


American Collegiate Institute. The number of pupils in attendance this year 
is 209. Of this mimber 40 are in the Kindergsarten,49 in the Primary,44 in the 
Preparatory and 76 in the Collegiate Department. | 

In regard to nationality we have one Moslem,3 English.giris,l1l Jewesses,89 
Greeks and 105 Armenians. 37 are boarders and 172 are day scholars, — 

The year has been one of quiet steadv work:we have a good staff of Greek and 
Armenian teachers and all departments have progressed favourably. 

One of the interesting features has been in the large number of church 

members. In Miss Mill's Bible class of 17 girls,14 are church members and one 
of the others is a professing christian and a member of our C.H.society. 
There has been no special religious movement though great interest was taken 
in the meetings held by the Rev.F.8B.Mevyer, and many were helped in their 
christian life, 

The Junior and Senior C.&.societies have,as usual,been very helpful in pro- 

motinge the spiritual life of the school,and a number of the day scholars 
always attend the Sundav afternoon meetings. 

The special feature of the school this vear has been its benevolent work,and 

various collections have heen taken up for different objects. A lira was 
Wllected for the American Rible Society,and we sent at one time five and a 

half liras and at another time six liras to sufferers from famine in the 
interior. 

A few of the Greek girls and teachers gave a concert from which they realized 
ten liras,five of which were given to the Greek Evangelical Union and five toa 
the Adana sufferers. 

Qur Kings Daughters Society have continued their work among the poor and sick 
of the cityv:- our beneficiaries seem to increase in number from vear to year, 

we had-a.tazaar in December by which we gained 45 liras - then we had a sift 
ff 29 liras from some Armenians in Java who had heard of the Society and its 

rk from one of our pupils who is living in Singapore. 

The balance of our insome is derived from subscriptions to the paper and gifts 
from members 

We sent one of our members-a trained nurse-to Adana to help the sufferers 
there. 

We sent Pive liras to the sufferers from famine in the interior. 

We still support two little girls in Cevlon and have this year two in Kessab 
and one in Broussa. In addition for next vear we have assumed the support of 
a child in the German Orphanage here, 

We have been collecting for the Adana sufferers,and from the self denial of 
the boarders,gifts of Kine' gs Daughters,and receipts from a concert shall have 
over 20 liras to send. 

On account of Miss Pohl's absence we have had no training class this year, 
but we expect to have a large class next year and shall be glad to welcome 
sirls from other stations. |

Property &xtenshons and Street Improvements. 
Only a few days after the close of the last Academic year a valuable 


property consisting of a house and garden opposite the Vollege premises, 
and especially suited for Frofessor$ residence was offered for sale at a 
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figure which made the acquisition of it by the College an excellent invest- 
ment of the surplus reported in our last Balance Sheet.fhe purchase price ft 
together with the transfer expenses amounted to about $3,300, fhe amount 
available for investment being insufficient to cover this sum, the balance 
of some $1200 was paid in October from this year's revenue.Bince then, two 
other valuable pieces of Asal Estate necessary to complete the natural 
astern boundaries of the College premises have been secured for the Colleg 
the one having been purchased by a member of the Staff and the other by one 
of the members of the Board of Managers.fhe price paid for these two proper 
ties with the transfer expenses was nearly $5000. [he smaller of these two 
properties may de retained for the personal use of the member of the Staff 
who has purchased it, while the larger one,adjoining the College premises 
will.be availaole in September for Frof.'s residence, the rental. going to th 
Owner,who agrees to pass the property over to the College,when funds are 
available,for the price he paid for it. fhe securing of this property for 
the ultimate ownership of the College is of the greatest value.in the first 
place they complete as has been stated the natural astern boundabies of 
the College,by bringing these up to the Railway property of Bhe Smyrna and 
vassaba Ry.As a result of thsse purghases the College now owns or controls 
all.the property (with one small exception which must ultimately faal to 
it) within an oblong rectangular space bounded on the south and Hast sides 
by the ky. Property referred to,on the Nest by a street and on its northemu 
face for a distance of about 33 feet by the broad Boulevard,now in courses 
of construction.{n the second plage these purchases are of special. timely 
value because of the inevitable rapid rise in land values on this Boulevard 
soon as the ixtensive improvements now oeing-carried out are completed. 
ore than passing notice however must de wade in this report of the Street 
improvements above referred to,decause of their influence on the general. 
standing of the College and our other Missionary Institutions,in this quara 
sr of the city.eWhile the present vicissitudes of the National. Government 
re having their counterpart in our local city Government and retarding 
seriously the completion of these extensive improvements and causing for 
he present great inconvenience to the Vollege and all other residents on 
he street,the ultimate, though delayed completion of this work will doubt- 
ees result,not only in very positive material advantages to the Vollege, 
ut will.also greatly enhance its prestige and general influence.

The new spirit of liberty born with the granting of Sonstitutional Govern- 
nent on July 24th.,made itself distinctly felt at the opening of the Acadés 
pic year in the general attitude and dimeanor of the student body; and 
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it at once became evident that the maintaining of a high standard of 
discipline,always a seriou@ matter,would this year be a difficult and 
delicate one.fhe experiences of the year have verified this forecast and 
although therehave been a few cases of severe discipline, necessitating 
expulsion, there has been no open attempt at concerted action to guestion 


or defy authority,and a high general standard has been maintained through- 
out theyear.

[he general state of unrest that has pervaded the political and social 
life of the country for the past ten months has not been conductive to 
religious growth and activity,and while it is probably too true that a 
spirit of irreligion is one of the characteristic features of the reform 
movement,or at least of some of its representative leaders,there is nothing 
in the movement itself which is in any way inimical.to religious liberty. 
There is in it however a possible menace to our distictvely religious 
work, especially in its relation to Moslem students,in the popular interpre- 
tation put upon liberty,as f&mplying the right of choice on their part as 
to whether they will. join in our religious exercises and Bible study 
Classes.Religious work among the students has centered chiefly in the 
morning chapel exercises and in the daily Bible lesson which forms a part 
of the regular curriculum of Study,and which occupy one full. recitation 
period every morning.fhese to gether with Sunday church services are com- 
pulsory upon all students and afferd the most ample facilities for direct 
evangelical.effort.fhe measure in which these Bible classes and religious 
services are efficacious in building up Christian character and stimulating 
a religious spirit amon-g the entire student body depends in the first insti 
ance,and in the very nature of the case,upon the fidelity and spirit of 
arnestness which characterizes those who are in charge of this important 
rn of our service.While therefore any attempt to tabulate the amount or 
to state the quality of bBhe religious work done by the College on the basis 
f these classes and services at which attendance is compulsory would be | 
hazardous un@ertaking,it is an encouraging and a legitimate evidence of 
genuine religious spirit among the students to note that the attendance 
upon the voluntary weekly meetings of the two student organizations viz: 
the Y.M@.O.A. and White Cross League,has been well maintained throughout 
the year.More gnd better work along religious lines will. follow when 
he teaching Staff is reinforced to the point where the regular work of the

FOR 1901 


In-the city: of Trebizond the chanel services have been continued under 
the energetic direction of the nastor,:Mr. Dombalian. The mornine sermon 
has not senerally called in meny outsiders, nor the Sunday~school in the 
afternoon, but the seneral public has come to regard the Sundey evening sere 
vice as veculiarly their own, ana often a full house ereets the preacher at 

heat time. Various subjects have ben treated in the evenine discourses and 
‘temperance has been touched unon incidentally. At the close of the temper- 
ance lectures of the previous year an oreanization was formed and an execu— 
tive committee elected incluszine the nastor and missionery. Under the direce 
tion of this orsanization a "Rest" has been established -Where coffee and 
tea may be obtained without anv’ of the objectionable accompaniments OF an 
ordinary coffee—house. AS masnaners and other healthful readine are vrovie 
ded many drop in to read the news,:or spend a leisure helf-hour, Unfortu= 
nately the netronage has not been sufficient to meet expenses, but with the 
assistance of friends and the income of two entertainments , the vear has 
Closed with a comparatively small deficit, 

Besides the chanel services the Sunaav-school in the miSsionary resi- 
dence has been continued, with an attendance raneine from 40 to 120, the av- 
60, and nearly tron outside families, It is fair to 
that most of these children ore arawm and held by hone of a nicture which 
is promised at ‘the end of 12 weeks of uninterrupted attendance. The victures 
miven are those prenared in Proviaence,:.R, I., to illustrate the 8.8. les-. 
sons. As we rec@ive these nictures year after year large numbers had accumu= 


lated and the thought occurred that they might be useful in increasing at- 
tenaance,:ana also in calling attention to scripture truth in the houses 
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where they micht be hune up, In order to preserve them from immediate dés- 


truction they have ell been pasted on thick card boera ana provided with 
eyelets and string so they could so on for years preaching Christ to the 
neople. It is interestine to note that all prefer those pictures that rep- 
resent Christ ana tell of Him,:and we hone there is no superstition in this 
desire. There is considGable exnense and labor attendine this plan, but it 
is all cheerfully rendered with the praver constantly breathed over these 
pictures that the Snirit may attend and bless their mission. Rev. Haconos 
Nerkalusdian, the well. known pastor at OraAoo, while visiting here Last win- 
ter, declared his conviction that this Sunday-school Was the most honveful 
feature of the work in this city. 

Tn savine this I presume the nastor was thinkine of purely evancelis- 
tic efforts, and did not have the kinaerearten in mind, for to us this 
seams the sem oF the work in this city. It iS to be reeretted that we do 
not have such hieher schools as can hold the children under continuous 
evaencelical influence until they are erown uD. There is no other kinderear- 
| ten in Trebizond, we have the field wholly to ourselves, and can therefore 

fix the tuition and control the numbers ag Seems best to the interests of 
! the school, Some of the children come from the first families in toWn who 
cheerfully pay four medjidiehs tuition, (83.20) for each half vear, Last. 
vear the tuition realiz eq waS 895.72 as acainst 886.834 the veer pefore, and 
the present year we trust will. show a still ereater advance, But in thus see 
curing an advance in tuition it follows that the very poor are largely ex- 
cluded,:the class most desirable to reach. In order in part to obviate this 
unhapoy issue a number of the poorer class have now been admitted, necessi- 


tating the employment of an assistant and additional care on the part of 
the missionery’s wife and dauchter. But it is senuine miSsionary work anq 
as such sives preat satisfaction, 
| The degree of success attained in the kindergarten is not due to the 
teachers emploved,: but to the zealous and versistent efforts of the mission- 


arv’s wife, of the American kindergartner for whom we have been 


lone pl ding, who would be able to prenere suitable teachers,:we have been 
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obliges to put upd with such as could be found. Those offering have so T ew 
and SO imperfectly a&ulpned that it has sometimes been 2 question whether 
it were not better to abandon the enterprise then to eo on in so unsatis- 
factory a manner. But we have kept on as best we could, nor will We despair 
of the future. The resuscitation of the normal class at Smyrna can do little 
for uS, aS the distance ana the expense are so ereat, and a thorouesh knowl- 
eige OF Knelish reauired,=conditions that will cut off nearly all. canaldates 
from these parte, Our needs will never be fully met until we secure the . 
Americen kindéreartner for whom we hove been so long calling ana waiting, 
a call. heartily and repeatedly endorsed by the mission, 

In Ordoo the work has sone on with little of marked inciaent, The 
Greeks have succeeded at last in finaine suitable kinderoarten teacher,’ 
Miss Athena, who learned end practised the system in Smyrno,:and now they 
have a sroun of little oeonle cathered in the room provided for them when 
their church was built. This is the third kinderearten in our field of only 
five conererations,:a better supply than,: nperhans,:in any other field. The. 
marrying of the Armenian kindergarten teacher in Orgoo the people 
to accept a teacher thet had had only such troinine as Mrs Mannie Hacopian 
of Marsoven hed been able to proup of cirls in that city,: but the 

teacher seems to be doing well, There is this advantage in Orqoo that, the 
children can remain under evencelical influences during their entire course 
of study. | 

The 'armenian coneresation in Ordoo is now lareely occunied in efforts 

to provide themselves with a suitable building for worship ana school pur- 
noses, Thev are’ raising money’ Little by Little as thev are able,: but cannot 
eo forward with the buildine until permission comes from Constantinople, 
| Their petition for a firman has been endorsed by the local authorities ang 
by the central sovernment of the province located at this nvlace,:andg now 
the matter is being pushed in Constantinople, and there is no good reason 
why the firman should be withheld. There will. doubtless be the interminably 
slow movement of business through the circumlocution offices of the canital, 
anda frequent hitches when the "hbakshish" is not promptly forthcomine,: or 


when it is not large enough. The brethren are hopeful that all obstacles 
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will be overcome and by another yvear they may’ go on with their building. 

Lage year I spoke of the enlareement of the Armenian Boys’ ‘school, at 
Orqoo, At. that time the neondle emnloved three teachers from the Marsovan 
Collese and drew in 2 laree number of scholars from Greoorian families, re- 
alizine @ considerable income from tuition. This vear the teachers have 
been requced to two, ana the outside scholars ana the income from tuition 
have teen laroely decreased. For the Protestant Community,: however, it is 
believeg the school is more vroritable than before, 

In Geul Keuvy, wherp a most interestine work sprans ud last year, only 
to be broken un by the fierce onnosition of the ecclesiastics of the Greek 
Church,: things remain about as they were. Some are still interested in evan. 
selical truth but are afraid to identify themselves with the evangelicals. 
These davs a courageous and successful. bookseller is to visit the place to 
learn the state of thines and to heln on the ood cause as he best can, 

I do not know Whether the orejudice acainst bible colnorteurs amone the 
Greeks has reached Geul Keuv. If it has the colnorteur is not likely to ace 
commplish much. Another books eiler from this place visitea Kerasoon with the 
exnectation of snendine some time there,: but was immediately sent back, The 
Greeks of the ‘town subjected the colvorteur to all sorts of insult ana per- 
séution, and protested to the sovernment thet they would leave the town in 
a pody if this man was nermitted there. Of course this threat was nonsense 
and the sovernment should not have taken it s@iously,: but as the easiest 
wey out of the difficulty the colnorteur was ordered away. If he had be- 
thought himself to revort his situation to me it iS possible something | 
mieht have been done to keen him there. He aid not think of this and the 
first we knew he anneared here. !ma once here the task of setting him back 
has proved too ereat. for us. He has now gone to Baiboort to work amone 
Armenians until the feeline amone the Greeks, stirred un by the riots in 
Athens in onnosition to the printing an4 circulation of the Bible in the

At the annual neeting held in smyrna one year ago it was voted that 
ur. and Crawford, then of Portland, Gonn., and Gharies tracy ol 
Hartford be invited to return to turkey and to re-catablish the work of 
Trebigond Station. or. Farmgelee had died some sonths belore, that is in 
October 1902: Yrs. Parmelee though phygically unable to do so Gravely 
retained at her post, wishing that sie might be able to stay on and personally 


pass over affairs to the new coming missionaries. She was unable to carry 


out her desire and was obliged to return to the United otates in July 1903, 
Since that time Trebizond has been without a missionary, with the exception 
of occasional visits. (1 would take this opportudity to thank Marsovan and 
Constantinople Stations for tlieir care and watch over lrebizond during this 
interregnum, and further tell what a blessing br. Carrington and Marsovan 
Hospital have been to the people of trebizond field, numbers of whom we have 
had the pleasure of meeting in the hospital this winter.) This interregnum 
has had its advantages anc lisadvanbages. the peopie have felt lonely and 
neglected. Other denominations of Christians have had an increase of 


leaders and strengthening of schools while our Protestants seened left to. 


themselves. Added to all this was that which seemed 100 auch for them to 


bear and which made the preachers ana teachers feel that they might go 


hungry before the year should close, that is the reductlon Of estimates 


voted by the Kission and accepted #ith a still further reduction of 334% 


before being approved by the Frudential Committee. these things have but 


served to increase the natural depression which from their surroundings and

business conditions the people have labored under for so long. the advantages 
however, hava been in that the Trebizond pastor and people especially have 
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been thrown more on their own resources, his is always an interesting

or ability to attempt to swim alone, out sany others have grown healthy, 
vigorous and progressive ander the experiment and we will hope the same for

irebizond is one of our oldest Stations and was founded in 1638. fie are 
glad to have with us today kr. Allen who spent fis lirst gissionary year 
1856-7 in trebizond, and who is to offer the special prayer for irebizond 
Station at the close of this report. irebizona’s church membership has 
never been large, but the church was fortunate in receiving sole years ago 
through the altel Consul a grant from the Kaiser William fund. this money 
Was invested in the building of shops the rental of which bring them in 
sufficient income to support their pastor. ihe present pastor, fev. kK. 4, 
Dombolian has shown a great deal of energy in his church and pastoral work. 


In addition to his Armenian preaching services Sunday sorning and evening 


he preaches in Turkish Sunday alternoon and [hursday evening. these services 


in the [urkish language are a sacrifice on the part of the arsenians, but they 
are greatly appreciated by the Gre@ks and the occasional lurkish hearers. 

the pastor has on his Own responsibility established a “hest” or temperance 
Coffee House where young men can drop in and read the papers and play quiet - 
games without the temptations usual in such places of gathering. Ihe 
institution is very grateful to the American bible Society, through ur. owen, 
for one half the rent. Qne room is thereby reserved for the colporteur ii91 
who makes {rebizond his headquarters. for the other bald the pastor is... 
responsible and we regret to say tliat he is thereby indebt. He has been. 
quite active 1p visiting phe market and getting more or less. of a bold on. 
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‘all sorte of people. ‘He has a number of students in English and has started 
‘several of them on to Warsovan. 
~ During the year the United States Consulate at zraroom has been removed 
“$0 Trebizond but as the ner Consul, Mr, Sullivan, has failed to obtain his 
exequater, and as he plans to leave within a ten weeks it remains to be seen 
what will become of the situation. In the acantime we have every reason to 
express our gratification with the kindness and courtesy of Wr. Longworth 
the British Consul who has for years considerea himself the protector of 
Provestant interests, and is recognized as the representative of both 
and American interests. 
~The largest work in our field is in Ordoo. hers are two congregations, 
“one of Armenian and one ol Greek shich have worked side by side for years 
mutually helpful and encouraging one another. The Armenians who have been 
“worshifing in very unsuitable and unsafe quarters have now in hand fands 
sufficient to build a comsodious church: the foundations for this have 
been already laid: local permits have been obtained and they now wait for 
persission from Constantinople to go on with their building. 

The influence of Protestantisn is increasing, and the improved goral life 
of the Protestants is making an impression upon the ubole community. the fact 


that the Frotestants close their shops on Sunday. and refrain from strong 


drink on feast days has had an influence on Gregorian and Greek neighbors who

that God Was still with them, but now as a season of prosperity 1s again 
visiting frebigond the prosperous ones seen quite regardless of God while the 
poorer in the city and in the villages on whom the burdens of taxegion fas 
been laid heavier than ever before are in a sad neglected despondent condition. 
It is certainly a time for us to do our part to bring to them the spiritual 
help and tlessings which they so much need. 

In addition to these Armenian villages the mountains behind Trebizond 

are full of Creek villages and besides these which are known to the world as 
Greeks there are a number of so called Turkish villages where the people are, 
Lhough openly known as Turks, in secret known as Christians who have Greek 
priests come secretly to bury their dead, baptise their children and adtinister 
the communnion in cellars or in other hiaden places, and the time is coming 
when these people must openly be brought to Christ. 

Another reason why two gissionaries are needed in Trebizond is that there 
is great defiand on the part of the people for a soys’ School of a grade 
high enough to prepare students to enter the freshman year of Anatolia or other 
Colleges. As ir. Charles Tracy has been previously voted to us we shall be 
glad to welcome him feeling that it would be easier for Constantinople or 
omyrne to find a new man than it would be for us. There stands before se at 
this time that pathetic picture of Ur.

REPORT OF TREBIZOND STAN NESTBRN TURKEY MISSION. 
MEBTING CONSTANTINOPLE, 
‘MAY 15, 1908, 


It was certainly a wise decision at the meeting in Smyrna in 1903 that 
Trebizond should be reoccupied. Those of us who are now on the ground are 
thankful that we can hold this statesic point. We have, however, great cause 
for regret that Smyrna’s own growing needs (in which we rejoice) have prevented — 
the expected increase in our own force. We can indeed hold the fort, but we 
should like to sally forth and increase on the right hand and on the left. We are 
sorry to say too that the cutting off of the complete appropriation for Trebizond 
since 1904 accomplished almost as much as Shylock hoped to do in demanding the 
“pound of flesh”. It is resulting this year in the Trebizond congregation’ . 

- decision that they must let Mr. Dombalian go and that as they say in New England 
sometimes “we must get along with a cheaper minister” - Mr. D- has had seven 
liras Turkish. The now proposed salary is to be five Turkish pounds per month. 

He is a more than ordinary preacher, a good pastor, a successful teacher, a great 
worker, and a man of rare Christian spirit. His Bible Class and sermons in 
Armenian on Sunday A. ¥., and in Turkish on Sunday P. M. and Thursday evenings have 
drawn in outsiders of various nationalities. This decision is in spite of the 
fact that during 1905 the Church gave more than ever before in its history. 
Our Tribizond schools too have brought in larger returns than ever before in 
tuitions, but we cannot make them self supporting and must ask this year for the \}j 
return of a part of that “pound of flesh” viz.assistance towards teacher’s salary. | 
fhe Kindergarten has been an increasing source of joy and blessing to the 
attendants and indirectly many homes in the city. The games and songs have been 
as merry and helpful as ever but more has been done this year in teaching the 

_ children to reason and think for themselves. In the early afternoon, while the 
very smallest ones are having their naps, the older kindergartners are given primary 

dnstruction. Saving had no training class this year, Miss Halsey has had more 
time and thought to sive to“the connecting class” i.e. a class which will soon 
pass into the higher school. ite want Wiss Halsey another year (and especially as 
we are not to have our long promised and vainly waited for associates) and we have 
already applicants for 3 kindergarten training class. This class will also spend 
considerable time in the study and practice of primary methods. 

The ladies have managed to give 2 warm noon lunch to a dozen or more hungry 
children. It has gone straight to the brain and increased the mental powers of 

- gome who were considered stupid. The daughter of a Russian Consul, herself greatly 

, interested in work for children, has been giving French lessons as a labor of love, 

and a young Greek lady who has been studying art in furope has (for the same wages) 
been giving drawing lessons to the boys in the higher school, while the girls under _ 
their well trained Marsovan graduate, are having a course in practical needle-nork. | 

Four from this: higher ‘school have entered Mareovan this year and others | are preparing

It has become necessary to pass over additional rooms of the Mission House for school 
purposes. The Armenians have opened a Kindergarten. This we look upon not as a 
/ vival but as a sign of healthful awakening and we wish them God-speed. Some evening 
and some mornings have been given up to private pupils anxious for English. They 
vary from the “This is a fat cat” up to the “Shakespeare class”. On Sundays our 
school rooms are given over in the A. MW. to a Greek congregation, and at noon to an 
Armenian 3. S., and onc@ a month in the evening to an English song service. Miss 
Halsey has had charge of this Sunday-S6hool and has been very fortunate in having a 
number of young men and young women who have been faithful and successful in 
- attendance and teaching. #The scholars include some from the day school, but more 
~ are boys and girls from the street from 50 to 150 according to the weather..More 
coming on cold or rainy days when the storm drages them in. The Harris Lesson 
Pictures studied each week and finally given as prizes for regular attendance for 
regular attendance are a wonderful help, and Dr. Peloubet, whose sorrog in youth 
was that he could not go to India and preach in one foreign language, is through his 
_notes preaching here in four languages. The few Greeks (we wish theyenere more) 
have been formed into a Bible Class. wo boys wh® have walked from their village, 
two and one half hours away,and have hardly lost a Sunday for months, have kept in 
their note books careful records of what they have been taught. It seems that 
like David of old “they returned to bless their house” and to teach the stay at 
homey, for on Baster Sunday the sister appeared and asked that she too might be 
examined. She passed a good examination, and it was judged that they who stayed | 
by the stuff (in this case an invalid mother and two younger children) should share _ 
equally with the others in the well earned prize. 
Our Ourdoo Greeks are repeating the history of our own Puritan. ancestors to 
such a degreeas to religiously refrain from all Christmassand faster observance 
and even to expelling from Church membership a mother and suspending the father 
for marrying their daughter to a non-Protestant. But this is only a part of a 
most intensely earnest and conscientious and self denying spirit which has built 
up one of the strongest churches in Turkey. And in view of the looseness, the 
immorality, the drunkeness, and the gambling which is so prevalent we can hardly 
bear to criticise. Drev. Hagopos Der Kaalousdian, who has for 82 years ministered 
to the Ourdoo Armenian Church, and who has brought upaa little body of a fen . 
families to two stesy churches, has this year tendered his eésignation to take — 
effect in June. The attitude of some of the people is such as to make one 
anxious as to the future of the Church. The Greeks- who in their old churches 
are almost always more rigid in their fastings than the Armenians find it more easy, 
as they come over to Protestantism, to give up smoking as well as drinking, and it 
dees make a difference with their contributions. The mountains are still bringing 
peace to the people, and our Bey Alan and Semen villages 6,000 feet. above the sea, | 
cool, even cold in summer and snowed in and cut off from the outside. world in winter 
are full of the warmth and light and joy of Christian service and song, while 
cruhch, sunday school and week day schools are a blessing to | our own Protestants 
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and to their Orthodox neighbors. 
The summer of 1905 was one long to. be neneabered. Dr. and Mrs. ‘Sebinen and 

Miss Cairns of Smyrna and Miss Jones of Gedik Pasha and for a few days,Mr. Perry 


of Sivas joined us up in those mountains at Cham-bashi, “the summer camping grounds 
of the Ourdoo Greeks. The Psalmist must have been in some such place when he 


wrote of “All sheep and oxen and the cattle upon a thousand hills”. It was a 
time of happy visitings and the good people often invited us out to feasts on the 
hill sides, a time too for friendly talks, and especially a time for frequent 
services of prayer and song and religious instruction. The numerous extra 
meetings culminated on Sunday August 20th in a ordination service in which 
_ Mr, Andreas Yphantides, who has for ten years most faithfully ministered to 
church and school in Bey Alan, was ordained as an fvangelist. His home and 
special work will be in Bey Alan as heretofore, but he will also have oversight of 
surrounding villages. At the time of the ordination, the large church was ~~ 
cronded. In the market, the following,day, a number of Orthodox Greeks who had 
attended the service were questioning as to the efficacy of Protestant ordination, 
remarking that no Bishop’s hat no® richly wrought garments were worn by the one 
who prayed nor by the others who joined in the sacred service of the laying on of 
hands. A wise old priest, himself somewhat enlightened quietly said “We need 
not think that God’s Holy Spirit depends on hats and robes”. 
Lack of support, and a consequent debt necessitated the closing of “The hest”. 

Dr. Bowen has opened a book store in its place. His booksellers are still prevented 
from selling on the street or in the outlying districts,-“but the word of God is 
not bound” and we must hope for better days. Here is a story for the Bible Society 
letter- A young non-Protestant woman who came daily to the Mission House to pay by 
sweeping for the tuition of brothers and sisters dropped into family prayers each 
morning. She soon asked for a Bible that she too might join in the reading. 
This led her to ask frequent questions, and among others, as to the meaning of — 
expression in the New Bestament, “It is written”. When she was shown the quoted 
passage. in the 01d Testament her joy and surprise were so great, that it was 
immediately decided that she should have a complete reference Bible for Christmas. 
At Baster time the father told us what a good time they had had all winter with 
that Bible. They are now frequent attendants at our services. vn 

_ The political house cleaning which has been going on in Macedonia may, wo 
trust, produce in time healthful results here, but as yet we have caught only the 
dust and the sweepings.and they have proved the very opposite of pleasant. There 
is a good deal of unrest and uncertainty, murder and robbery in the villages. 
Old taxes and new taxes have been collected and this oft. times after hengry and 
poor people have had to spend a few days in prison. fhe bloodless, prayerful, 
patient but. determined resistence of the Mohammedans (and under their protection) 
of the Christians of Erzroum against the payment of the new taxes resulted in a 
telegram from his Imperial Majesty releasing them from the tax and in the removal © 
of the Vali, (the latter to the regret.of the people as he was a good man and not 


to blame for their troubles}. Since then telegrams have been sent to the various 
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Provinces that no severe measures be taken in tax collecting. — the gambling in stocks 


in London by a Cesarea Armenian has brought ruin to a prosperous house in Constan- 
tinople and Trebizond which involves one of our nicest families. The failure of the 
large Der Stepanian house of Erzingan has brought ruin to a score of smaller merchants 
in all that region and involveddlarger and smaller houses in ‘Trebizond in financial 
straits and failure. 

He have welcomed Mrs. Constantine’ 8 Prayer Cycle and the new Prayer Movement of 
our Board and other suggestions for and promises of united prayer. 

Increasing drunkenness and gambling among bhe Armenians- as well as among the 
Greeks and the Consular body and furopeans connected with them all have their banefull 
effects upon the young people and the old too. And faith and hope and honest striving 
have given way to seeming doubt and indifference and recklessness. Some of our very 
own have yielded to these influences, but some, in their resistence, have groan 
themselves and been helpful examples to others. Charles Wagner says “If youth is to 
be moral you must plan amusement,” and among the other good influences from Marsovan 
we may well count “The Flinch parties” which are holding some who might otherwise 
~ take up an unhealthy form of amusement. Along in this line we may ask if the time 
has not come for the translation into the vernaculars of pure and healthy novels? 
and if our Bible and Tract Societies are not authorized to do this work may we not 
secure assistance from some who would naturally favor such a movement. We must do 
something for those who are either not reading at all or corrupting their minds with 
impure and unhealthy literature. Of course we desire that all these be séépping stone 
into an appreciation and enjoyment of the higher. And for the overcoming of the evil 
and for making all help really helpful. We long for soul penetrating influences of 
God’s Holy Spirit and we rejoice in the proposals and the promises of greater and 
more united prayer. 

Of the 33 boys in prison,spoken of last year, two have served their time and been 
released, one of those condemned for 15 years has died. [The great sympathy shown 
for his sorrowing friends and the large attendance and the many flowers at his 
funeral resulted in the imprisonment for several months of some of the sympathizers. 
The Consuls took up the case of his death and the attending (or rather failing to 
attend) Municipal doctor was removed. 

There has been an almost complete change in the Consular body. This is resultin 
- in the appointment to Trebizond of Dr. Jewett so well known and esteemed in Sivas, 
and for this we are rejoicing. But it is with the regret of our whole city that 
H. B. M.’s Consul Mr. Longworth has, because of promotion left Trebizond and gone to 
Aleppo. For twenty years he has served not only the interests of his own government 
but he has been a staunch friend and protector of Protestant interests, and not only 
that, he has been such a friend of justice and order that all nationalities have | 
come to him with their anxieties and troubles. 

Our nearness to Russia and the fact that most of our Armenian neighbors have © 
near relatives there, have kept us in a condition of anxiety during the winter months. 
An English lad boarding in our family could get no word from his parents in Baku for 
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for months. December, a of. the Black Sea ‘vieited Sansout,

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One, who after years of experience, knew whereof he spoke said “I have 
learned to spell Disappointment with an H.rather than a D. as the initial 
letter.” 

This year with us has been full of “dis” or rather His-appointaents. 

The 1st of these we have hardly yet seen how we could. spell with an H 
for we have not yet recovered from our disappointment. 
For years #e¢ haves felt the need of a Bible woman, and for this city, 
one endowed with peculiar gifts, to visit among the hungry rich and the 
equally hungry poor. §§ Dr and Mrs Parmelee established a reputation here 
which it is very dilficult for their successors to keep up. Not only in 
times of special need, (as after the massacres and occasional famines) but 
at all times, the sick and the poor and the distressed found relief and 
help. And they still come, and distress in the Interior sends more and 
more of them to the cities on the shore. They are.poor, they are hungry, 
they aro sick and sick because they are hungry and poorly nourished. We 
have hardly time to think of the blessings of the 25th chapter of Matthew. 
Phe awful curse upon them who had refused Him when He was hungry and sick 
and in prison rings in our ears and compels us to give mhether we have, 


| or have not, a-credit on the charity account. We do try to tell then 


that God loves them, or to speak other words that may abide long after — 
the temporary bodily assistance has finished its work. But their minds 
are so full of the present distress that our words seem to them as“idle tales, 
for the reputation of the house has been ‘estenetehed: as the place shere 
medicine food and clothing are’ to be found. 

| ‘In deed for us, with our more than two coats, and our more than to 
loaves, ‘refusal seems a sin, and a word:of spiritual comfort, unless — 
‘Sized with material help, a very mockery. ; 
~And-so it has come abt, that, while in the past years and in these 
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also as we humbly and gratefully believe, souls as well as bodies have been 
helped, still their minds, as they think of us, do not take in what the 
mission house and the mission work really stand for, and they havn’ t ears to 
hear ‘from us of the things of God. 

~ We want a good christian woman, who has not charity to distribute, 
but wise words gospel grace, to bring healing ‘balm and a uplift 
to their far more needly souls. 

And as we thought of the poor poor, and the equally poor rich, we 
felt that Miss Anna Filisian, who had been such 2 blessing in Marsovan, might | 
feel inclined to accept our invitations and perhaps do the crowning work 
of her life in bringing to the hopeless homes of this God-forgetting city, the 
inspiration of prayer and Bible study and the blessings that always come to 
souls who ara brought into nearer union and communion with God. We feel 
that it is His-appointment that such a blessing should come and we believe He 
will pardon us if we continue to spell this disappointment with a d. 


One second disappointment has been in connection with the “Boys” 
School.” Last year, as will be remembered by those :present at our Annual 
Meeting, an interesting letter was read from the :church in Trebizond, stating 
the need of a Boys’ school. The earnest appeal was emphasized by the promise 
of £50 towards expenses of such a school, should it be established. Acting 
upon the cordial resolution passed at our last meeting, we went. to some 
expense in making suitable divisions in our mission house and yard and secured 
from Marsovan a teacher, who has done faithful and efficient work, interesting 
hinself in his boys and interesting them in their work. We have also given 
considerable time to the English classes. .But for some :reason or other, not as 
many boys came in as we had hoped. Tuitions have been small and’ the school 
has been a financial burden. [0 the meantine one of the brethren, on whose 
aid and advice we had counted, has died, and the community has declared itself 
anwilling to do anything towards nursing this infant of a school into stronger 
and more hopeful manhood. 


A third has been an -anlooked for sickness which :has 
necessitated sour absence :from:home school and :church work a good part of the 
‘year. This “dis’ has-been changed ‘into an “His” appointment in the great

It 
makes one hopeful for the work to know that God’s supply of .good workers 
has-not. failed and is not. going to fail. God works and builds up our faith 
and love by His joys and blessings as well as by the seemingly reverse 
and we mast not forget the delightful and profitable summer ‘in Chambashi, 
“made doubly so by the visit of some of the Marsovan friends. 


Bach year produces its problems in the churches of Bey Alan & 
Semen and among those #ho come up from the sea-shore for the summer. ‘But 


to Greeks ‘Russia and: only wish we could visit him and other :centers ‘in 


‘Russia where there are to -be hopeful ‘openings. We wonder if :Miss :-Helen Gould 
ever accomplished ‘more than through the £6 apportioned to us from her gift 


to our :mission. With half we purchased a log-house from a widow of a former 
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pastor (thus enabling her to build a new summer house ‘in Chambashi). | 
Other half (with a little addition from another friend) put that house ‘into 
such a condition that. we :could open the first Girls’-school ‘ever established 
-in the village:of Semen. When it was :reported to us that if we opened a 
-gchool :for girls the Greek Bishop would do the same, wa felt tike thanking 
God two schools instead :of only ‘could :be opened. 

‘Among our sapmer guests at Chambashi was a:fopmer Greek clergyman, 
Mr. Stertoglides, now a student in Marsovan Theological Seminary. 

The story :of his life, his ‘boyhoodin the island .of Samos, ‘under the 
--influence:of his :parents, the years spent ‘in seeking God ‘In monasteries ‘on 
the banks of the Jordan, and at Mount Athos: his services as deacon and 
-archimandrite in Alexandria; the :history :of .his longings, and the unsatisfied 
shunger :of -his soul, -up to that -happy day, when, having dropped ‘into the 
‘Evangelical church ‘in Athens, :he: heard that never to ‘be forgotten sermon 
:from the text “The :entrance :of Thy word giveth light;” - all this history, 
Narrated: in a most ‘humble manner, was not :only interesting, but :caused 

us :people to feel that he is but a representative of others who will 
from time to time be coming to the light. May we by God’s grace ‘be :ready 
and prepared to:meet them. 


Dr. Jewett, our American Consul and Mrs Jewett have been missionaries 
‘indeed. ‘Their medical advice and assistance shave ‘been ‘invaluable, and 
their :kindness :in caring ‘for so many details and their sympathetic :oversight. 
Of the work :of our teachers and schools, during our :enforced absence :causes 
‘us to :feel very thankful that.:our work ‘is left :in such .good :hands. 

Mr. Jones, the :-new fnglish Consul and :bis sisters, and Mr De Moriez 
the. Austrian Conayl,:-have often attended :our services and :manifested areal 
interest and sympathy in our work. 

-Another great. dis-appointment ‘is our ‘inability to .be .:present at 
the Annual Meeting in Marsovan. We know it will bea good: meeting, good 
“in :results through all the : year. 

For the help which we would derive :from this meeting and because 
special iclains and plans we want to present ‘for Trebizond field, we are 
especially sorry inot to with -gou. 

We are glad to send to the meeting the - interesting: letter : from 
Ordou. $We trust that brethren from Ordou and Trebizond can be ‘in Marsovan 
and we :knoa, and we-have assured thom, that our missionaries will give then 
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time to address the meeting and tell .of all their hopes and plans for enlarged 

educational facilities .on the Black Sea Coast. 

_ Rollowing out. the spirit of last Annual Meeting .I have assured them that. 

our Mission is persuaded that we ought. to do more in educational lines -for 

our own shore and interior cities and for the young people of Russia who are 

waiting :for the opentag of euch & school. Whether it can come this year 

“or not..is a question #e can wait if that is His appointment. But as Hé is 

always ready, it would seem that the hour for action is when (as now, especial- 
ly in Ordou) there seems to be a-readiness and a longing :on the part of the 
‘people. § Thare are reasons why such a school should be -established ‘in 
Trebizond,’ the:capital: of the province. Phere are other reasons why it 
-ghould be :established »mder the inflwence ofour tno strong: Ordou ‘churches, 
whers children. and: young people in such large numbers are #aiting -for 

gach a school. 

We should bike to renew the request of our last Annual Meeting 
for ‘ciiliecepaanaitiiniate. We leave it to our meeting of this year, after 
listening to the brethren from Trebizond and Ordou to decide in which of these 
cities the new missionaries should make their .home. 

It would be a great blessing to the work if the health of Miss 
Lawrence becomes sufficiently established to allow her to come to Ordou 
for permanent work, 

O0 the day.of our sailing west from Trebizond (May 9) Miss Halsey, 
‘in company with .her >mcle, a missionary ‘in Japan, sailed west .from California. 
After spending a time with-her sister in Japan she .plans to :reach Trebizond 
‘in September. She .has .been visiting Kindergarten schools in various :cities 
in America and ‘Studying new methods and returns with new :equipment to teach 
and to :prepare teachers. 

sincerely .hope that. God sO prosper our ‘plans that we too 
back again°in: the autumn and we ask the good :friends at the meeting to 
‘join their .prayers with-ours that the coming ‘year and :years of: fork may 
Show as clearly that all has been and is according to His. appointment: and :Him 
be all the :glory.

My dear Lr. Smith, 

Owing to the fact phat I have been 
alone a good part of this year my work and responsibilities have been 
unusual ly heavy and this is one reason why I have had little time for 
correspondence, Ilievertheless I regret that I have delayed writing to 
you. 3y the time this reaches Boston you will have read our Constantie 
nople report in which is included the report I prepared for the 
Nicomedia section of the field. This will give you an idea of the work 
of the year up to the end of April. It gives me pleasure to supplemert 
this with a word in regard to br.Chambers arrival the first week in 
June. Unfortunately the day on which we welcomed the party was very 
wet and stormy.

ty ry + ilgaria, and Egypt, we, who are fellowworkers, are losing the instruction and in- 
_  spiration that come from an exchange of news and opinion covering the fields in which 
4. 4 we are appointed to work. | 
- —__ After careful consideration of this question, in conjunction with individual workers, 
. a definite plan developed during Mr. S. W. Gentle-Cackett’s recent visit to Constanti- 


nople. This plan I would like to place before you. 
We suggest the publication of a four-page (about 9X7 inches) weekly news sheet 


‘for the exchange of mission and other important news from Turkey, Syria, Palestine, 


Arabia, Egypt, Bulgaria, and Persia. We propose that this paper be printed in Cons- 
tantinople as a convenient center and be marked “For private circulation”, and that the 
name be “Bible Lands Messenger.” | 

We plan to secure through our fellow workers on the field, our Boards, and 
Mr. Gentle-Cackett, the Secretary of the Bible Lands Missions’ Aid Society, as many 
subscribers as possible in Great Britain, Canada, Switzerland, Germany, and the United 
States. 

We propose that the subscription price be 25 pias. silver for residents in Bible 
Lands and $1.50 or 6 shillings for residents in other countries, including postage. In 
view of the fact that for the interior of this country sealed envelopes will be needed we 
would ask the several subscribers of each station to share one or two copies in order to 
save postage. If however a subscriber, in one of these interior stations, prefers to pay 
the extra cost of postage (52 ps. gold), a single copy will be sent to him. Wherever 
possible the paper will be sent as printed matter with copies for each subscriber and no 
extra charge for postage. The staff of the paper will probably be made up as follows : 
Managing Editor, Rev. Herbert M. Allen. Associate Editors, Rev. S. W. Gentle- 
Cackett, Mr. Robert Speer, Rev. James b Barton, D.D., Business Manager and 
Treasurer, Mr. W. W. Peet. 

If you approve of this plan, I trust you will sign and return the enclosed blank as 
soon as convenient, and that you will interest yourself with other members of your 
Station in electing a correspondent for the Station, at the earliest date possible. 

We may begin publication sometime in January, 1907. 

I will add that we hope to secure as many special messages as possible to mission- 
aries working in Bible Lands from some of the foremost spiritual leaders in other lands.

scogaized by tha Goveranent. Under the constitution provision is made by 
which the Protestants ae3 given boa.priviless of drawing uo their own regula 
tions for the slectioa of the Agkabed the loeal askabeds, and the councils 
a3 well as the outlining of their tesosctive functions, Years ago gome 
3fforts were nade in this direction oat they proved abortive and finally 
everything constitutional was Sswamo3d and Sultan started on his career 
of absolutisa. The casulé was that after more or less irregular election- 
sering and througa British iafluance 2 Boyadjian wtfendi was made Askabed 
apout 20 years ago. He tendered serviess to the Governasat and’ 
bhaa undertook heavy coniracts, At first ha made money and Lived like a 
orince, but then came disaster aad he was little psbtier than a bankruot except 
boat the governasat let him off sasy and as was allowed to Llivs on his mort- 
daged mouse. Some 25 years ago basrs das a scandal about his private Life, 
following the death of his wife. nis enemies clain that they have every 
oroof of the ieragularity of ois ealations with a cartain young woman living 
ia his house. . Unorejudicel psrsous aavs aevee found oositive svidence 
hia, In his dealivss as is somewhat arbitrary though nob anrea- 
sonable, His Secretary, Senekerinian, keen as a steel blade and obstinate 
43 a dozea mules has aot beloved to promotes his supsrior’s popularity. 
Nhen the difficultiss to be sncountersd ander the old regime are considered 
it must be admitted that ths chancery has accomplishsd consideraole particu- 
larly as it was” haapered py lack of funds. The Askabed has never received 
any salary and has paid a large share of the expenses out of his own pocket, 

[he various unions chose reoressntatives to sit with him as a coun- 

cil. When some four years ago {rikoriaa, who is 4 repressabtative, persisted 
ig Stirring up trouble in the Council aectings and insulted tos Askabed, the 
ceased to call the nestings as the shortest oat to peace. fhether 
19 did right is a questiia. When the constitution was promulgated ths 

eagorians made a demonstration against the Patriaecch and sueceeded in 
po him, but they still had a mixed council which had the authority 
to demand the essigaatioa and put a man io his place. Krikorian and ~ 


his followers attemoted the same tactics. When the Askabed called a neebing 
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of his cowcil (which has no legal standing with the Government) to consider 
3snding a letter of thanks to ths Sultan a small band of agitators gathsred 
in ths Bible House aad clamored for the Askabsd’s ressignation. Some of then 
beied to tush into ths rooa but were prevented froa doing go. In the 
meeting one of bho neabers becans excited and threw a chair at the 
Askabed. Tasa he rushed out aad one of ths Bible House porters 
ano was teyiag to orevent ths nob froa rushing into the room. Xrikoriaa 
3130 steuck- another seevaot who stood in the doorway. Of course all this 
oroks uo.ths mesting, 
Now because I did aot pubdlish anything about this disgraceful seene 
of violence (which they called tile people’s protest against tha Askabed) 
I was put down as 4 pvartisan! 
Realizing that he had mado a mess of the matter Krikorian quietly 
organized his forces fore a oublic aass meeting in a garden oonosite the 
Jeisntal railway. There wees a nuaber of people oresent but those who disap- 
oroved of this method of temoving ths Askabsd naturally did not attend. | 
Speeches were made condemning the Askabsd as a tyrant anda libertines. Then 
4 of resolutions to this sifect den drawn up. 
Thess resolubions amd an account of the n33bLng, bo by the official 
of th3 03 sting. They said that if were made the 
at least gust oe oublishsd, The publication of these would 
have been a dishonor to the whole Protestant community of Turkey, would have 
Latvodacsd just causes for discord and would have ths Avedaper liable 
to action for libsi, Because I did not publish this or make any reference 
LO this mesting I am boing condemned as an Askabsd partisan, All at once 
it game to me that as the Askabed’s resignation was desirable and he hinself 
intended to resign it would be well to tura the attention of the people 
away from his personality and suggest that without delay the couacil as 
now coastibuted draw up the eegulattons necessary to control the electioa of 
the Askabed and-a-legal council and prsssnt them to the Sublime Porte for 
tabification, I wrote such an editorial in which [ quéted the paragraoh in 
bas Turkish law bearing on this point. Before doing so I consulted all the 
level headed men [ could get hold of. When it was published Krikorian 
and his faction began to howl and denounce ne as trying to keep an unworthy — 
Askabed in office. I will Simply quote what Dr,Gresne weote ne after

Dr.barnum made the desired 
change in the resolution, in Krikorian’s presence,and then inforned the rest | 
of us that he had done so. Nhen others (1 said nothing) began to question 

Dr. Barnum on this point of changing the resolution to suit Krikorian’s will | 
he said hastily that that be did not wish to have any wore trouble with his! © 
friends of mine and of the Avedaper have since said that this was the point 
wbere 1 ought to have entered a strong protest and tbat by keeping silent . 
| madé a mistake. li may be, but wy face Was already set toward ny beloved sg 
Work and | bad no inclination to turn back to quarrel with Krikorian and those 
who were bound to support bim even to tos point of driving me out of ay office. 
| am not exaggerating in this last statement as you will see in what follows. 
To go back a moment. What led up to the action of the committee? 

The day before tle meeting | was bard at work preparing a statement | 
bo read before the coumittee when Dr.derrick came into ay room and requested | 
we to go to bis room. lt seems that Barnuw, Herrick, and Greene had 
invited Mr.Peet to come to an “informal conference” on tae Avedaper situation. 
was not invited and knew nothing about it until Dr. nerrick cawe to inform ne 
that ne bad protested against my exclusion, Wnen 1 entered the room it Was not 
a3 an associate but as one Summoned to answer charges. 1 ielt ayseii in the 
presence Of a tribunal and for a time the paris were acted well, Or.derrick, 
ior whom | have respect, has his weak points like the rest of us, and perhaps 
is never so content as woen presiding at some solemn function and embodying 
in his person the power of the mission and the board. Knowing this 1 was aot 
disposed to take offense at the tone and manner in which he opened “tbe case.” 

I was confronted with the “grave crisis.” The great majority of the Turkish 
Subscribers were on the point of dropping toe paper, disaster Was impending, sic. 
Sic. finally 1 was asked to express my Opinion as to whether in view of all 
this and the beginning of the constitutional era the time had not come to pass 
the Avedaper over to native control. For some seconds [ was silent. I had 
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peen reserving my statement for toe commitice meeting. but the slow fires 
which had been burning for months leaped into flame and 1 spoke as | have 
never yet spoken in a meeting of my associates. 1 made o0 accusations.

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edition. 1 am cast aside to please a man who resorted to every contemptible 
scheme be could devise to destroy my influence. I am reputiaied in effect 
in toe eyes of ths christian people of the country. however the end is not

1 
to Say somethings Lest even you wonder whether | am becoming 
egotistical. pub 1 bave resolved to avoid the temptation of a humility that 
leads t0 unconscious insincerity.

i can say with some assurance that | bave a more definite knowledge 
of the undercurrents in the life of the Armenian people than any wissionary 
within wy acquaintances. this knowledge is of a practical kind,tbe fruit of 
circumstances and my personal metbods of work. i have access io many doors 
closed to otbsrs aad wosre 1 fave not access nave honest [riends who give 
ne lnside facts and are not afraid to tell we tbe 
| the fact 18 ,nost of our missionaries especially ibe older ones 
influence tae new comers) are not Gonscious of woat is coming-namely 
a Strong reaction against present missionary methods. years 1 bave known 
that tae name wisSlonary haS been distasteful to a large proportion oi the 
Armenian people. The work of the Board is appreciated and will be remembered 
in the annals of Turkey with gratitude bat the breach between-tne people and ~ 
the representatives of the board is growing. Lt can be closed, but not by such 
actions as the Committee ad Interim has taken in the case of the Avedaper. 
This will only serve in time,woen the facts are fully knowa,to increase the 

contempt already existing on the part of some, for missionaries who place ihe 
opinion of some favorite above the general good, who allow themselves io be 
guided blindly by Seli-interested parties, 

lt is a fact that the great wajority of the missionaries have 
Scarcely more than a bowing acguaintance,in some cases not that,wiib the solid | 
and leading men of the Armenian nation. it Was fot so in the Old days, when 7 
among the Armenians at large the names Goodell, hanlin, Vwight stood for stal- 
Wart messengers of Christ. Times have changed no doubt in some respecis, but 
Hy view is that we of today ought to have made far greater advances in the 
confidence and friendship of ieaders who are not dependent on us for their 
bread and butter. fie pride ourselves on what we oave done but | am more and 
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more conscious oi failure. 1 am ready to give every wan bis full credit for 
work weil done bui,Dr. Darton, somebody is responsible for the situaticn thai 
gonironts us today - a Situation which iS not bright witb promise. ihe general 
Situation bere in tois Station is painful. between the Protestant courcies 
in this city there is no real harmony,and at times animosities break out. In 
the discussions that have taken place missionaries dave patronized one caurch 
aid turaed tue cola shoulder to 
the evangelistic scope of our missions bas peea narrowing tor years 
and now the activities of the great majority of our missionaries are Limited 
to the narrow coniines of so called avangeligwie communities, and even in tuese, 
now a larger aational life is springing up, tbe inadequacy of traditional 
wissionary methods is being felt. Let me illustrate ay point.-: 
You may know alteady that in an Armenian daily of last week - the yellow 
journal of the Armenian press, the paper thai oas printed Several attacks 
<there appeared a letter written from narpoot. lt wag signed by a pseudonya, 
“but was weitben,as the writer admits, by one who is dependent on the good will 
of the wissionaries, An effort is wade to show that the missionary institutions 
of Harpoot are decadent and corrupt to the core. Dr. Barnum is a tyrant, Miss 
Janiselis is a asrvous wreck who frightens the spendshis tine 
on wechanical deviges,while the college is left in tae bands of incapable 
teacbers.Dr. Atkinson leaves bis patients to die unattended, Miss Jacobson makes 
prisoners and slaves of the hospital employees,and Ur. Ward loais around 
darpoot because his wife does noi like the climate of Diarbekir. Mr. Knapp is 
& good enough fellow but lacking in stamina. 50 the writer begs the Manzouned 
to do what the Avelaper refuses to do in the interests of the Protestant 
communities - n&uely publish toe letter. fhe acceded to the writer’s 
request aad very likely received the usual pecuniary compensation for doing 
it.aw this attack is outrageous and goes beyond even Alexanian’s attack on 
we, but the fact 1t 18 Symptomatic oi a state o1 iseling Which 1s more -or 
less widespread. The vulgar will resort to sucb methods of coarse attack 
While the decent portion of Armenians will simply allow a growing indifference 
to develop into an absolute witodrawal of friendly relations. I feel sure 
that | am not overstating the true situation. Of course there are many who 
WOUld protest against my Statements and vow that they Loved the missionaries 
wore than ever. Nevertheless | think | am not mistaken in oy interpretation

publication. ihe board may favor and even encourage by pecuniary grants the
